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PREFACE. 


IN  bringing  before  the  public  a  History  of  the  early  settlers  of  the 
township  of  Waterloo  and  adjoining  to-vuships,  it  becomes  necessary  to 
give  a  brief  sketch  of  the  antecedents  of  the  people  who  bear  the  most 
conspicuous  part. 

These  early  pioneers  belonged  to  a  Sect  too  well  known  to  have  a 
detailed  narration  of  their  founder,  faith,  method  of  living,  etc.  given 
here. 

The  main  point  of  distinction  from  other  Protestant  bodies  was  the 
objection  to  military  service  and  abhorrence  of  warfare  and  military  life, 
the  taking  of  Judicial  Oaths,  and  Baptism  of  Infants. 

This  Sect  (Mennonites)  being  persecuted  by  the  different  state 
parties  of  Europe,  found  a  refuge  in  America.  The  first  of  their 
doctrine,  after  being  requested  by  the  ever-to-be-renowned  William  Penn 
to  settle  within  his  colony,  came  in  1683  and  settled  in  Germantown, 
where  they  proved  to  be  a  religious,  law-abiding  and  prosperous  people. 

Here  the  name  "Pennsylvania  Dutch"  was  first  given  them,  a  term 
applied  as  a  distinction  rather  than  one  of  disrespect. 

These  people  branched  out  over  various  counties  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  other  colonies  but  they  retained  their  peculiar  theories  as  stated 
above  and  their  exclusiveness  from  all  worldly  society. 

The  outbreak  of  the  American  revolution  caused  a  somewhat  lack 
of  harmony  among  these  people.  Some  sympathized  with  the  British 
and  for  conscience's  sake  could  not  justify  the  doings  of  the  colonial 
party,  while  others  (American  born)  were  strongly  advocating  in  favor 
of  the  independence  of  the  thirteen  colonies. 

This  struggle  was  probably  the  cause  of  the  migration  to  Canada  of 
the  first  representatives  of  this  class  (Pennsylvania  Dutch),  especially  so 
if  we  take  in  consideration  the  side  of  politics  to  which  the  early  settlers 
leaned.  They  were  all  strong  United  Empire  Loyalists  and  conse- 
quently Tories. 
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We  find  that  in  1798  the  pioneers  crossed  the  border  and  formed 
settlements  near  the  Niagara  while  others  passed  on  to  York  County, 
along  Yonge  Street,  north  of  Toronto.  But  the  first  to  come  to 
Waterloo  township  were  Joseph  Sherk  and  Samuel  Betzner,  who  came 
here  in  1800  from  Franklin  County,  Penna.  In  the  following  year  came 
the  Bechtels,  Beans,  Kinseys,  Clemens,  Shupes,  Livergoods,  and  Sararas. 
In  1807  came  the  Baumanns,  Ebys,  Erbs,  Snyders,  Webers,  and  later 
the  Martins,  Hallmans,  Graffs,  Detweilers,  Shoemakers,  Kolbs,  Clemens, 
etc. 

The  names  of  the  families  coming  to  this  county  will  be  given  in  an 
alphabetical  order  together  with  the  dates,  places  of  settlement,  occupa. 
tion,  names  of  children,  etc. 

As  regards  the  History  of  the  early  settlers  their  descendants  must 
truly  take  an  interest  in  reading  the  biographies  of  those  renowned  and 
ever-to-be-remembered  pioneers  of  this  township  and  county. 

The  undersigned  now  takes  occasion  to  sincerely  thank  all  parties 
who  have  so  ably  assisted  him  in  getting  out  the  work  Special  thanks 
to  P.  E.  W.  Moyer,  Editor  Daily  News,  Berlin;  Rev.  J.  N.  Brubacher? 
Salunga,  Pennsylvania;  Simon  P.  Bowman,  California;  Samuel  S.  Moyer, 
Berlin;  and  others. 

In  conclusion  the  undersigned  commits  his  work  to  the  judgment 
of  the  readers  of  our  County,  simply  as  a  contribution  to  the  local  his- 
tory, claiming  nothing  but  a  mere  collection  of  Manuscripts  and  sketches 
that  may  prove  from  the  facts  recorded,  interesting  to  the  reader.

HISTORY   OF  WATERLOO. 


IN  bringing-  before  the  public  a  History  of  Waterloo, 
no  attempt  is  made  to  give  a  detailed  History  of  all 
the  early  settlers,  but  only  of  such  who  formed  the  most 
conspicuous  part  in  the  assistance  of  forming  the  early 
settlements.  A  brief  sketch  of  the  antecedents  of  those 
hearty  pioneers  would  not  be  out  of  place.  During  the 
beginning  of  the  sixteenth  century  while  state  persecu- 
tions were  carried  on  in  almost  every  country  in  Europe, 
the  so-called  "  Non-Conformists,"  in  all  countries,  north- 
ern Italy.  France,  Switzerland,  Germany,  Holland, 
Poland,  Denmark,  and  even  Russia,  were  cruelly  perse- 
cuted and  subjected  to  all  manner  of  sufferings.  Such 
treatment  from  the  hands  of  the  leaders  of  governments 
and  states  caused  these  "Non-Conformists"  to  cast  their 
eyes  westward  for  a  new  home  where  they  might  serve 
God  according  to  their  spiritual  views,  and  to  the  teach, 
ing  of  the  Bible.  These  "Non-Conformists,"  called  Tauf- 
gesinnten  in  Germany,  Waldenser  in  Switzerland  and 
France,  and  Vaudois  in  Italy,  advocated  strongly 
against  all  manner  of  warfare,  and  would  therefore 
under  no  circumstances  whatever  bear  weapons  of  war 
or  take  part  in  military  operations.  Nor  could  they  be 
prevailed  upon  to  the  taking  of  oaths  in  court.  They 
also  advocated  strongly  against  infant  baptism.  In  1536 
Simon  Menno  renounced  his  connection  with  the  Roman 
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( Catholic  Church,  of  which  body  he  was  a  priest.     Soon 
after  his  separation  from  that  body  he  was  met  by  a 
number  of  persons  whom  lie  describes  as  being  of  one 
heart    and    soul    witli    himself,    and    these    (Non-Con- 
formists) earnestly  besought  Menno  to  take  upon  him- 
self the  ministry  of  the, Gospel.    He  became  a  powerful 
instrument  in  the  hands  of    God  to  spread  the  true 
teachings  of  the  Bible.     Later  on  all  Non-Conformists 
of  Holland,  Germany  and  Denmark  were  called  Menno- 
nites.    These  people  were  continually  persecuted  arid 
harassed  by  the  various  governments,  but  in  the  midst 
of  all  their  trials  and  sufferings  they  prospered.     Before 
the   end  of  the  century  these  Mennonites  numbered 
their  adherents  by  thousands,  in  various  Countries  on 
the  Continent  of  Europe.    But  the  persecutions  became 
so  great  that  these  unoffending  people  were  forced  to 
emigrate  to  places  where  religious  toleration  prevailed. 
Thus  we  find  that  in  1700  the  first  of  the  Mennonites 
came  from  Holland  and  settled  in  Germantown,  near 
Philadelphia,  and  were  soon  followed  by  others  of  their 
faith,  from  Germany,  Switzerland,  etc.     ""These  settled 
in  Lancaster,  Berks,  Franklin,  Bucks,  and  Montgomery 
Counties,   where   at    present   great   numbers   of   their 
descendants  are  still  living.    In  the  year  1709  several 
families  rame  from  "Pfaltz,"   originally  from  Switzer- 
land, and  settled  in  Lancaster  County,  and  were  fol- 
lowed by  many  others  in  eight  or  ten  years  afterwards. 
Most  of  these  people  were  poor  and  had  to  endure  many 
hardships  in  their  new  homes.    In  the  midst  of  all  this 
they    had    firm  reliance   upon  their  Heavenly  Father 
who  comfort  •<!  and  sustained  them  in  all  their  trials. 
Here  they  enjoyed  all  the  religious  liberty  and  privileges 
for  which  they  had  longed  so  many  years,  and  soon  by 
their  great  perseverance  and  industry,  they   made  for

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themselves  the  most  excellent  homes  No  place  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic  can  be  found  to  equal,  much  less  sur- 
pass, some  of  those  counties  which  were  first  settled  by 
these  people.  In  the  course  of  time  when  the  population 
of  Pennsylvania  became  rather  too  dense  for  an  agricul- 
tural community,  it  was  found  necessary  to  seek  homes 
in  newer  and  more  thinly  populated  places,  settlements 
were  made  by  these  people  in  Virginia,  Maryland,  Ohio, 
Indiana,  and  other  places,  all  these  emigrants  still, 
however,  retaining  their  identity  and  comparative  ex- 
clusiveness  from  all  other  classes  of  the  community. 
In  all  those  new  places  the  most  marked  success  as 
usual  attended  them.  No  other  class  of  settlers  have 
ever  been  known  to  be  so  universally  successful.  They 
have  always  had  the  extraordinary  fortune  to  select  the 
very  best  part  of  the  country  in  which  they  settled  and 
with  those  natural  advantages  they  combined  their 
great  industry  which  has  ever  resulted  in  making  the 
locality  of  the  State  or  Province  in  which  they  settled, 
the  best  to  be  found.  In  the  year  1798,  when  those 
parts  of  Pennsylvania  which  were  settled  by  continental 
Europeans  had  become  so  populous  that  it  was  impossi- 
ble for  all  to  obtain  land  at  home,  some  families  trom 
Bucks  and  other  counties,  decided  to  emigrate  to  the 
wilds  of  Canada,  where  it  was  reported  there  were 
excellent  tracts  of  land  for  farming  purposes.  Although 
these  people  did  not  take  any  part  in  either  side  of 
politics,  yet  their  sympathies  leaned  toAvard  the  Crown 
during  the  Kevolutionary  war,  and  immediately  after 
peace  was  restored  and  the  Independence  of  the 
thirteen  colonies  declared,  hundreds  of  these  people  and 
others  called  U.  E.  Loyalists,  left  their  homes  and 
property  in  the  new  Republic  and  travelled  to  British 
territory,  to  the  north  of  the  Lakes  and  River  St. 
Lawrence.  The  cause  of  this  may  have  been  the  great 
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faith  they  had  in  the  British  Government  in  fulfilling 
their  promise,  made  to  them  over  one  hundred  years 
previously,  in  granting  them  exemption  from  military 
services  and  from  taking  the  oaths.  All  these  things 
had  a  tendency  to  give  them  attachments  to  the  coun- 
tries ruled  by  Britain,  and  finally  may  have  been  the 
principal  cause  of  their'  settling  in  Canada.  The  first 
settlements  which  these  people  made  in  this  province 
were  in  the  Niagara  District  at  what  is  commonly  called 
"  The  Twenty."  Afterwards  some  settled  in  the  County 
of  York,  while  others  passed  to  Norfolk  and  Essex 
Counties.  At  all  these  places  we  still  find  large  settle- 
ments of  the  descendants  of  these  early  pioneers.  In 
the  fall  of  1799,  Joseph  Schorg*  and  Samuel  Betzner 
came  from  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Canada. 
Their  loyalty  to  the  British  Crown  is  regarded  by  their 
descendants  as  the  cause  of  their'  coming  to  Canada. 
They  arrived  safely  on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  Niagara 
River.  Schorg  spent  the  winter  at  or  near  the  Falls, 
while  Betzner  came  to  the  neighborhood  known  as 
Ancaster,  and  remained  there  till  spring.  Being  dissat- 
isfied with  these  sections  as  permanent  places  of 
location,  they  pressed  onward  about  thirty  miles  beyond 
the  then  limit  of  civilization,  the  particular  cause 
being  a  desire  to  discover  and  locate  upon  the  bank  of 
a  fine  river  of  which  they  had  heard  as  traversing  this 
region.  No  white  settlers  had  as  yet  penetrated  the 
depths  of  these  forests,  but  a  few  Traders  in  furs  had 
established  themselves  in  temporary  quarters  at  inter- 
vals throughout  that  part  of  the  wilderness  bordering 
on  civilization;  and  of  these,  three  located  temporally  on 
the  banks  of  the  Grand  River,  within  the  County  of 
Waterloo.  Their  names  were  Dodge,  Preston,  and 
Woodward.  The  two  last  named  left  this  locality  upon 

*Now  spelled  Shirk  and  Sherk, 
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the  approach  of  the  pioneers,  but  Dodge  remained  and 
became  a  permanent  and  prominent  landmark  of  the 
community.  In  the  year  1799  and  1800  two  Englishmen 
named  Ward  and  Smith  were  engaged  in  slashing  the 
way  for  a  road  which  the  Government  contemplated 
building  from  Dundas  towards  this  County. 

Having  satisfied  themselves  from  a  thorough  exam- 
ination of  soil,  surface  of  land,  timber,  etc.,  and  the 
excellent  water  of  the  River  and  the  many  smaller 
streams,  all  of  which  abounded  in  a  great  supply  of  fish, 
they  found  everything  beyond  their  expectations  and 
decided  to  settle  on  the  banks  of  the  Grand  River.  They 
returned  to  the  Niagara  Frontier  and  in  spring  of  1800 
moved  here  with  their  families.  They  had  to  pass 
through  a  wilderness  of  thirty  miles  from  Dundas  to 
their  location.  Sherk  and  Betzner  purchased  their  land 
directly  from  Richard  Beasley  and  paid  for  it.  Sherk 
exchanged  his  horse  for  the  land  so  purchased,  but  still 
had  sufficient  means  left  to  purchase  a  yoke  of  oxen  and 
a  sled,  by  which  means  he  transported  his  family  to 
Waterloo  in  the  early  spring  of  1800,  and  located  on  a 
tract  of  land  on  the  east  banks  of  the  Grand  River^ 
directly  opposite  the  village  of  Doon  of  the  present; 
while  Betzner  took  up  what  has  since  been  known  as 
the  B.  B.  Bowman  t'arm,  on  the  west  side  of  the  river, 
and  adjoining  the  village  of  Blair  of  the  present.  Later 
in  the  spring  of  the  same  year  the  second  party  of  set- 
tlers from  Pennsylvania  arrived  in  Waterloo,  consisting 
of  Samuel  Betzner,  Sr.,  John  Reichert  and  Christian 
Reichert.  These  parties  brought  their  teams  and 
wagons,  together  with  their  household  effects.  They 
came  from  Lancaster  County.  At  this  time  there  was 
no  white  settlement  where  Buffalo  is  now  situated. 
The  site  of  Hamilton  was  an  impassable  swamp;  and 
the  only  "symptom"  of  a  village  where  is  now  Dundas, 
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consisted  of  a  small  mill  and  a  smaller  store  owned  by  a 
Mr.  Hatt.  Ancaster  had  a  few  small  houses  and  a  little 
mill.  Some  settlements  on  the  mountain  had  been 
made.  The  Mornings,  Hesses,  Beasleys  Springers,  and 
others  settled  there  a  few  years  previously.  Samuel 
Betzner,  Sr.,  settled  on  the  Grand  River  opposite  Doon, 
his  property  adjoining  that  of  Joseph'  Sherk,  while  the 
Reicherts  settled  near  Freeport. 

In  1800,  David  Gingerich  travelled  from  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Canada  to  see  the  country  and 
selected  a  lot  west  of  Doon  upon  which  he  intended  to 
settle.  In  fall  of  the  same  year  he  returned  to  his  home 
in  Pennsylvania.  He,  in  company  with  his  wife,  his  fath- 
er Abraham  Gingerich  and  wife,  and  eight  children,  left 
early  in  spring  of  1801  for  Canada.  They  brought  one 
wagon  with  five  horses  attached  to  it,  two  horses  to  ride, 
twelve  head  of  cattle  and  as  many  sheep.  It  took  them 
five  weeks  to  come  as  far  as  Binkley's,  below  Dundas, 
and  one  week  from  there  through  the  Beverly  Swamp, 
to  Waterloo  When  they  arrived  at  their  location  made 
at  Doon  the  year  previously,  they  found  that  another 
person  had  located  thereon  a  few  weeks  earlier.  This 
consequently  caused  Gingerich  to  make  another  selec- 
tion of  a  lot  upon  which  to  settle.  His  choice  of  location 
was  east  of  Preston,  on  the  farm  afterwards  occupied 
by  his  son,  David  Gingerich.  Abraham  Gingerich,  his 
father,  purchased  the  place  afterwards  occupied  by  Isaac 
Bergey.  The  hardships  of  those  early  pioneers  were  very 
great.  It  is  stated  that  even  the  peelings  of  potatoes 
had  to  be  saved  to  plant  in  the  spring  of  1802. 

In  the  same  year  seven  families  more,  together  with 
some  single  persons,  came  to  Waterloo  from  Montgomery 
County  in  one  company.  These  families  were  George 
Bechtel  with  wife  and  seven  children,  Abraham  Bechtel 
and  wife,  Jacob  Bechtel  with  wife  and  four  children, 
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Dilman  Kinsey  with  wife  and  one  child,  Benjamin 
Rosenberger  with  wife  and  four  children,  old  John 
Biehn,  Sr ,  with  wife  and  four  (grown  up)  children,  and 
John  Biehn"  and  wife.  Amongst  the  unmarried  men 
who  belonged  to  this  company,  was  George  Clemens, 
who  has  always  borne  a  leading  part  in  the  development 
of  this  county.  There  were  nine  teams  in  this  train, 
two  of  them  having  four  horses.  All  the  wagons  were 
covered.  They  were  often  obliged  to  stay  in  the  woods 
over  night  while  on  their  journey,  but  they  were  pre- 
pared to  protect  themselves  against  all  kinds  of  weather 
as  they  had  in  addition  to  their  covered  wagons, 
movable  tents  which  rendered  the  most  useful  and 
valuable  service.  They  also  brought  a  number  of  cows 
with  them  which  supplied  the  company  with  milk  while 
on  their  way.  The  most  extraordinary  difficulties,  how- 
ever, beset  them  while  crossing  the  Alleghany  Moun- 
tains with  their  heavily  laden  teams.  They  found  it 
necessary  to  unload  a  considerable  portion  of  their 
baggage  and  goods,  and  pay  for  their  conveyance,  their 
own  teams  being  utterly  unable  to  bring  all  across. 
They  crossed  the  Niagara  River  on  what  was  then  called 
"Flats."  There  was  no  accident  nor  sickness  on  this 
trip.  The  time  required  in  coming  from  Montgomery 
County  to  Waterloo  County  was  ten  weeks,  including 
the  two  weeks  which  they  laid  over  at  u  Homing's"  "on 
the  mountain"  while  the  men  in  the  company  worked 
on  the  road  through  the  Beverly  Swamp,  making  it  so 
that  horse-teams  in  some  way  could  be  taken  over  it. 
There  was  no  settlement  between  Homing's  and  Water- 
loo. After  this  road  was  improved,  the  company  left 
Homing's  for  Waterloo  with  their  teams.  George 
Clemens  drove  the  first  horse-team  that  ever  came 
through  the  Beverly  Swamp.  When  they  arrived  at 

*P>iehn  now  spelled  Baan. 
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the  end  of  their  long  journey  they  found  the  country  as 
they  had  expected,  all  woods  except  a  few  clearings  made 
by  those  who  had  come  here  a  short  time  previously. 
They  soon  selected  places  where  they  commenced  to  make 
themselves  homes.  George  Bechtel  settled  a  little  west  of 
Blair,  the  place  now  known  as  the  Eshelman  farm. 
Jacob  Bechtel  where  his  son,  the  late  Henry  Bechtel, 
lived.  Benjamin  Rosenberger  a  little  above  where 
Preston  now  stands,  on  the  farm  where  the  late  Henry 
Hagey  resided.  Dilman  Kinsey  a  little  west  of  Boon, 
where  his  son,  Jacob  Kinsey,  still  resides.  John  Biehn 
on  the  place  where  the  village  of  Doon  now  stands. 
Old  John  Biehn  a  mile  west  of  Doon  on  the  farm  where 
now  his  grandson,  Aaron  Biehn,  resides.  George 
Clemens  settled  on  a  farm  about  one  mile  east  of  Pres- 
ton. The  place  is  still  known  by  the  name  of  "Old  Clemens 
farm"  or  the  "Stauffer  Clemens"  place.  In  1800  Michael 
Bear  came  from  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  to  see  the 
country.  In  1801  he  moved  here  with  his  family  and 
settled  near  Preston.  Rev.  John  Bear  is  a  son  of  old 
Michael.  In  fall  of  1801  we  find  that  this  beautiful 
county  had  a  population  of  12  families,  all  from  Penn- 
sylvania. This  county  was  separated  from  the  settle- 
ments on  the  mountain  and  D  Lindas  by  the  almost 
impassable  "Beverly  Swamp."  This  fearful  swamp  had 
to  be  passed  through  in  order  to  get  to  the  nearest  mill 
and  store,  situated  where  Dundas  now  is,  some  twenty- 
five  miles  distant.  The  settlers  had  to  construct  their 
own  roads.  The  Government  in  those  days  granted  no 
assistance  whatever  in  the  constructing  and  opening  of 
public  roads.  All  public  business  had  to  be  done  in 
"Little  York"  (Toronto)  to  which  this  county  belonged. 
Schools  were  not  yet  established.  In  the  year  1802  quite 
a  number  came  from  Montgomery,  Cumberland  and 
other  Counties  of  Pennsylvania,  Andrew  Sararas,  John

Sliupe,  George  Shupe,  John  Livergood,  Joseph  Wismer 
with  wife  and  two  sons,  John  and  Henry,  David  Wismer, 
the  Ringlers,  Cornells,  Saltzbergers  and  others  came 
this  year.  A  few  weeks  later  than  the  above  families 
came,  Joseph  Bechtel  (who  became  the  first  Mennonite 
minister  in  Waterloo  County)  with  his  family,  John 
Bricker  and  family,  and  Samuel  Bricker,  who  afterward 
became  the  leading  man  in  the  formation  of  the  German 
Company,  came  from  Cumberland  County,  Pennsylvania, 
to  this  County.  They  had  two  four-horse  teams  and 
were  four  weeks  in  making  the  trip.  The  Beverly 
Swamp  was  in  a  most  fearful  state  when  they  came 
through  it.  The  road  was  almost  impassable  and  caused 
them  the  greatest  trouble  in  getting  to  Waterloo.  This 
year  a  little  school  was  started  near  where  the  village 
of  Blair  is  now  situated,  a  person  by  the  name  of 
Kittenhouse  being  the  first  tea,cher  in  the  County  of 
Waterloo.  Koads  were  now  made.  Considerable  land 
was  cleared  by  the  settlers.  Great  trouble  was  exper- 
ienced in  getting  to  the  mill,  the  nearest  one  being  at 
Dundas.  This  great  want  soon  led  to  the  erection  of  a 
little  grist  mill  where  Gait  is  now  situated,  by  one  John 
Miller,  who  owned  a  thousand  acres  of  land  in  that 
locality.  This  John  Miller  resided  at  Niagara,  but  gave 
the  contract  of  building  it  to  "  Old  Dodge,"  who  was  a 
mill- wright  by  trade.  After  the  mill  was  erected  and 
the  necessary  machinery  placed  in  it,  one  by  the  name  of 
Maas  became  the  miller.  The  building  was  a  small  one, 
not  exceeding  24x28  feet  in  dimensions,  and  H  storey 
high,  yet  it  was  highly  appreciated  by  the  early  pioneers 
of  this  County.  Mr.  Miller  who  had  this  mill  erected, 
took  an  active  part  with  the  Americans  in  1813,  and 
consequently  forfeited  all  his  property  on  the  Grand 
River.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  at  the  close  of  the  year 
1802  quite  a  number  of  families  had  made  settlements  in 
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Waterloo.  Most  of  them,  if  not  all,  had  purchased  their 
land  from  Richard  Beasley,  who  was  supposed  to  be  the 
owner  of  the  Township  of  Waterloo,  and  paid  him  for 
it,  receiving  deeds  which  they  supposed  to  be  good  In 
January,  1803,  Samuel  Bricker,  then  being  quite  a  young 
man,  had  some  business  in  "Little  York"  (Toronto),  to 
which  place  he  traveled  on  foot.  While  passing  the 
evening  at  an  inn,  he  picked  up  a  conversation  with  a 
gentleman  whose  name  he  did  not  remember.  This 
stranger  made  inquiry  about  the  Waterloo  tract  and  the 
many  settlements  that  were  now  made  thereon.  After 
Mr  Bricker  giving  him  the  desired  information,  the 
stranger  informed  him  that  Richard  Beasley  was  not 
the  sole  owner  of  the  large  tract  of  land  of  which  he 
was  selling  lots  to  the  settlers  In  order  to  inform 
himself  of  the  facts,  Samuel  Bricker  obtained  a  copy  of 
the  original  deed  issued  by  Indian  Chief  Joseph  Brant 
unto  Richard  Beasley,  James  Wilson,  and  John  B. 
Rosseau  for  a  tract  of  land  containing  94012  acres.  This 
deed  included  the  lands  of  all  the  Waterloo  settlers,  and 
had  it  not  been  for  a  joint  mortgage,  recorded  at 
Niagara,  against  the  tract  all  would  have  been  well,  but 
owing  to  the  mortgage  many  of  the  settlers  became  dis- 
couraged and  were  afraid  of  losing  their  newly  formed 
home.  Samuel  Bricker  went  to  Beasley  and  informed 
him  of  what  information  he  gained  pertaining  to  the 
mortgage  on  the  Township  of  Waterloo.  Beasley  in- 
formed him  that  all  was  true  and  that  the  settlers 
should  riot  become  alarmed,  he  would  see  to  it  that  the 
mortgage  was  paid.  The  settlers  not  being  altogether 
satisfied,  and  somewhat  suspicious  of  a  possibility  of 
their  being  deprived  of  their  possessions,  engaged  Jacob 
Bechtel  and  Samuel  Betzner,  at  a  dollar  a  day  to  go  to 
the  government  headquarters  at  Niagara  and  obtain  the 
true  facts  of  this  matter.  Their  investigation  proved 
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that  there  was  a  joint  mortgage  of  $20,000.00  recorded 
against  the  large  tract  of  land,  known  then  as  the 
"  Beasley  Tract."  This  sad  intelligence  put  a  stop,  for  a 
short  time,  on  the  influx  of  emigrants  from  Pennsylvania 
and  consequently  Richard  Beasley  could  not  sell  any 
more  land.  This  causedliim  to  make  a  proposal  to  the 
settlers.  The  proposal  was  that  they  should  form  a 
company  and  purchase  the  entire  tract,  offering  as  an 
inducement  500  acres  of  land  to  the  man  getting  up  such 
a  company.  The  settlers  met  in  January  1804  and 
decided  to  send  Samuel  Bricker  and  Joseph  Sherk  and 
requested  them  to  go  to  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania 
to  their  friends  and  relatives  and  make  an  effort  to  raise 
the  required  amount  to  lift  the  mortgage.  They  failed 
in  their  undertaking  both  in  Cumberland  and  Franklin 
counties.  This  so  discouraged  Joseph  Sherk  that  he 
would  not  go  farther  but  immediately  returned  to 
Canada  in  despair,  leaving  Samuel  Bricker  who  pro- 
ceeded to  Lancaster  County.  Here  he  made  known  his 
errand  upon  which  a  meeting  of  their  friends  and 
co-religionists  (Mennonites)  was  called  to  give  Samuel 
Bricker  a  hearing.  It  is  a  great  %  pity  that  no  copy  of 
the  speech  made  to  the  audience  by  Samuel  Bricker  has 
been  kept.  This  ever-to-be-remembered  meeting  was 
held  at  the  residence  of  John  Eby  (Old  Hannes  Eby), 
brother  to  Benjamin  Eby  who  came  here  a  few  years 
later.  Samuel  Bricker's  speech  must  have  made  a 
marked  and  instant  effect  on  the  minds  of  the  audience, 
for  we  know  at  this  time  there  were  strong  companies 
formed  by  the  Mennonites  to  purchase  land  in  Maryland 
and  Virginia  for  their  poorer  co-religioiiists.  Canada, 
"  the- way-out-of -the- world  country,"  as  some  called  it, 
besides  the  idea  to  be  ruled  by  the  "Crown"  did  not 
prove  favorable  to  those  who  leaned  in  favor  of  the 
newly  formed  Republic.  So  Canada  and  her  represen- 
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tative  were  considered  as  nothing  by  the  majority  in 
Cumberland  and  Franklin  Counties,  and  even  in  Lan- 
caster County  the  majority  of  the  meeting  before 
Samuel  Bricker  delivered  his  remarkable  speech,  were 
opposed  to  the  idea  of  helping  their  Canadian  brethren 
in  distress.  The  meeting  was  just  about  to  decide 
against  the  granting  of  assistance  when  old  "Hannes" 
Eby  arose  and  advanced  a  new  idea,  namely,  that  they 
ought  not  to  look  upon  the  matter  as  a  mere  speculation 
to  enrich  themselves,  which  in  all  likelihood  it  would 
not  do,  but  rather  as  their  Christian  duty  to  assist,  if 
possible,  their  brethren  in  distress;  that  if  it  yielded 
them  no  profit  in  money,  it  would  be  doing  their  duty, 
an  act  that  the  Lord  might  in  His  own  good  time  per- 
haps bless  in  a  way  neither  of  them  thought  of.  If  the 
eyes  of  the  members  and  others  who  had  assembled  at 
that  conference  could  now  behold  the  many  happy 
homes  in  the  Township  of  Waterloo;  could  they  see  the 
many  stately  farm  buildings  and  the  numerous  villages 
and  towns  that  have  sprung  up  since  then,  they  would 
think  that  the  words  of  old  "Hannes"  Eby  have  indeed 
become  true,  and  that  the  kind  and  good  Lord  has 
blessed  their  act  done  on  that  ever-to-be-remembered  day 
even  better  and  more  abundantly  than  they  could  foresee, 
or  had  reason  to  expect.  No  sooner  was  "Hannes"  Eby 
through  with  his  plain  speech  when  all  present  rose  to 
their  feet  and  said,  "Truly  we  are  in  duty  bound  to 
f  assist  those  Canadian  brethren  in  distress."  Arrange- 
ments to  organize  a  joint  stock  company  were  made  at 
a  special  meeting  held  at  the  same  place,  namely  at  old 
"Hannes"  Eby's  residence.  At  this  meeting,  held  in 
April,  1804,  the  joint-stock  company  was  fully  organized. 
The  stock  should  consist  of  eight  shares,  one  of  which 
should  be  the  maximum  and  one-eighth  of  a  share  the 
minimum  which  any  member  could  possess.  All  the 
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stock  was  at  once  subscribed,  and  Samuel  Bricker, 
taking  one-half  share,  was  appointed  agent  of  the  new 
organization.  Daniel  Erb  was  appointed  Bricker's  assist- 
ant. The  company  offered  to  pay  their  expenses  and  give 
them  a  fair  salary,  but  they  preferred  to  give  their 
services  free.  The  company  entrusted  them  with  $20,- 
000.00,  all  in  silver  dollars.  This  money  was  put  in  a 
strong  box  and  conveyed  on  what  was  then  called  a 
buggy  (a  leicht  plasier  weggli)  over  500  miles  through 
forests  and  swamps  to  Canada  where  it  was  paid  to  the 
proper  parties.  The  buggy*  was  presented  to  Samuel 
Bricker  by  the  shareholders  of  the  new  company.  In 
May  of  the  same  year  Bricker  with  his  assistant,  Daniel 
Erb,  left  for  their  new  home  in  Canada,  carrying  with 
them  the  large  sum  of  money.  There  was  some  delay 
in  the  lifting  of  the  mortgage,  however  after  all  the 
legal  documents  were  examined  and  the  state  of  affairs 
thoroughly  investigated  by  the  Hon.  William  Dickson 
of  Niagara,  who  received  twenty  guineas  for  his  services 
and  legal  advice.  Finally. all  things  were  amicably 
arranged  and  the  deed  between  Richard  Beasley  and 
his  wife  Henrietta,  conveying  60,000  acres  of  land  for 
£10,000  Canadian  currency  to  Daniel  Erb  and  Jacob 
Erb,  who  at  the  request  of  Samuel  Bricker  were  ap- 
pointed as  agents  for  the  company,  was  satisfactorily 
executed  The  money  was  paid  to  Richard  Beasley 
Now  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  a  regular  survey  of 
the  tract  and  have  it  laid  out  in  lots  of  448  acres  each 
A  draft  of  the  Township  of  Waterloo  was  made  by  one 
named  Jones,  a  surveyor,  and  a  copy  of  it  was  sent  to 
the  stockholders  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania. 
The  lots  were  all  numbered  and  each  share  claimed  a 
number  of  these  lots.  These  were  divided  among  the 

*Many  years  afterwards  it  used  to  stand  in  the  driving  shed  on  old  Bricker's  farm  near  Chicopee. 
A  great  pity  it  was  not  purchased  by  some  antiquarian  and  placed  in  some  museum  to  show  the 
people  on  what  conveyance  the  money  to  pay  the  Township,  was  brought  here  from  Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania. 
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stockholders  by  casting  lots,  and  in  so  doing  no  dissatis- 
faction could  take  place,  but  each  family  on  arriving 
here  had  the  lot  previously  selected  on  which  they 
intended  to  make  their  home.  It  would  not  be  out  of 
place  to  give  a  few  extracts  of  the  old  deed  now  safely 
preserved  in  the  Registry  Office,  Berlin,  where  it  was 
placed  by  Sheriff  Springer.  The  original  copy  of  the 
Deed  reads  as  follows : 

"  This  Indenture  made  at  Barton  in  the  County  of 
Lincoln  and  District  of  Niagara,  of  the  Province  of 
Upper  Canada,  June  29th,  1805,  between  Richard 
Beasley,  of  Barton,  aforesaid,  Esquire,  and  Henrietta  his 
wife,  of  one  part,  and  Daniel  Erb,  of  Block  Number  two, 
on  the  Grand  River  in  the  County  of  York  and  Home 
District  of  the  Province  aforesaid,  and  Jacob  Erb,  of  the 
same  place,  Yeomen,  of  the  other  part,  Witnesseth  that 
the  said  Beasley,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
Ten  thousand  pounds  of  lawful  money  of  Canada,  etc., 
etc.,  hath  granted  etc.,  unto  them,  the  said  Daniel  Erb 
and  Jacob  Erb  and  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  All 
that  certain  parcel  or  tract  of  land  situated  in  the 
County  of  York  and  Home  District  aforesaid,  containing 
by  admeasurement  sixty  thousand  acres,  more  or  less." 

Then  follows  a  long  description  of  the  whole  tract 
of  land  together  with  many  other  conditions,  obligations, 
etc.  The  Instrument  is  signed  by  the  parties  mentioned 
above  arid  witnessed  by  A.  Cameron  and  Samuel 
Ryckman.  A  memorial  of  this  deed  was  registered  in 
the  Registry  Office  of  the  County  of  York  and  Province 
of  Upper  Canada,  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  July,  1805, 
at  9  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  signed  by  Thomas  Ridout, 
Registrar.  A  certificate,  signed  by  William  Dummer 
Powell,  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Courts  of  the  King's 
Bench,  is  also  on  this  document,  which  certificate  states 
that  Henrietta  Beasley  voluntarily  debarred  her  dower 
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on  the  said  lands  without  coercion  or  fear  of  coercion  on 
the  part  of  her  husband  or  any  other  person.  When 
now  the  land  was  properly  secured,  emmigration  to  this 
new  settlement  was  renewed  and  many  in  the  County 
of  Lancaster,  Pennsyl  vania,  at  once  made  preparations 
and  soon  after  moved  to  Waterloo,  Canada.  In  the  year 
1804,  Michael  Groh  came  from  Montgomery  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  selected  a  place  near  Preston  on 
which  he  had  erected  a  small  log  house.  In  August  of 
the  same  year  he  returned  to  Pennsylvania  for  his 
family.  He  left  Montgomery  in  September  (1804)  but  on 
his  return  he  took  sick  and  died.  His  family  including 
his  son  John  continued  their  journey  through  the 
forests  and  swamps  and  sometime  in  October  safely 
arrived  in  Waterloo  and  settled  on  the  place  which  their 
father  had  selected.  In  spring  of  1805  came  a  party  of 
settlers  from  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  The 
families  were  John  Erb  and  family  who  settled  on  the 
river  Speed  about  two  hundred  rods  from  where  now 
Erb's  Mills,  Preston,  stands.  Abraham  Stauffer  and 
family  settled  near  where  the  Blair  Bridge  now  is. 
William  Correll  settled  south  of  Berlin,  on  the  farm  now 
owned  by  Rev.  Samuel  S.  Baumann.  Henry  Kraft  and 
family  settled  on  next  farm  to  William  CorrelFs.  Peter 
Hammacher  and  family  settled  a  little  above  Boon. 
Matthias  Scheirich  and  family  settled  near  Berlin,  on 
the  farm  now  occupied  by  Daniel  M.  Weber.  It  took  this 
company  about  five  weeks  to  get  to  Waterloo.  The 
Niagara  River  was  crossed  by  a  "Scow"  from  12  to  14 
feet  in  width  and  about  30  feet  long.  This  scow  was 
propelled  by  means  of  oars  It  took  them  two  days  to 
come  from  Dundas  to  Preston  In  the  same  year  but  a 
few  months  later  came  another  company  from  Lancaster 
and  settled  a  little  further  north.  In  this  company 
were  Christian  Baumann  and  family,  Samuel  Eby 
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(Indian  Sam),  George  Eby  and  family  and  Joseph  Eby 
and  family.  George  Eby  settled  on  the  farm  known  as 
Jacob  Y.  Shantz's  place  one  mile  south-east  of  Berlin. 
Samuel  Eby  settled  on  the  farm  adjoining  his  brother, 
George  Eby's.  Samuel  Eby's  place  is  known  as  Jacob 
Frey's  place  near  the  Two  Railroad  Bridges.  Joseph 
Eby  not  being  favorably  impressed  with  the  appearance 
of  the  country,  left  Canada  and  first  settled  in  York 
State,  later  in  Ohio.  In  fall  of  1805  quite  a  number  of 
parties  from  Franklin  County  became  anxious  to  settle 
in  Canada.  In  order  to  have  a  better  knowledge  of  this 
new  country,  Jacob  Schneider  and  two  other  parties 
came  on  horse-back  to  see  the  country.  They  found 
some  good  company  land  not  taken  up  yet,  besides 
other  parties  who  owned  tracts  of  land  not  included  in 
the  Company's  Deed,  anxious  to  sell  their  claims.  The 
short  sojourn  here  by  these  three  was  well  spent  in  the 
gaining  of  information  pertaining  to  the  quality  of  soil, 
timber,  etc.,  and  the  advisableness  of  urging  others  to 
settle  here.  So  well  was  Jacob  Schneider  pleased  with 
the  country  that  he  purchased  424  acres  from  Smith* 
who  had  assisted  in  opening  the  road  from  Dundas  to 
the  settlement  in  Waterloo.  The  land  thus  purchased 
by  Jacob  Schneidert  was  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Grand  River,  known  as  the  Oxbow,  near  the  village  of 
Bloomingdale.  The  party  returned  to  Franklin  County, 
Pennsylvania,  after  a  few  weeks  had  been  passed  with 
settlers  who  had  come  here  a  year  or  so  previously,  and 
all  of  whom  gave  glowing  accounts  of  the  future  expec- 
tations in  their  new  homes.  In  spring,  1806,  quite  a 
large  company  came  from  Franklin  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, namely  Jacob  Schneider  and  family  of  nine 
children,  Christian  Schneider  and  family  of  eight 
children,  Abraham  Erb  and  wife,  Jacob  Erb  and  family, 

(Commonly  known  as  Old  Yoch  Schneider. 
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Simon  Cress  and  family,  Widow  Brech  and  family,  and 
the  teamsters,  making  in  all  a  company  of  48  persons- 
This  company  started  from  Path  Valley,  about  12  miles 
from  Chambersburg,  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  were  32  days  on  their  journey.  Jacob  Schneider 
brought  9  horses  (2  four-horse  teams  and  1  saddle  horse), 
Christian  Schneider  had  1  four-horse  team  and  1  two- 
horse  team,  Abraham  Erb  had  1  four-horse  team,  Simon 
Cress  had  1  yoke  of  oxen  with  1  horse  in  front  drawing 
his  wagon,  Widow  Brech  had  1  four-horse  team.  This 
lady  met  the  Schneiders  after  having  crossed  the  Alle- 
ghany  Mountains.  She  came  from  Montgomery  County. 
As  this  company  brought  a  number  of  cattle  with  them, 
they  had  an  abundant  supply  of  milk  and  butter  on  the 
way.  The  bread  and  other  eatables  were  prepared  as 
required.  It  took  this  company  over  nine  hours  to  get 
up  the  Alleghany  Mountains,  a  distance  of  three  miles. 
Six  horses  were  required  to  draw  a  single  wagon,  and 
with  such  a  force  could  only  proceed  from  10  to  12  rods 
before  allowing  their  horses  to  rest  again  and  gain 
strength  for  another  "hitch."  Having  reached  the  top 
of  the  Mountain,  they  camped  for  the  night,  both  man 
and  beast  feeling  the  want  of  a  good  rest.  In  crossing 
the  Susquehanna  River  the  water  reached  their  wagon 
boxes,  wetting  some  of  their  luggage.  The  next  diffi- 
culty was  to  cross  the  Tonawonda  River  whose  banks 
were  not  high  but  too  steep  and  very  muddy,  and  to 
effect  a  crossing  the  teamsters  were  obliged  to  cut  trees 
into  the  stream  from  both  sides  and  thereon  construct 
some  kind  of  passway  for  their  heavy  teams  and  wagons. 
This  quickly  constructed  bridge  resembled  our  later 
corduroy  roads  passing  through  swamps  Then  the 
Niagara  River  was  crossed.  After  28  days'  journey  this 
company  arrived  at  the  Twenty.  Hamilton  had  at  this 
time  a  small  hotel  and  a  few  log  houses.  Dundas  had  a 
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mill  and  store,  besides  a  hotel  and  a  few  other  log 
residences.  The  second  night  after  leaving  the  Twenty 
this  company  arrived  at  Mr  Binkley's  between  Hamilton 
and  Dundas.  Leaving  Binkley's  early  next  morning 
they  came  all  the  way  through  the  Beverly  Swamp  to  a 
place  now  known  as  Sheffield,  a  little  below  Gait.  Here 
they  lodged  for  another  night.  The  next  day  they  came 
to  Preston  to  John  Erb's  where  they  had  dinner.  On 
this  very  day  Mr.  Erb  raised  his  little  saw  millf.  Sepa- 
rating at  John  Erb's  each  party  now  moved  on  their  lot 
previously  purchased.  Christian  Schneider*  settled  a 
little  west  of  Doon,  Jacob  Schneider  passed  on  that 
very  afternoon  as  far  as  Samuel  Bricker's  near  Chicopee, 
where  he  remained  for  the  night.  The  next  day  he 
proceeded  through  the  woods  along  the  east  side  of  the 
Grand  River  to  his  land  which  he  purchased  the  year 
before.  In  order  to  get  to  his  possessions,  old  Jacob 
Schneider  had  to  cut  down  many  trees  and  construct  a 
road  to  get  through  with  his  wagons.  No  wagon  had 
ever  come  this  far  north  on  the  east  side  of  the  Grand 
River.  On  this  place  were  two  small  clearings  with  a 
log  shanty  erected  on  each,  one  of  which  was  near  where 
at  present  are  situated  the  farm  buildings  of  Benjamin 
S  Snyder,  and  occupied  by  one  named  Smith,  the  other 
was  on  Josiah  Snyder's  farm  and  occupied  by  George 
Reid.  Old  "  Yoch,"  as  Jacob  was  called,  moved  into  one 
of  the  log  dwellings  on  Smith's  clearing.  The  cleared 
land  had  been  sowed  with  wheat  and  rye  the  previous 
fall,  the  harvest  of  which  proved  to  be  more  than  "Yoch" 
Schneider  and  his  family  required  for  their  own  use. 
They  could  now  get  their  wheat  ground  at  Gait,  but 
whatever  the  early  settlers  had  to  spare  they  had  to 

tThis  mill  was  finished  in  a  month  or  so  thereafter.        Uefore  this  no  sawed  lumber  could  be 
obtained  nearer  than  "Little  York"  or  Niagara.     Mr.  Erb's  grist  mill  was  erected  in  1807. 

*Iiis  log  dwelling  is  still  standing  and  in  good  state  of  repair.     Is  still  used  as  a  dwelling.     At 
present  it  is  occupied  by  Mr.  William  Abra. 
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team  to  Dundas,  the  nearest  grain  market.  At  first 
prices  for  wheat  ranged  from  90  cents  to  $1.05  per  bushel 
but  later  on  after  more  was  raised,  the  price  came  down 
to  50  and  60  cents  per  bushel.  At  this  time  land  com- 
menced to  become  more  valuably,  prices  varying  from 
$2.50  to  $4.50  per  acre.  Old  Jacob  Schneider  soon 
acquired  the  whole  neighborhood  amounting  to  nearly 
3000  acres,  and  bearing  the  name  yet  as  Snyder's  Corner. 
("S'  Schneider  Eck").  Abraham  Erb  pushed  his  way 
through  to  where  now  the  town  of  Waterloo  is  situated. 
His  brother  John,  who  had  arrived  the  year  previously, 
considered  Abraham  very  foolish  for  settling  in  that  big 
cedar  swamp  which  would  never  amount  to  anything. 
Abraham  Erb  was  the  first  one  who  made  his  way  so  far 
north  on  the  west  side  of  the  Grand  River.  He  made 
his  first  clearing  a  little  south-east  of  the  Waterloo 
Union  Mills,  nearly  opposite  the  large  furniture  factory 
of  Wegenast  &  Co.  In  a  very  short  time  he  was  the 
possessor  of  900  acres  of  land,  all  of  which  is  now  within 
the  Corporation  of  the  Town  of  Waterloo.  Jacob  Erb 
settled  a  little  to  the  west  of  Berlin,  on  the  place  now 
occupied  by  Mr.  Gibson.  Widow  Brech  settled  on  a 
place  north  of  Preston,  not  far  from  Cressmans  Meeting 
House.  The  homestead  is  still  in  possession  of  her 
descendants.  Simon  Cress  located  temporally  near 
Preston,  later  on  his  descendants  settled  in  Woolwich 
Township. 

In  1806,  a  few  weeks  after  the  Schneiders  and  Erbs 
arrived,  another  company  from  Montgomery  and  Chester 
Counties,  Pennsylvania,  consisting  of  Philip  Bliehm  and 
family,  Christian  Shantz  and  family,  Abraham  and 
Isaac  Shantz,  William  Rotharmel,  David  and  Jacob 
Strohm,  their  mother  and  one  sister,  and  Abraham  Cress- 
man,  arrived  at  the  little  mills  at  Gait  on  the  26th  of 
May.  Philip  Bliehm  had  two  teams,  one  of  which  had 
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five  horses.  Christian  Shantz  and  Jacob  Strohm  had 
each  a  four  horse-team  laden  with  all  kinds  of  necessary 
supplies.  Jacob  Bechtel  and  wife  who  after  they  had 
lived  here  five  years,  paid  a  visit  to  their  old  home  in 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  came  back  in  this 
company  with  a  four-horse  team  heavily  laden  with 
goods  and  necessaries  for  a  new  country.  This  company 
was  about  three  days  in  coming  from  the  neighborhood 
of  Duiidas  to  Waterloo,  owing  to  the  dreadful  condition 
of  the  road  through  the  great  swamp.  ,  There  were  no 
bridges  across  the  numerous  small  streams  which  these 
parties  had  to  cross  in  order  to  arrive  at  their  place  of 
settlement.  Quite  frequently  one  of  those  large  four- 
horse,  covered  wagons  would  be  upset  and  a  very  great 
amount  of  damage  done  to  the  contents.  In  the  spring 
of  the  same  year  many  reached  the  climax  of  their  suf- 
ferings and  trials.  Added  to  other  misfortunes  and 
hardships,  two  dreadful  fires  swept  over  these  new  settle- 
ments. On  the  6th  of  May  (1806)  fire  was  set  to  a  "Job"* 
of  12  or  15  acres  on  Samuel  Betzner's  place  near  Blair. 
After  the  fire  was  started  a  strong  wind  arose,  sweeping 
the  fire  through  the  new  clearings  and  destroying 
fences,  houses  and  barns.  Abraham  Stauffer  who  lived 
near  the  present  Blair  Bridge,  had  his  barn  burnt. 
Abraham  Bechtel  who  lived  farther  east  had  house  and 
barn  burnt.  The  fire  came  so  suddenly  upon  them  that 
even  the  dinner  on  the  table  was  consumed  by  the  flames. 
Everything  they  had  was  destroyed.  Jacob  Bechtel's 
house  was  saved  but  the  tarn  and  everything  else  were 
consumed.  A  little  farther  down  Nathaniel  Dodge  had 
two  barns  which  were  both  destroyed  with  all  their  con- 
tents, this  being  the  last  settler  in  this  direction.  The  fire 
continued  its  course,  making  the  most  fearful  destruction 
of  the  valuable  timbers  in  this  locality.  After  this 

J'.y  "Job"  is  meant  a  tract  of  land  with  timber  slushed  down  ready  to  be  burned  in  order  to 
prepare  it  for  agricultural  purposes. 
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fire  the  settlers  were  obliged  to  go  down  below  Dundas 
for  provisions.  Thus  the  u  first  settlers,"  who  were 
doubtless  at  this  time  the  most  comfortable  of  those  who 
lived  here,  were  suddenly  left  without  house,  clothing 
or  food,  and  obliged  to  go  about  50  miles  through  mud, 
water,  swamp  and  forest  for  provisions  and  other 
necessaries.  The  second  of  these  fires,  though  not  quite 
so  destructive  as  the  first,  started  at  Jacob  Erb's,  the 
place  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Gibson  west  of  Berlin,  and 
swept  through  the  forest  eastward.  Fortunately  there 
were  no  clea,rings  or  buildings  in  its  track  and  no 
damage  was  sustained  except  a  most  fearful  destruction 
of  valuable  timber. 

In  the  fall  of  this  year,  Isaac  Jones,  a  colored  boy 
brought  to  Canada  by  Abraham  Erb  who  had  located 
at  Waterloo,  was  lost  in  the  woods.  It  appears  that 
young  Jones  was  hunting  some  cattle  arid  had  two  dogs 
with  him,  but  missed  his  way  and  lost  himself.  A  great 
many  went  out  to  search  for  him  but  without  any  suc- 
cess. Diligent  search  for  more  than  a  week  was  made 
for  him  but  no  trace  of  him  was  found.  Most  of  those  in 
pursuit  gave  up  in  despair  and  returned  home.  Two 
continued  their  search  and  at  length  heard  the  barking 
of  the  dogs  which  never  left  the  poor  colored  boy- 
Going  towards  the  dogs  they  found  the  lost  boy  who 
was  now  almost  dead  from  starvation  and  unable  to 
walk.  They  too  were  now  lost  and  did  not  know  where 
they  were;  they  made  a  cut  in  a  straight  direction 
expecting  to  arrive  at  some  place  from  which  they  could 
again  find  their  way  back.  They  came  to  the  Grand 
River  two  miles  below  the  little  mill  at  Gait,  and  finally 
to  the  joy  of  all  arrived  home  again,  bringing  with  them 
the  object  of  their  diligent  search.  During  this  year 
Jacob  Bretz  and  family  arrived  here  from  Pennsylvania 
and  settled  near  John  Erb's,  a  little  below  Preston, 
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Benjamin  Eby  and  Henry  Brubacher,  two  young 
men  from  Lancaster  County,  arrived  at  George  Eby's, 
who  had  settled  on  the  old  J.  Y.  Shantz  farm  a  little 
to  the  south-east  of  Berlin,  on  the  24th  day  of  May,  1806- 
They  came  on  horseback.  The  object  of  their  coming 
was  to  make  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  nature  of  the 
country  in  which  their  relatives  had  so  largely  invested. 
During  the  first  week  in  Jane  these  two  parties  in 
company  with  George  Eby  made  a  trip  through  the 
northern  part  of  this  Township  and  Woolwich.  They 
left  old  Abraham  Erb's  place  early  in  the  morning  and 
made  a  trip  through  the  dense  forest  northward,  cross- 
ing what  are  now  the  farms  of  Joseph  M.  Weber,  Menno 
S.  Weber  and  Moses  Shantz.  They  crossed  into  Woolwich 
a  little  west  of  Martins  Meeting  House  and  made  their 
way  straight  across  the  farms  of  Aaron  S.  fehantz,  Paul 
Martin  and  Levi  Cress,  arriving  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Conestogo  River  about  fifteen  rods  below  where  now  is 
the  St.  Jacobs  Bridge  and  E.  W.  B.  Snider's  Roller 
Mills.  Here  Benjamin  Eby  made  the  remark  that  this 
stream  with  its  beautiful  rising  on  the  north  side,  bears 
a  strong  resemblance  to  their  Conestogo  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  to  which  George  Eby  replied, 
"Then  this  stream  shall  be  called  'The  Conestogo,'" 
which  name  it  has  borne  ever  since.  Crossing  this 
stream  they  continued  their  trip  northward,  coming  to 
a  small  stream  a  little  to  the  west  of  Daniel  S.  Snyder's 
farm.  This  stream  they  named  "Kinacachic,"  after  a 
stream  four  miles  north  of  the  Conestogo  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania.  Thence  wending  their  journey 
eastward  and  south  they  again  struck  a  large  stream. 
Not  knowing  whether  it  was  the  Grand  River  or  the 
stream  they  had  named  Conestogo,  they  followed  its 
course  southward  and  soon  came  to  the  confluence  of 
the  two  streams  a  little  below  our  present  village  of 
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Conestogo.  From  here  they  continued  their  course 
southward,  being  still  on  the  west  side  of  the  Grand 
River  until  they  came  to  the  farm  now  occupied  by  the 
descendants  of  the  late  Samuel  Weber,  minister.  Here 
they  heard  some  one  yelling  at  his  oxen  and  in  going  to 
the  river's  brink,  they,  to  their  great  joy,  found  them- 
selves to  be  right  opposite  to  the  settlement  of  old  Yoch 
(Jacob)  Schneider,  now  the  beautiful  home  of  Benjamin 
S.  Snyder,  to  whose  home  they  went.  After  seeing  that 
their  horses  were  well  cared  for,  they  went  to  the  house 
where  "Mary"  (Mrs.  Schneider)  had  prepared  a  supper 
for  her  welcome  guests  and  family.  Here  was  spent  a 
very  pleasant  evening.  Benjamin  Eby  giving  all  the 
news  of  the  far  off  home,  while  old  Yoch  and  Mary  were 
relating  their  adventures  of  life  in  this  new  country. 
So  well  were  these  three  pleased  with  the  country  they 
had  seen  in  making  this  trip  that  they  sent  glowing 
reports  to  tneir  many  inquiring  friends  in  Lancaster 
and  other  Counties  of  Pennsylvania.  After  leaving  this 
place  they  proceeded  to  Preston,  keeping  to  the  east  side 
of  the  Grand  River.  They  remained  a  few  days  with 
John  Erb.  Before  returning  to  George  Eby's  they  paid 
a  two-days'  visit  to  old  Christian  Schneider  who  had  his 
farm  near  Doori.  While  at  George  Eby's,  Benjamin  Eby 
purchased  his  land,  lot  No.  2  of  the  German  Company's 
Tract.  This  tract  was  to  the  north  of  George  Eby's  and 
is  now  possessed  by  Moses  Betzner.  A  part  of  the  town 
of  Berlin  is  situated  on  this  lot.  In  fall  a  small  clearing 
of  a  few  acres  was  made  and  a  log  dwelling  erected 
thereon.  This  clearing  was  made  where  the  farm  build- 
ings of  Moses  Betzner  are  situated.  On  the  4th  day  of 
November,  1806,  Eby  in  company  with  Brubacher 
returned  home.  In  May,  1807,  a  large  company  left 
Lancaster  County  for  Canada  and  arrived  at  George 
Eby's,  Berlin,  on  the  21st  day  of  June.  The  parties 
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composing  this  company  were  Joseph  Schneider,  wife 
and  four  children,  Benjamin  Eby  and  wife,  Peter  Erb 
and  wife,  Daniel  Erb,  Joseph  Rissor,  Samuel  Eby,  David 
Eby,  Daniel  Eby,  Abraham  Weber,  John  Eckert 
and  Frederick  Eckert.  Immediately  after  their  arrival 
Joseph  Schneider  settled  where  Berlin  is  now  situated. 
The  old  homestead  is  still  occupied  by  his  grandson, 
Samuel  B.  Schneider.  Benjamin  Eby  settled  on  the 
place  purchased  the  year  before  near  George  Eby's. 
Peter  Erb  settled  on  the  west  side  of  the  Grand  River, 
right  across  the  river  from  old  Yoch  Schneider's,  two 
miles  north  of  Bridgeport.  Joseph  Rissor,  who  had  pur- 
chased land  in  Markham,  north  of  Toronto,  soon  left  for 
his  home.  Henry  Brubacher  returned  home  to  Lancaster. 
Abraham  Weber  located  on  lot  No.  16  German  Com- 
pany's Tract  on  the  exact  spot  now  owned  and  occupied 
by  W.  H.  Bowlby,  West  Main  Street,  Berlin,  south  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway. 

This  company  had  3  four-horse  teams  and  1  two- 
horse  team.  These  were  so  heavily  loaded  that  even  the 
women  had  to  walk  the  greater  part  of  the  way.  Owing 
to  the  bad  condition  of  the  roads  and  the  heavy  loads, 
the  company  could  some  days  not  proceed  more  than  six 
or  eight  miles.  After  they  had  crossed  the  Alleghany 
Mountains,  one  of  Benjamin  Eby's  horses  took  sick. 
This  caused  a  delay  of  a  few  days.  The  men  and  boys 
of  the  company,  to  pass  the  time,  commenced  pitching 
horse  shoes.  A  stray  shoe  accidentally  struck  Peter  Erb 
on  the  head  almost  killing  him.  The  newly  sharpened 
shoe  made  a  fearful  gash  from  which  there  was  so  great 
a  loss  of  blood  that  his  life  was  despaired  of  by  the 
whole  company.  They  all  cried  and  experienced  the 
greatest  sorrow  at  the  thought  of  losing  one  of  their 
number  so  unexpectedly.  His  brother  Daniel,  who  had 
pitched  the  shoe,  felt  so  bad  that  he  left  the  company 
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and  went  to  the  adjoining  woods  for  a  whole  day. 
Upon  the  arrival  of  a  doctor  the  wound  was  properly 
dressed  and  in  a  day  or  two  he  was  able  to  continue 
the  journey.  At  this  time  Buffalo  could  boast  of  eight 
small  wooden  buildings  The  company  crossed  the 
Niagara  at  Black  Rock.  This  company  brought  half  of 
a  barrel  of  gold  and  silver  money  from  Lancaster 
County  to  pay  for  the  Township  of  Woolwich  which 
was  also  purchased  by  a  company.  This  money  gave 
them  considerable  trouble  on  the  way  as  by  some  means 
or  other  it  became  known  that  they  had  considerable 
monay  with  them  and  many  times  they  were  in  danger 
of  being  robbed.  They  managed,  however,  to  bring  it 
here  safely  and  hand  it  over  to  the  proper  parties. 

In  1808  came  from  Pottstown,  Montgomery  County, 
Pennsylvania,  old  Barbara  Shantz,  widow  of  Isaac 
Shaiitz,  with  her  sons  David  and  Joseph  and  her 
youngest  daughter  Veronica,  afterwards  the  wife  of 
Abraham  Biehii.  She  settled  with  her  family  on  the 
place  now  owned  by  her  great-grandson,  Eiios  C.  Shantz, 
one  and  one-half  miles  south-east  of  Berlin.  With  the 
same  company  came  John  Cressman  and  family  from 
Chester  County  and  settled  a  little  below  the  Toll 
Bridge  (Freeport),  also  one  Fillman  and  family.  Fillman 
settled  near  Hamilton  where  his  descendants  are  still 
residing.  In  the  same  year,  1808,  came  Christian  Eby 
and  one  John  Beatty.  The  former  returned  after  a 
short  sojourn  here,  the  latter  remained  and  became  the 
first  school  master  for  Ebytown. 

In  1809  came  Abraham  Clemens,  grandfather  to  the 
late  Aaron  Clemens  near  Hespeler.  He  brought  his 
family  with  him.  In  1810  came  Christian  Shantz*  with 
wife  and  eight  children,  Jacob  Shantz  with  wife  and 
one  child,  Cornelius  Pannebecker  and  family. 

*This  Christian  Shantz,  known  as  River  Shantz,  was  half  brother  to  old  Isaac  Shantz  and  Uncle 
to  Jacob  Shantz. 
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Christian  Shantz  settled  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Grand  River  opposite  Free  port;  Jacob  Shantz  bought  the 
farm  from  George  Eby  near  Berlin,  and  settled  there; 
Pannebecker  settled  not  far  from  Hespeler.  The  same 
year  came  Henry  Wanner  with  wife,  three  sons  and  six 
daughters  from  Cumberland  County,  Pennsylvania.  He 
had  2  four-horse  teams  and  brought  six  cows  along. 
Arnold  Strieker  came  with  Henry  Wanner.  They 
arrived  at  Preston  in  June  and  settled  near  Warmers 
Meeting  House,  one  and  one-half  miles  north-west  of 
Hespeler.  In  the  same  year,  William  Ellis,  originally 
from  Ireland,  came  from  Pennsylvania  and  settled  near 
Hespeler  011  the  farm  now  occupied  by  Wm.  E.  Ellis. 
William  Ellis  and  John  Erb  were  the  first  magistrates, 
in  this  new  settlement,  though  the  new  settlers  were  so 
peaceably  inclined  that  it  scarcely  ever  happened  that 
magisterial  services  were  required.  At  this  time  Dundas 
was  the  nearest  Post  Office,  and  all  legal  business  such 
as  the  Recording  of  Deeds  and  Mortgages,  reports  and 
returns  of  tax  collectors  had  to  be  made  at  Little  York 
(Toronto). 

In  consequence  of  dissatisfaction  between  the 
United  States  and  England  which  arose  out  of  the 
persistent  claims  of  the  British  Government  to  the 
"Right  of  Search"  for  British  naval  deserters  on 
American  vessels,  and  other  naval  hostilities  coming  up 
between  the  two  countries,  war  was  now  inevitable,  and 
on  the  18th  day  of  June,  1812,  President  Madison 
declared  war  against  England.  This  placed  the  Penn- 
sylvania people  in  a  very  trying  position  and  as  they 
could  riot  be  induced  to  take  up  arms,  they  were  pressed 
into  service  as  teamsters  and  were  obliged  to  furnish 
their  own  horses.  Ox- teams  were  employed  when  no 
horses  were  to  be  had.  Those  who  were  required  to 
serve  in  this  capacity  were  Christian  Schneider,  Jr., 
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Peter  Erb,  Joseph  Eby,  Samuel  Eschelman,  Benjamin 
Springer,  Frederick  Herner,  Jacob  Bock,  Henry  Panne- 
becker,  John  Scheirich,  Henry  Wismer,  John  Biehn, 
Adam  Shupe  and  Wildfong. 

In  January,  1813,  General  Proctor  defeated  the 
Americans  near  Detroit,  capturing  General  Wilkinson 
with  500  men.  In  September  General  Harrison  having 
been  joined  by  a  fierce  body  of  riflemen  from  Kentucky, 
advanced  towards  Detroit  in  such  force  that  General 
Proctor  crossed  the  Detroit  River  and  retreated  up  the 
Thames.  On  being  followed  by  the  American  Army  of 
3500  men,  he  made  a  stand  at  Moraviantown  with  800 
British  and  500  Indians  under  Tecumseh.  This  warrior 
was  killed,  and  Proctor  retreated  in  great  confusion  to 
Burlington  Heights  in  order  to  join  the  Niagara  Army. 
A  number  of  the  Waterloo  people  were  up  at  the  battle 
on  the  Thames.  These  Waterloo  boys  acting  as  team- 
sters, had  taken  shelter  in  a  swamp  near  by  while  the 
battle  was  being  fought.  An  officer  of  the  British 
army,  seeing  that  all  was  lost,  gave  them  warning,  said, 
"  Boys,  all  is  lost,  clear  out  and  make  the  best  you  can," 
upon  which  some  ran,  while  others  unhitched  their 
horses  and  rode  off  for  their  lives.  Christian  Schneider, 
Jr.,  who  carried  the  money-safe  on  his  wagon,  cleared 
out  on  his  horses,  leaving  the  wagon  with  all  its  contents 
behind.  In  this  defeat  old  Adam  Shupe  was  taken 
prisoner  by  the  Americans.  He  was  taken  before 
General  Harrison  who,  perceiving  his  innocent  and 
harmless  appearance,  dismissed  him  and  granted  him 
permission  to  return  to  his  Canadian  home  He  lost 
both  his  horses  and  wagon.  Christian  Schneider  was 
away  the  greater  part  of  the  summer.  On  his  first  trip 
he  had  a  two-horse  team.  After  being  home  a  few 
weeks  he  had  to  go  again,  this  time  with  a  four-horse 
team.  During  this  war  which  lasted  a  little  more  than 
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two  years,  quite  a  number  of  small  battles  were  fought  in 
the  Niagara  Peninsula  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Detroit 
Quite  a  few  of  these  Pennsylvania  Dutch  boys  were 
pressed  to  serve  as  teamsters  and  exposed  to  all  manner 
of  danger,  but  strange  to  say,  not  one  lost  his  life 
through  the  war. 

On  the  24th  of  December,  1814,  peace  was  made 
between  England  and  the  United  States,  leaving  each  in 
exactly  the  same  position  as  they  had  been  before  the  war. 
After  peace  was  restored  the  government  of  Canada 
fully  compensated  those  teamsters  for  their  losses  during 
the  war  and  for  their  valuable  services.  Christian 
Schneider,  Jr.,  was  paid  $5.00  a  day  for  the  time  he 
served  with  a  two-horse  team,  and  $8.00  per  day  for  a 
four-horse  team,  besides  they  were  paid  for  horses  and 
wagons  that  were  lost  during  the  time  they  served  the 
government.  After  the  war  cloud  had  passed  away 
brighter  prospects  again  dawned  upon  Canada.  Com- 
munication was  again  opened  between  the  settlers  of 
Waterloo  and  their  friends  and  relatives  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  first  company  who  came  in  after  the  war 
was  Jonathan  B.  Bowman,  Benjamin  Bowman,  Henry 
Martin,  Gabriel  Baer,  and  Frantz  Eschelman.  They 
came  from  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1815,  arriving 
at  Abraham  Erb's,  Waterloo,  on  June  15th.  The 
two  last  named  parties  did  not  settle  here.  At  this  time 
everything  in  the  shape  of  grain,  flour  and  feed  was 
very  dear.  Oats  was  selling  at  $2.00  a  bushel.  These 
parties  crossed  the  Niagara  at, Black  Rock  on  a  flat. 
They  came  down  on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river  to 
JJhippewa  for  the  night.  Here  they  could  see  the  evil 
effects  of  war,  one  of  which  was  heaps  of  human  bones 
of  the  poor  soldiers  who  sacrificed  their  lives  for  the 
selfish  gratification  of  one  whose  object  was  to  gain 
territory  but  failed.  On  their  way  up  to  Dundas  they 
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were  informed  that  there  was  an  encampment  of  Indians 
near  Hamilton  who  were  particularly  savage  against  all 
coming  from  across  the  boundary.  Fortunately,  how- 
ever, these  savages  had  left  the  day  previous  to  their 
coming.  Hamilton  was  just  beginning  to  come  into 
existence.  Dundas  could  now  boast  of  20  houses.  The 
Beverly  Swamp  was  still  very  bad.  Gait  had  gone  to 
nothing.  The  little  grist  and  saw  mills  were  standing 
and  greatly  out  of  repair.  Preston  had  a  good  grist  and 
sawmill  belonging  to  John  Erb,  a  little  store  (with  a  few 
dollars  worth  of  goods)  on  top  of  the  hill,  besides  a  few 
log  houses.  In  fall  of  1815,  John  Brubacher,  Martin 
Huber,  Jonas  Boyer,  John  Doner,  Sr.,  John  Doner,  Jr., 
came  from  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Canada 
on  horseback.  All  these  except  John  Brubacher,  went 
to  Markham,  York  County.  From  some  place  below 
Dundas,  Brubacher  travelled  the  weary  road  to  Berlin 
alone.  Here  he  did  considerable  visiting  among  his 
friends  and  relatives,  the  Schneiders  and  Ebys.  Of  the 
many  beautiful  lots  still  for  sale,  Brubacher  selected  lot 
No.  57,  German  Company's  Tract,  a  little  east  of  Berlin, 
now  possessed  by  his  grandson,  Henry  M.  Brubacher,  as 
his  future  home  and  gave  out  a  "Job"  that  fall  to  be 
cleared  the  following  winter  and  spring.  Any  person 
seeing  the  farm  of  his  choice  must  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that,  though  young,  he  was  then  already 
possessed  of  that  excellent  judgment  and  acuteness  for 
which  he  was  so  long  distinguished.  Several  others 
came  from  Lancaster  and  Berks  Counties  during 
this  summer,  amongst  whom  were  Samuel  Weber, 
Abram  Eschelman  and  John  Bowman  to  see  Waterloo. 
None  of  these  settled  here.  Late  in  fall  Jonathan  B. 
Bowman,  Benjamin  Bowman  and  John  Brubacher 
returned  to  Pennsylvania  to  make  arrangements  for 
moving  to  Canada  the  following  spring.  The  summer  of 
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1816  was  what  is  called  the  "Cold  Summer."  There  was 
frost  every  month  and  in  June  and  July  there  were 
seven  heavy  frosts.  On  the  morning  of  the  1st  of  June 
it  was  frozen  so  hard  that  men  and  wagons  could  cross 
the  mud-puddles  on  the  newly  formed  ice  without 
breaking  through.  On  the  21st  of  June  quite  a  lot  of 
snow  fell.  All  kinds  of  provisions  were  exceedingly 
scarce.  Wheat  was  from  two  to  three  dollars  per  bushel. 
The  only  hay  that  the  farmers  could  secure  was  made 
from  the  wild  coarse  grass  which  they  cut  on  the  banks 
of  the  river,  in  marshes  or  beaver  meadows.  Food  for 
both  man  and  beast  was  at  starvation  prices.  The  hard- 
ships these  early  settlers  had  to  endure  during  this  cold 
and  inclement  year,  are  almost  indescribable.  In  this 
year  Joseph  Bowman  with  family  of  twelve  children, 
Dilman  Ziegler  and  family,  Samuel  Eby  and  family, 
Joseph  Clemmer  and  wife,  who  settled  to  the  west  of 
J.  Y.  Shantz's  sawmill  dam,  John  Brubacher  and  his 
mother,  and  Henry  Weber  came  from  Pennsylvania  to 
Canada.  The  Bowmans  had  2  four-horse  teams  and  1 
two-horse  team.  The  Zieglers  had  1  four-horse  team  and 
1  two-horse  team.  Brubacher  had  1  four-horse  team. 
Joseph  Shantz  and  his  mother,  old  Barbara  Shantz, 
returned  to  Canada  with  this  company  They  were  to 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  a  visit.  In  all 
there  were  thirty-three  individuals  in  the  company,  and 
the  number  of  horses  brought  with  them  was  twenty 
eight  Although  the  roads  were  not  as  bad  as  in  former 
years,  yet  great  trouble  was  experienced  in  crossing  the 
many  small  streams  and  rivers.  At  the  Genesee  River 
there  was  a  bridge  of  round  logs  tied  together  which 
would  carry  at  the  most  only  two  horses  and  a  wagon. 
They,  however,  arrived  in  Waterloo  safely,  and  settled 
on  the  lands  each  family  had  taken  up.  The  taxes  were 
quite  low.  Mr.  Brubacher  had  2000  acres  of  land  and 
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paid  only  $14.00  taxes  thereon.  Land  too  was  cheap. 
Although  in  some  older  settlements  of  the  Township  it 
was  selling  at  from  $4.00  to  $5.00  per  acre,  yet  in  such  out- 
of-the-way  places  as  the  Martin  Corner,  three  miles 
north  of  Waterloo,  it  could  have  been  had  for  a  dollar 
an  acre.  The  taxes  had  all  to  be  sent  to  Little  York 
(Toronto),  which  was  then  the  County  Town,  and  the 
people  in  these  back  settlements  were  never  acquainted 
with  what  was  done  with  the  money.  The  nearest 
grain  market  was  Dundas,  to  which  place  the  settlers 
conveyed  tLeir  grain  during  the  winter  months  so  as  to 
have  good  roads.  Sleighing  lasted  in  those  days  from 
the  last  week  in  November  until  the  first  week  in  April. 
Instead  of  receiving  cash  for  their  grain,  they  received 
a  due  bill  for  the  amount,  payable  a  certain  number  of 
days  after  navigation  opened  So  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  advantages  of  the  farmer  were  not  quite  so  great  as 
in  our  days  of  railroads  and  all  other  modern  improve- 
ments. At  this  time  Berlin  was  a  dense  and  impassable 
swamp,  inhabited  by  wolves,  bears,  foxes  and  other  wild 
animals.  Sheep  in  considerable  numbers  proved  a  prey  to 
the  howling  wolves.  Waterloo  had  a  sawmill  erected  by 
Abraham  Erb  and  during  this  year  (1816)  he  erected  a 
new  grist  mill,  the  same  mill  is  still  standing  though  it 
has  undergone  many  changes  and  improvements  besides 
a  large  addition  built  to  it.  This  and  the  mill  in 
Preston,  owned  by  his  brother  John  Erb,  were  the  only 
two  grist  mills  in  the  Township.  The  settlers  had  no 
want  of  venison  or  fish.  For  a  small  loaf  of  bread  and  a 
six-penny  crock  of  thick  milk  the  Indians  would  bring 
them  the  nicest  quarter  of  venison  or  a  large  basket  well 
filled  with  the  finest  of  speckled  trout.  In  those  early 
times  the  Indians  were  very  numerous  and  if  kindly 
treated  would  never  injure  any  one.  Parents  often  left 
their  children  alone  and  the  Indian  children  would 
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play  with  them  and  the  squaws  would  take  care  of  the 
white  children.  As  a  rule  the  young  people  were 
always  rejoiced  to  see  the  Indians  come.  Often  during 
cold  nights  when  the  inmates  of  the  house  had  retired 
to  their  respective  places  of  rest,  their  kitchen  would  be 
taken  possession  of  by  the  Indians  who  would  spend  the 
night  sleeping  warm  and  comfortable  around  the  large 
fire  place.  During  this  year  one  Absalom  Shade,  a 
young,  shrewd,  energetic  and  pushing  Pennsylvania!!, 
was  appointed  by  the  Hon.  William  Dixon,  of  Niagara, 
who  was  the  owner  of  the  Township  of  North  Dumfries, 
to  act  as  his  agent  in  this  new  settlement  On  his 
arrival,  and  being  a  carpenter  by  trade,  he  put  up  a 
rough  two-storey  log  house  where  Gait  is  now  situated, 
which  served  him  as  a  dwelling  in  which  he  also  soon 
started  a  store.  He  also  repaired  the  little  grist  mill 
built  by  John  Miller  in  1802,  and  put  it  into  operation 
again.  When  it  became  fully  known  that  Absalom 
Shade  was  acting  as  agent  for  the  Hon.  William  Dixon 
in  selling  lots  of  the  Township  of  Dumfries,  and  that  he 
could  issue  good  and  legal  titles  or  deeds  for  the  same, 
settlements  commenced  pretty  rapidly.  The  first  settlers 
of  Dumfries  were  of  Scotch  origin  who  came  here  from 
New  York  state  and  settled  along  the  Beverly  line. 
Some  years  later  the  Scotch  came  here  direct  from 
Scotland.  Thus  in  a  few  years  most  of  the  Township  of 
Dumfries  was  settled.  During  this  summer  (1816)  Henry 
Wismer,  who  had  come  to  Canada  the  previous  year, 
walked  out  to  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  a  visit  to 
his  friends.  The  summer,  1817,  was  nearly  as  cold  and 
unfruitful  as  that  of  the  previous  year.  Harvest  did 
not  take  place  until  after  seeding  time.  It  was  so  chilly 
in  harvest  time  that  the  men  wore  their  coats  while 
reaping  their  grain. 

In  the  year  1818  Christian,  Burkholder  with  wife 
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and  five  children,  John  Good  with  wife  and  six  children, 
Widow  Elizabeth  Bowman,  Esther  Wismer,  (afterwards 
married  to  John  Cressmaii),  Samuel  Bechtel  and  Benja- 
min Bowman  came  to  Waterloo  from  Lancaster  and 
Montgomery  Comities,  making  the  journey  in  twenty- 
eight  days  Benjamin  Bowman  came  to  Waterloo  in 
the  spring  of  1815  but  had  returned  home,  remaining 
there  until  this  time.  Now  he  came  to  become  a 
permanent  settler.  Bowman  and  Bechtel  were  un- 
married and  drove  the  teams  for  John  Good  and  Widow 
Elizabeth  Bowman,  Christian  Burkholder  had  a  very 
heavy  load  drawn  by  five  horses.  He  settled  a  little 
north  of  Waterloo.  The  farm  is  now  owned  by  C. 
Huether.  John  Good  settled  on  the  adjoining  farm, 
now  possessed  by  his  son  Joel  Good.  Benjamin  Bowman 
settled  two  miles  below  Berlin.  The  farm  is  now  the 
property  of  his  son  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman.  Samuel 
Bechtel  settled  near  Hespeler.  This  same  year  a  widow, 
Mrs.  Moxley  from  western  Pennsylvania,  settled  on 
what  was  long  known  as  the  Moxley  farm  in  the 
Corporation  of  Berlin.  She  had  a  numerous  family. 
Some  time  during  the  summer  of  this  year  (1818)  John 
Erb  and  David  Schneider,  his  son-in-law,  started  a  store 
close  to  the  mill.  Then  Preston  could  boast  of  having 
two  stores,  the  one  on  top  of  the  hill  kept  by  a  Mr. 
Lesser,  having  been  started  six  years  previously.  These 
were  the  only  stores  north  of  Gait. 

In  1819  Peter  Martin  and  family,  which  numbered 
only  nine  sons  and  eight  daughters,  came  to  Waterloo 
and  settled  three  miles  north-west  of  the  town  of 
Waterloo,  on  the  farm  now  occupied  by  Menno 
Gingerich.  Daniel  Weber  came  to  this  country  with 
Peter  Martin  and  settled  on  lots  No.  1  and  2. 

In  1820  David  Martin  and  family  of  twelve  children, 
Peter  Burkhard  and  family,  and  David  Musselman  came 
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from  Lancaster  County.  David  Martin  settled  on  the 
Grand  River  on  lot  No.  65,  German  Company's  Tract, 
now  possessed  by  his  grandson,  Joseph  Martin.  Peter 
Burkhard  settled  on  the  form  now  owned  by  John 
Lichty  near  Waterloo.  This  company  brought  five 
teams  with  them  and  made  the  trip  in  three  weeks.  A 
few  weeks  after  the  arrival  of  David  Martin,  together 
with  family  and  others,  came  John  Huber  who  settled 
one  mile  north  of  Waterloo  (the  farm  is  now  occupied 
by  Mrs.  Jonathan  Sittler  and  family),  Abraham  Martin, 
brother  to  Peter  Martin  who  came  the  year  previously 
(Abraham  was  only  in  his  sixteenth  year  when  he  came), 
Samuel  Bechtel,  Joseph  Bowman,  David  Musselman, 
Frederick  Musselman  (no  relation  to  David  Musselman), 
and  Isaac  Masters  and  family.  Masters  settled  a  little 
below  Preston,  where  Mr.  Isaac  Bergey  now  resides. 
At  this  time  Berlin  had  a  blacksmith  shop  where  now  is 
the  corner  of  King  and  Queen  Streets.  A  bridge  was 
built  across  the  Grand  River  at  Freeport,  now  known  as 
the  "Toll  Bridge,"  during  this  year  (1820).  The  previous 
year  there  was  one  built  across  the  Grand  River  at  Gait. 
During  this  year  Daniel  Lutz,  Daniel  Weber  and 
William  Hunsberger  came  here  to  see  the  country. 
They  came  on  horseback.  As  far  as  we  know  there 
were  only  four  schools  in  the  Township,  at  Blair,  at 
John  Erb's,  Preston,  at  Abraham  Erb's,  Waterloo,  and 
at  Benjamin  Eby's,  Berlin.  It  is  a  pity  that  the  old 
"Red  School  House,"  situated  at  the  corner  of  the  grave- 
yard known  as  u  Benjamin  EbyX"  ft  little  south-east  of 
Berlin,  was  removed.  In  this  old  building  many  of  our 
old  and  middle-aged  residents  were  taught  how  to  read, 
write  and  "cipher"  during  their  short  attendance  at  that 
place.  Had  the  wish  of  the  first-born  citizen,  of  Berlin 
been  carried  out,  the  old  "Red  School  House"  would  still

be  there  and  used  as  a  residence  for  one  acting  as  care- 
taker of  the  church  and  burial  ground. 

During  the  year  1820  Jacob  S.  Shoemaker  made  his 
first  visit  to  Canada.  He  was  the  founder  and  almost 
the  entire  builder  of  Bridgeport  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Grand  River.  In  1 829  he  was  followed  by  his  mother 
and  family,  and  his  grandfather,  old  Jacob  Shoemaker- 
This  year  he  erected  the  sawmill  and  constructed  the 
dam.  The  grist  mill  wa^  erected  the  year  following. 

In  1822  a  number  of  families  came  to  Waterloo, 
namely  the  Detweilers  and  Hallmans  who  settled  near 
Roseville,  Dumfries  Township,  Peter  Huber  and  family, 
who  settled  near  Preston,  Ontario,  and  John  Lichty 
and  family.  John  Lichty  made  his  home  with  Abraham 
Erb,  Waterloo,  whose  farm  he  worked  for  some  years. 
A  few  weeks  later  arrived  another  small  company  from 
Montgomery  County,  namely,  Daniel  Hagey  with  wife 
and  four  children,  Henry  M,  Clemmer  and  family, 
Joseph  Bergey,  and  Abraham  Becker.  All  these  settled 
in  the  vicinity^of  Preston,  except  Henry  M.  Clemmer 
who  settled  two  miles  north  of  Waterloo,  the  farm 
adjoining  that  of  John  Huber's.  Clemmer's  farm  is  now 
possessed  by  his  grandchildren.  This  company  made 
the  journey  in  three  weeks.  Mrs.  Hagey  and  Mrs. 
Clemmer  were  sisters  to  Joseph  Bergey.  Another 
company  (in  1822)  from  Lancaster  County  started  off  to 
come  and  see  Canada.  After  travelling  eight  or  ten 
days  they  met  with  a  few  days  of  terrible  storms  accom- 
panied by  heavy  rains.  This  put  the  roads  in  such  a 
fearful  condition  that  the  onward  journey  was  almost 
out  of  the  question.  This  had  such  a  discouraging 
effect  on  the  company  that  all  returned  home  save  one, 
Andrew  Groff,  who  pushed  his  way  onward  and  in  due 
time  safely  arrived  here  in  this  Township.  After 
remaining  a  short  time  and  making  arrangements  to 
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move  here,  Groff  started  again  for  his  home  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania.  On  his  way  towards  Niagara  he 
met  Jacob  Nachtsinger  who  may  be  regarded  as  the 
pioneer  of  Wilmot  Township.  This  Nachtsinger  was  on 
his  way  to  the  governor  of  Canada  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  his  friends  and  co-religionists  to  settle  in  this 
new  Township.  He  afterwards  went  to  England  and 
had  an  interview  with  the  King.  These  two  travelled 
on  horseback  together  to  the  Twenty  where  they  sepa- 
rated, each  continuing  his  journey  to  their  respective 
destinations.  Andrew  Groff  returned  with  his  family 
the  same  fall,  moved  to  Preston;  and  being  a  miller  by 
trade  he  was  engaged  by  John  Erb  to  work  in  his  saw- 
mill. After  being  with  John  Erb  for  three  weeks,  he 
entered  the  employ  of  Absalom  Shade  of  Gait,  where  he 
remained  fifteen  months,  being  paid  high  wages  for 
running  the  grist-mill.  Soon  after  his  arrival  here  he 
purchased  200  acres  of  land  between  Preston  and  Gait. 
Through  his  great  energy,  perseverance,  and  business 
principles,  he  in  a  few  years  was  the  owner  of  a  store, 
tavern,  grist-mill,  saw-mill,  and  distillery,  besides  the  200 
acres  of  land.  Distilleries  were  in  those  days  considered 
as  necessary  as  grist-mills.  This  was  a  remarkably 
prosperous  year.  The  soil  returned  a  bountiful  yield  to 
the  hand  of  its  tiller. 

In  1823  Marcus  Groff  with  wife  and  family  came 
and  settled  in  Paisley  Block. 

In  1824  Henry  Shuh  and  Abraham  Miller  with 
families  came  from  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
settled  in  this  Township.  Henry  Shuh  moved  into  the 
house  (previously  occupied  by  Andrew  Schorg*  who 
had  moved  to  Wilmot  Township)  situated  a  little  below 
Berlin  on  the  Boehmer  farm. 

In  the  year  1825  there  were  a  great  many  arrivals, 

*An  Irew  Schoerg  was  the  first  s  :ttler  in  Wilmot  Township.     During  the  winter  of  1823-24  it  was 
surveyed. 
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including  several  large  companies.  One  of  these  com- 
panies consisted  of  Peter  Weber  and  family,  Widow 
Wenger,  mother  of  the  late  Isaac  Wenger  of  Ay  ton, 
Grey  County,  Ontario,  Daniel  Levan,  Samuel  Hurst, 
Michael  Eby,  John  Hoffman,  and  others  who  settled  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Dundas.  This  company  left 
on  the  3rd  day  of  May  and  arrived  at  Waterloo  on  the 
24th  of  the  same  month.  John  Hoffman  was  then  a  boy 
not  quite  17  years  of  age  and  all  the  wealth  he  then  had 
consisted,  besides  his  clothing,  of  "  twenty-five  cents." 
He  learned  the  carpenter  trade  with  Samuel  Bowers 
who  came  here  the  same  year  as  Hoffman.  After 
serving  his  apprenticeship  he  went  in  company  with 
Samuel  Bowrnaji  and  intended  starting  a  village  in  one 
of  the  Waterloo  settlements.  First  they  went  to 
Abraham  Erb  and  informed  him  of  their  intention,  but 
did  not  succeed  in  procuring  a  part  of  his  extensive 
farm;  then  to  Bridgeport  to  Jacob  S.  Shoemaker,  but 
met  with  the  same  result,  then  they  proceeded  on  their 
way  to  Freeport  to  David  Schneider.  He,  after  being 
informed  of  their  intentions,  refused  to  sell  even  the 
smallest  part  of  his  land.  Finally  they  wended  their 
course  to  Berlin  to  Benjamin  Eby,  to  whom  they  were 
going  for  consolation  after  meeting  with  so  many 
disappointments  and  refusals  from  the  hands  of  their 
co-religionists.  Benjamin  Eby,  after  becoming  ac- 
quainted with  the  cause  of  their  downcast  spirit,  said, 
"Boys,  if  that  is  all,  go  up  street  and  build  a  factory,  I 
shall  give  you  all  the  land  required."  Here  they  then 
erected  the  first  cabinet  factory  in  the  County.  At  the 
same  time  David  Miller  started  a  small  store  near  where 
the  Post  Office  now  is.  This  can  be  considered  as  the 
beginning  of  Berlin. 

It  may  prove  interesting  to  the  many  readers  to 
know  how  this  new  place  received  the  name  of  Berlin. 
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It  was  on  this  wise:  on  a  rainy  day  some  time  during  the 
month  of  May,  quite  a  few  of  the  laboring  class,  the 
majority  of  whom  were  natives  of  Germany,  had  come 
together  in  some  carpenter  shop.  While  engaged  in 
conversation  about  their  various  labors  and  engage- 
ments, who  should  walk  in  to  augment  their  number 
but  old  Joe  Schneider  and  Benjamin  Eby.  Noticing  by 
their  smiling  faces  that  they  must  have  been  engaged  in 
some  pleasing  conversation,  Benjamin  Eby  made  the 
inquiry  about  what  their  conversation  was,  when  one 
Conrad  Becker  replied,  "Wie  soil  unser  neu  Schteddel 
heese?"  (What  is  to  be  the  name  of  our  new  hamlet),  to 
which,  knowing  that  the  majority  of  the  number 
present  were  either  from  Berlin,  Germany,  or  from 
places  not  far  from  it,  Eby  replied,  uHeisen  es  Berlin" 
(call  it  Berlin).  Upon  hearing  the  name  "Berlin"  all 
rose  to  their  feet  and  said,  "Yon  nun  an  soil  dieses  Dorf 
Berlin  heissen"  (henceforth  this  place  shall  be  called 
Berlin).  Consequently  Berlin  received  its  name  in  May, 
1826.  Before  this  it  was  called  by  some  "Ben  Eby," 
others  named  it  "Ebytown"  because  five  of  the  first  six 
families  that  settled  here  were  Ebys. 

On  March  7th,  1825,  Abraham  Moyer  and  Samuel 
Fried  started  from  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  foot, 
for  Canada.  Th  ;y,  after  a  13  days'  walk,  arrived  in 
Waterloo.  They  were  not  much  wearied  in  carrying 
their  money  as  they  had  but  twenty-five  cents  left, 
which  they  shared  equally  between  themselves  upon 
their  arrival  here.  Moyer  settled  near  Berlin,  his  farm 
adjoining  Jacob  Y.  Shantz's,  and  Fried  settled  in 
Blenheim  Township,  near  Roseville.  In  April,  1825, 
came  John  Bingeman  with  wife  and  family  from 
Montgomery  County  and  settled  in  Bridgeport.  In  1827, 
Bingeman  purchased  his  land,  now  possessed  by  his 
grandson  Moses  Kraft,  from  "Hannes  Eby"  at  11  s.  6  d.

per  acre,  Canadian  currency,  but  did  not  move  on  it  till 
1828  or  1829.  John  S.  Shoemaker  drove  one  of 
Bingeman's  teams.  Jacob  Benner,  a  well  known  party  of 
Berlin  and  West  Moiitrose,  also  came  this  year. 

In  1826  came  Henry  Moyer  (Abraham  Moyer's  father) 
and  family,  Jacob  Clemens  and  family,  Abraham 
Clemens  and  family,  John  and  George  Shoemaker, 
Jacob  Kolb  and  family,  Solomon  Gehman  and  family, 
Henry  Clemmer  and  family,  Charles  Mohr  and  family, 
Martin  Schiedel  and  family,  Jacob  and  Henry  Ober- 
holtzer,  and  Abraham  Thoman  and  family. 

Henry  Moyer  and  family  settled  north  of  Preston. 
Jacob  Clemens  and  family  settled  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Grand  River  opposite  Breslau.  The  farm  is 
now  occupied  by  Joseph  Cressman.  Abraham  Clemens 
settled  on  the  next  farm  west,  adjoining  his  brother 
Jacob's.  This  farm  is  now  occupied  by  Rev.  Elias 
Weber.  John  Shoemaker  settled  a  mile  north  of 
Breslau  where  he  still  resides  with  his  son,  George  F. 
Shoemaker.  George  D.  Shoemaker  settled  two  miles 
east  of  Berlin  where  he  and  his  wife  still  reside  with 
their  son,  Benjamin  Shoemaker.  Martin  Schiedel  settled 
a  mile  north-east  of  Breslau.  Their  farm  is  now 
occupied  by  Wm.  B.  Hewitt.  Charles  Mohr  settled  on  a 
farm  opposite  Schiedel's,  now  occupied  by  Abraham  B. 
Clemmer.  Jacob  Kolb  had  moved  to  Canada  the  year 
before,  but  he  returned,  after  having  selected  his  lot  on 
which  he  had  decided  to  settle,  to  Montgomery  to 
purchase  the  implements  required  in  the  new  Canadian 
home.  The  next  spring  he  returned  from  Montgomery 
with  the  above  company  and  moved  on  the  farm  which 
he  had  selected  the  year  before.  This  farm  is  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Grand  River,  opposite  Breslau,  now 
possessed  by  Joseph  Kolb.  a  grandchild  of  the  old 
pioneer. 
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In  1820  Jacob  S.  Shoemaker  came  here  from  Mont- 
gomery County.  He  engaged  himself  to  Abraham  Erb, 
of  Waterloo,  as  miller.  After  being  here  two  years,  he, 
in  company  with  William  Hunsberger,  returned  to  pay 
a  visit  to  his  parents.  After  spending  a  month  with  his 
many  friends  and  relatives,  he  came  back  to  Waterloo  to 
Mr.  Abraham  Erb's  In  1826  his  parents  came  to 
Canada  on  a  visit. 

In  1828  Jacob  S.  Shoemaker  went  home  to  Pennsyl- 
vania the  second  time.  In  August,  1828,  he,  in  company 
with  his  sister  Maria,  Levi  Bechtel,  Veronica  Shoemaker 
(his  brother  John's  widow),  old  Levan  and  a  few  others, 
returned  to  Waterloo.  In  1829  he  constructed  the 
Bridgeport  dam  and  erected  the  saw  mills  now  owned 
by  Peter  Shirk.  In  1830  he  erected  the  large  grist  mills, 
and  in  fall  of  the  same  year  he  moved  from  Waterloo  to 
Bridgeport. 

In  MayT  1829,  another  company  arrived  from  Mont- 
gomery. In  this  company  we  find  Widow  John 
Shoemaker  and  her  three  children,  Magdalena,  Fanny, 
and  David,  old  George  Shoemaker  and  wife,  Jacob  D. 
Shoemaker  and  family,  and  George  Bechtel  and  family. 
Widow  Shoemaker  settled  in  Waterloo.  George  Bechtel 
north  of  Waterloo  on  the  farm  now  possessed  by  Joseph 
Brubacher.  Jacob  D.  Shoemaker  moved  to  Bridgeport, 
and  a  few  years  afterwards  he  moved  on  the  farm  where 
he  still  resides,  namely  three  miles  west  of  Berlin.  The 
farm  is  now  possessed  by  his  son,  Alexander  Shoemaker. 

In  the  year  1827  Benjamin  Hallman  and  family 
emigrated  to  Canada.  They  left  Montgomery  County, 
Pennsylvania,  on  the  6th  day  of  May  with  two  double 
horse  teams  and  one  single  horse  team.  They  crossed 
the  Niagara  Eiver  from  Lewiston  to  Queenstoii  on  a 
large  "  Flat  Boat."  Then  they  wended  their  way  up  to 
Dundas  and  through  the  Beverly  Swamp  to  Waterloo 
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County,  arriving  at  Jacob  Rosenberger's  near  Preston, 
where  they  made  a  stay  of  three  days.  Thence  they 
moved  on  a  farm  two  miles  west  of  Waterloo,  opposite 
the  old  David  Eby  farm  where  they  resided  for  one  year, 
after  which  they  moved  to  North  Dumfries,  where  they 
located  on  a  large  farm  near  Roseville.  This  farm  is 
now  in  possession  of  Menno  S.  Hallman,  grandson  of  old 
Benjamin  Hallman. 

It  might  be  stated  here  that  the  cause  of  so  many 
arrivals  here  during  1826-27-28-29  was  owing  to  the  very 
hard  times  in  old  Pennsylvania  in  1825.  Many  failed 
financially  and  in  order  to  procure  homes  for  themselves 
and  children,  they  came  to  Canada  where  land  could  be 
had  very  cheap.  During  haying  and  harvesting  in  1825, 
people  worked  from  sunrise  until  sunset  for  371  cents  per 
day.  For  threshing  grain  daring  winter  months,  days 
then  being  only  12  hours  long,  wages  were  12£  cents  per 
day,  and  many  worked  receiving  only  their  board  as 
wages. 

The  Township  of  Wilmot  was  principally  settled  by 
a  society  of  Germans  belonging  to  the  Non-Conformists, 
whose  leader  was  one  by  the  name  of  Christian 
Naffziger.  The  religious  belief  and  doctrine  of  these 
people  ("the  Aumish")  is  similar  to  that  of  their 
Mennonite  Brethren,  only  differing  in  their  outward 
appearance,  such  as  dress,  cutting  of  hair  and  beard. 
The  said  Naffziger  came  originally  from  Amsterdam  to 
New  Orleans,  and  travelled  through  the  Southern 
States  northward  till  he  came  to  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  met  with  some  friends  who 
urged  him  to  continue  his  journey  to  Canada  and  there 
take  up  a  tract  of  land  for  his  co-religionists.  In 
August,  1822,  he  arrived  in  Waterloo  Township,  where 
he  made  himself  acquainted  with  some  of  the  settlers 
who  advised  him  to  secure  the  Township  west  of 
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Waterloo,  now  known  as  Wilmot  Township.  After 
examining  the  Township,  he  soon  decided  that  it  was 
just  the  place  he  and  his  countrymen  and  co-religionists 
wanted.  The  land  was  well  timbered,  and  the  soil 
fertile  and  rolling,  just  such  a  place  as  would  in  future 
become  an  excellent  and  valuable  country.  He  then 
went  to  Toronto  to  see  the  governor  of  Upper  Canada, 
with  a  view  of  securing,  if  possible,  this  tract  of  land  for 
his  countrymen  in  the  fatherland,  who  proposed 
emigrating  to  some  foreign  part  of  the  world.  The 
governor  very  liberally  offered  to  give  to  each  family 
fifty  acres  free  and  allow  them  to  purchase,  at  very  low 
rates,  any  additional  land  they  might  wish  to  have. 
Kejoicing  over  the  great  success  he  had  met  with,  and 
the  bright  prospects  before  him,  he  soon  returned  to  his 
native  land  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  to  Canada  his 
family  and  friends.  In  order,  however,  to  be  perfectly 
certain  in  the  matter  pertaining  to  his  land,  on  his 
journey  home  he  waited  upon  George  IV,  king  of 
England,  presenting  his  case  before  him.  His  visit  to 
His  Majesty  was  also  very  successful  as  the  King  also 
agreed  that  the  land  in  question  should  be  given  in  the 
same  way  as  the  Governor  had  promised.  Some  of  these 
people  arrived  here  in  the  year  1824,  though  Naffziger 
was  hindered,  for  certain  reasons,  from  coming  till  the 
summer  of  1826.  He  arrived  in  October  of  this  year, 
having  with  him  all  the  members  of  his  family  together 
with  a  number  of  other  families  among  whom  were  two 
preachers  whose  2  names  were  Peter  Litwiller  and 
Christian  Miller. 

These  looked  after  the  spiritual  welfare  of  these 
new  settlers  in  the  wilds  of  Canada  and  also  gave  them 
their  spiritual  instructions.  They  were  soon  followed 
by  others  from  Bavaria,  Alsace,  and  other  places  of 
Europe  and  this  new  Township  soon  became  well 
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settled  and  made  very  rapid  progress  towards  its  present 
wealthy  and  prosperous  condition.  These  same  people 
in  the  course  of  time  extended  their  settlements  to 
neighboring  townships  and  are  now  very  numerous 
throughout  the  County  of  Perth,  and  as  a  general  thing 
are  in  very  good  circumstances,  possessors  of  fine, 
valuable  farms  with  stately  buildings  erected  thereon. 

John  U.  Tyson  came  from  Montgomery  County, 
Pennsylvania,  to  Canada  in  1832,  but  returned  the  same 
year.  Came  back  to  Canada  again  in  1833.  He  resided 
in  the  County  of  Waterloo  until  his  death.  In  1835 
William  Tyson  and  wife  together  with  their  son,  Isaac 
U.  Tyson,  and  Hannah  Hyser  (afterwards  Mrs.  John 
Wissler)  came  to  Canada.  They  first  settled  two  miles 
north  of  Waterloo,  on  the  Eschelman  farm  now  occupied 
by  Franklin  Shuh.  Here  they  lived  for  one  .year,  then 
they  moved  on  the  old  Bingeman  farm  one  mile  north  of 
Bridgeport,  where  they  resided  until  1838.  Thence  they 
moved  to  the  place  known  as  George  HollingerX 
Bridgeport.  Here  they  resided  until  their  death. 

After  the  year  1835  emigration  to  this  County  from 
Pennsylvania  had  almost  ceased.  Only  individual 
parties  came  afterwards.  David  Stauffer  with  wife  and 
family  of  four  children  came  from  Butler  County, 
Pennsylvania,  in  May,  1848,  and  settled  on  the  late 
William  Moyer's  farm  near  Berlin.  Some  families  came 
during  the  fifties  while  others  came  during  the  civil 
war  of  the  United  States  which  broke  out  in  1860  and 
lasted  until  1865.  The  most  prominent  who  thus  came 
and  made  this  County  their  home  are  Peter  Shirk  of 
Bridgeport,  miller,  and  his  sister  Barbara,  now  Mrs. 
Jacob  Clemmer.  They  came  from  Lancaster  County  on 
May  1st,  1861,  and  made  ,  their  home  for  a  short 
time  with  their  uncle,  the  late  Jacob  Hoffman  of  Berlin. 
John  S.  Brubacher  came  from  Junietta  County  in  1864. 
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He  had  his  home  for  some  time  with  his  uncle,  John  S. 
Brubacher  of  St.  Jacobs.  He  now  resides  on  the  farm 
possessed  by  the  late  Joseph  L.  Weber,  about  two  miles 
south-east  of  Conestogo.  Abraham  H.  Moyer,  miller, 
now  residing  in  Breslau,  also  came  at  this  time  (1^61). 
He  came  from  Montgomery  County.  John  Kunkel,  a 
native  of  the  same  state,  came  a  few  months  earlier  than 
the  above  parties.  He  now  resides  on  a  farm  a  few  miles 
west  of  Waterloo.  Jacob  G.  Good  came  here  from  Ohio 
in  1861.  He  resides  in  Berlin  where  he  is  engaged  in 
horseshoeing  and  general  blacksmithing. 

Other  parties  might  be  mentioned,  but  we  shall  pass 
on  to  the  second  part  of  our  work  which  includes  a 
Biographical  History  of  our  Ancestors  and  early 
founders  of  the  Mennonite  Colony  in  Canada,  now 
Waterloo  County,  as  also  sketches  of  the  leading  citizens 
of  Pennsylvanian  origin,  and  descendants  of  the  early 
founders,  all  alphabetically  arranged.

1  ALBRIGHT,  ABRAHAM,  second  son  of  Henry 
and  Barbara  (Rittenhouse)  Albright,  was  born  in  the 
Township  of  Dunn,  Haldimand  County,  Ontario,  on 
the  21st  day  of  December,  1859.  When  he  was  quite 
young  his  father  moved  to  Lincoln  County,  near 
Jordan,  where  young  Abraham  was  raised.  He 
received  a  fair  common  school  education  in  his 
boyhood  days.  Not  finding  things  according  to  his 
desires,  he  left  his  native  County  in  1887  and  came 
to  the  town  of  Berlin  where  he  soon  found  employ- 
ment with  the  firm  of  J.  Y.  Shantz  &  Son  in  the 
manufacturing  of  buttons.  In  April,  1890,  he  en- 
tered the  services  of  the  Canadian  Express  Company, 
which  position  he  still  holds.  He  is  of  a  quiet 
and  retiring  disposition,  amiable  and  agreeable  in 
his  manners,  and  is  highly  respected  as  a  citizen. 
He  is  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Frances  A. 
Price.  His  family  consists  of  one  child,  a  son  named 
Solon. 


BAUMANN. 

(Now  spelled  by  many  Bowman  and  also  Bauman.) 

I  BAUMANN,  WENDEL,  the  original  settler  of 
this  family,  came  to  Pennsylvania,  at  a  very  early 
date.    He  was  born  in  Switzerland  about  the  year 
1681.  When  about  seventeen  years  of  age,  he  in  com- 
pany with  his  parents,  moved  to  Holland  where  they 
had  the  promise  of  protection  from  the  persecuting 
parties  of  southern  and  central  Europe,  by  William, 
Prince    of    Orange,    afterwards    William     III    of 
England.    Here  the  old  progenitor  lived  until  the 
beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century,  when  he  set 
his  face  for  America.    He  landed  safely  at  Philadel- 
phia,  but  date  of  landing  is  not  known.     We  find 
that  in  1709  a  number  of  families  moved  westward 
from  Philadelphia,  seeking  a  tract  of  land  where 
they  might  settle  in  one  vicinity.     The  choice  of 
their  location   was  on  a  tract    situated   north  of 
Pequea  Creek,  extending  to  the  Conestogo,t  contain- 
ing ten  thousand  acres  of  land.     The  warrant  for 
this  was  recorded  and  the  land  surveyed  to  them  on 
October  23rd,  1710.    Among  these  settlers  we  find 
the  name  of  Weridel  Baumann.   All  efforts  made  to 
obtain  the  date  of  his  death  or  to  whom  he  was 
married  proved  fruitless,     feo  much,  however,  has 
been  obtained  that  he  had  a  family  of  seven  sons 
and  one  daughter.    The  names  of  the  sons  were  II 
Christian,  II  Peter,  II  John,  II  Jacob,  II  Michael, 

II  Benjamin,  II  Joseph,  and  II  Magdalena,  married 
to  Jacob  Groh,  father  of  the  late  Abraham  Groh,  and 
grandfather  of  John  Groh  of  Hespeler,  Ontario. 

tTheir    settlement  was  Strasburg  Tp.,  Chester  Co.,  now  West  Lampeter  Tp.,  Lancaster  Co, 
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3  II  *BAUMANN,  CHRISTIAN,  eldest  son  of  old 
Wendel  Baumann,  was  born  August  13th,  1724,  and 
died  July  25th,  1790.  Resided  in  the  Alleghany  Val- 
ley, Berks  County,  Pennsylvania.  In  1749  he  erected 
a  log  dwelling  the  timber  of  which  was  quite  sound 
upwards  of  one  hundred  years,  and  was  so  far 
always  owned  by  his  descendants.

147  IV  BAUMANN,  JOSEPH,  (see  No.  30)  son  of  III 
Wendel  and  Mary  (Huber)  Baumann,  grandson  of 
II  Christian  Baumann,  and  great  grandson  of  the 
old  progenitor,  I  Wendel  Baumann,  was  born  in  the

Alleghany  Valley,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania, 
March  8th,  1796.  In  May,  1819, -he  left  his  native 
home  and  came  to  Canada,  arriving  at  old  Abraham 
Erb's  place  in  Waterloo,  some  time  in  the  month  of 
June.  After  being  here  for  a  few  weeks  he  engaged 
himself  to  Abraham  Erb  to  manufacture  flour 
barrels,  and  other  ware  belonging  to  the  coopering 
trade.  He  had  his  home  with  old  Christian  Schantz 
who  resided  on  a  large  farm,  about  one  and  one-half 
miles  south-east  of  Berlin,  now  in  possession  of 
Aaron  B.  Shantz.  Here  he  formed  the  acquaintance 
of  Anna,  the  eldest  daughter  of  Christian  Shantz, 
whom  he  married  September  23rd,  1821.  She  was 
born  October  19th,  1801,  and  died  on  October  19th, 
1822,  aged  21  years.  This  union,  although  of  but 
thirteen  months  duration,  was  blessed  with  one  child, 
a  daughter  named  V  Anna,  who  was  born  July  16th, 
1822,  and  died  August  10th,  1822,  aged  25  days. 
After  the  decease  of  his  wife  he  still  continued  in 
the  services  of  old  Abraham  Erb,  and  had  his  home 
with  his  father-in-law.

The  fol- 
lowing article  giving  a  sketch  of  the  deceased's  life, 
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appeared  in  the  World-Herald  of  Fairhaven,  Wash- 
ington, June  28th,  1894:  "With  the  passing  away  of 
Amos  Bowman,  the  founder  of  Anacortes,  whose 
death  occurred  last  week,  the  Puget  sound  country 
loses  one  of  its  best  known  and  most  historic  figures. 
Before  and  during  the  boom  of  1890  there  was  per- 
haps no  more  conspicuous  character  in  this  part  of 
the  country  than  Amos  Bowman,  and  none  who 
knew  better  its  great  possibilities  and  who  labored 
more  zealously  for  its  development  and  progress. 
Mr.  Bowman  was  comparatively  a  young  man, 
having  been  born  in  Blair,  Waterloo  County, 
Ontario,  in  1839.  While  quite  young  his  family 
moved  to  Ohio,  where  young  Bowman  attended 
college,  and  at  the  age  of  seventeen  he  went  to  New 
York  to  further  prosecute  his  studies.  He  took  up 
short  hand  and  acquired  such  proficiency  in  it  as  to 
soon  secure  a  position  on  the  New  York  Tribune 
under  Horace  Greely,  who  became  his  friend. 
During  the  early  days  of  California  he  came  to  the 
Pacific  coast  and  identified  himself  with  the  Sacra- 
mento Union,  at  that  time  the  principal  journal  of 
the  West.  He  then  went  to  Germany  and  studied 
three  years  at  the  universities  of  Freiberg  and 
Munich,  graduating  as  a  civil  and  mining  engineer, 
afterwards  traveling  all  over  Europe,  as  the  corre- 
spondent of  the  New  York  Tribune.  Upon  his 
return  to  America  he  again  went  to  California  and 
again  took  up  journalism,  for  several  years  editing^ 
in  San  Francisco,  the  Mining  arid  Scientific  Press. 
In  this  capacity  he  soon  began  to  be  looked  upon 
as  an  authority  on  all  matters  relating  to  geology, 
and  later  assumed  charge  of  the  California  geolog- 
ical survey.  He  served  in  that  capacity  five  years, 
meantime  running  the  line  between  California  and 
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Nevada,  and  acquiring  an  extended  reputation  as  a 
scientist.  He  was  then  invited  to  join  the  Canadian 
geological  survey,  which  brought  him  north  and 
with  which  he  was  connected  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  In  early  days  he  surveyed  the  great  Cariboo 
mining  region,  and  prepared  a  great  many  reports 
about  different  sections  of  British  Columbia.  Early 
in  his  travels  in  the  Northwest  he  became  impressed 
with  the  location  of  Fidalgo  island  and  took  his 
family  there  in  1877.  Anacortes  was  named  after 
his  wife,  Anna  Curtis,  and  to  the  building  up  of  the 
town  he  devoted  his  best  energies.  In  1882  he  began 
the  publication  of  the  Northwest  Enterprise  which 
was  later  merged  into  the  Daily  Progress.  Owning 
much  of  the  most  valuable  property  on  the  island, 
he  gave  liberally  in  land  to  induce  the  building  of 
a  railroad  up  the  Skagit  valley,  and  during  the 
boom  he  was  considered  a  very  wealthy  man.  Mr. 
Bowman's  faith  in  Fidalgo  island  was  something 
more  than  that  of  an  enthusiast,  it  became  a  part  of 
him,  and  so  firm  was  his  conviction  that  a  great 
destiny  was  in  store  for  the  town  he  had  founded 
that  subsequent  depression  did  not  even  dim  his 
cheerfulness.  Mr.  Bowman  was  no  ordinary  man; 
as  a  scientist  he  attained  high  rank,  and  in  Ottawa, 
Washington  City,  and  throughout  the  Pacific  coast 
he  was  recognized  as  an  authority  on  scientific 
matters.  He  was  a  member  of  the  California 
geological  survey,  of  the  geological  survey  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  and  of  the  American  institute 
of  mining  engineers,  and  had  been  a  personal  friend 
of  the  great  Agassiz.  His  tastes  were  simple  and 
his  manner  unaffected,  but  he  possessed  those  manly 
qualities  of  mind  and  heart  that  gained  for  him  a 
wide  circle  of  friends.  Of  gentle  and  charitable 
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disposition,  lie  often  impoverished  himself  to  enrich 
others,  and.  the  sad  news  of  his  demise  will  occasion 
in  many  hearts  a  feeling  of  personal  loss  which  only 
a  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  his  manly  virtues 
could  induce."  He  was  married  to  Anna  Curtis. 
His  family  consisted  of  four  children,  namely:  VI

At  present  he 
is  engaged  in  London  where  he  has  been  for  some 
years. 

588  VI  BOWMAN,  NOAH  S.,  was  born  near  Bloom- 
ingdale,  Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  October  23rd, 
1843.    He  spent  his  boyhood  days  in  attending  the 
public  schools  of  the  neighborhood  and  acquired  a 
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knowledge  of  the  branches  then  customary  to  be 
taught,  viz:  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  spelling. 
When  about  twelve  years  of  age  he  was  apprenticed 
to  learn  the  dry  goods  and  grocery  business  with 
John  B.  Snyder  &  Bro.  who  were  then  engaged 
as  general  merchants  and  doing  a  rushing  business 
in  Winterbourne,  Waterloo  County.  Here  young 
Bowman  remained  from  1855  until  1862.  When  Mr. 
J.  B.  Snyder  opened  his  new  store  in  Conestogo  he 
engaged  young  Noah  to  be  his  principal  and  con- 
fidential clerk.  So  well  was  J.  B.  Snyder  pleased 
with  him  that  at  the  end  of  two  years  the  two 
formed  a  partnership  which  existed  from  1864 
until  1872,  when  Mr.  Bowman  bought  Mr.  Snyder's 
interest  in  the  business.  From  that  time  up  to  the 
present  he  was  the  manager  and  proprietor  of  the 
large  business  now  carried  on  by  himself  and  his 
sons.  He  was  first  married  to  Emily  Webb  who  was 
born  in  Suffolk,  England,  February  2nd,  1847,  and 
died  March  27th,  1879.  After  the  decease  of  his  first 
wife  he  was  married  to  Sarah  Hysert  of  Lincoln 
County,  Ontario.  With  first  wife  he  had  a  family 
of  five  children,  viz: 

589  VII   BOWMAN,    GEORGE,    born    in   November,

591  VII  BOWMAN,  EMILY,  the  only  daughter,  is  at 
home  with  her  parents. 

592  VII  BOWMAN,  CHARLES,  was  born  November 
15th,  1875,  and  died  August  30th,  1876. 

593  VII  BOWMAN,  MILTON,  was  born  March  27th, 
1879,  and  died  July  31st,  1880. 
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594  BOWMAN,  ELIJAH  L.,  was  born  at  the  village  of 
Blair,  Waterloo  County,  October  7th,  1862.  His 
early  days  were  spent  in  and  around  Blair  where  he 
received  such  education  as  the  schools  of  his  time 
and  vicinity  afforded.  In  1881  he  went  to  Gait 
where  he  was  engaged  until  1889  when  he  went  t6 
Chesley,  Bruce  County,  where  ho  was  engaged  as 
manager  of  the  Sullivan  House  for  one  year.  Not 
finding  the  new  position  'to  his  taste,  he  left  after 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  engagement  and  came 
back  to  Hespeler  where  he  is  now  engaged  by  the 
proprietor  of  the  Commercial  House  as  general 
manager.  Here  he  is  held  in  high  estimation  by  all 
classes  of  people.  He  is  of  a  lively  disposition,  fond 
of  associates,  and  enjoys  himself  to  be  engaged  in 
the  innocent  sports  of  his  comrades.  It  seems  that 
nature  has  gifted  him  with  the  talent  of  making 
friends  with  almost  everybody,  and  consequently  is 
a  good  man  for  the  position  in  which  he  has  been 
engaged  the  last  number  of  years.  His  time  is  too 
limited  to  permit  him  of  seeking  a  partner  for  the 
future.

(Old  spelling,  Baehr.) 

595  III   BEAR,   MICHAEL,    was  a   native   of    York 
County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  born  in  1749. 
*His  forefathers  were  natives  of  Switzerland,  and 
emigrated  to  America  in  1715.     Soon  after  their 
landing  they  moved  westward  and  settled  in  Lan- 
caster County.    A  son  of  the  old  progenitor  settled 
in  the  county  of  York,  where  he  had  a  family  of 
several  sons,  one  of  whom  was  named  Gabriel  and 
one  Michael.    Of  Gabriel  no  information  could  be 
obtained.    Michael  had  a  family  of  several  children 
one  son  of  whom  was  named  IV  Martin. 

596  IV  BEAR,  MARTIN,  was  born  in  York  County, 
Pennsylvania,  in  1774.    At  the  time  when  he  was  a 
young  man,  real  estate  in  Pennsylvania,  especially 
in  the  older  counties,  became  so  high  in  price  that 
the  majority  of  farmer's  sons  who  wished  to  follow 
their    paternal    calling,    were   not   in   a   financial 
position  to  procure  a  farm  for  themselves,  hence  the 
desire  to  seek  homes  elsewhere.    This  caused  young 
Martin  to  make  a  journey  to  Canada  to  see  the 
country  before  he  would  move  here.    In  the  summer 
of  1800  he  arrived  at  old  Joseph  Schorg's  who  had 
located  on  the  Grand  River,  opposite  Doon,  a  few 
months  previously.      Finding   the   nature   of   the 
country,  soil,  timbers,  and  waters  even  beyond  his 
expectations,  he  decided  to  settle  here  and  imme- 
diately selected  a  tract  of  landf  situated  between 
Preston  and  Hespeler,  of  which  he  cleared  several

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acres  and  erected  a  small  log  house  thereon,  then 
returned  to  Pennsylvania.  Early  in  spring,  1801,  he 
in  company  with  his  wife  and  others,  moved  to 
Canada,  and  upon  their  arrival  here  each  party 
settled  on  the  locations  made  the  year  previously. 
In  a  few  years  nearly  all  these  early  settlers  had  com- 
fortable homes.  Old  Mr.  Martin  Bear  was  an 
ordained  minister  of  the  Mennonite  Church.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  that  was  ordained  in  this  county.* 
He  was  married  to  Catharine,  daughter  of  Abraham 
and  Anna  (Hunsicker)  Gingerich.  They  had  a 
family  of  thirteen  children,  viz: 

597  V  BEAR,  JOHN,  was  born  near  Preston,  Ontario, 
May  15th,  1804.  His  boyhood  days  were  spent  on 
his  father's  farm.  When  eighteen  years  of  age  he 
commenced  life  as  a  builder  and  contractor.  Many 
a  house  and  barn  still  standing  in  this  and  adjoining 
counties,  were  erected  by  him  between  the  years 
1823  and  1835.  He  was  also  the  possessor  of  a  beau- 
tiful farm  lying  between  Preston  and  Hespeler,  now 
/  owned  by  An  son  Groh.  Here  he  resided  until  the 
I  death  of  his  wife  in  1875.  Then  he  had  his  home 
with  his  youngest  son,  Joseph,  for  five  years.  In 
1880  he  went  to  live  with  his  son  John,  who  resides 
a  little  west  of  Boon,  where  he  died  happy  in  the 
Lord,  December  24th,  1894.  He  was  converted  unto 
the  Lord  when  a  young  man,  and  in  1833  he  joined 
the  Mennonite  Church.  On  December  2nd,  1838,  he 
was  ordained  as  Minister  of  the  Gospel  by  the  late 
Bishop  Benjamin  Eby.  His  field  of  labor  was  to  be 
at  "  Wanners,"  for  which  locality  he  was  ordained. 
In  1870—71  when  the  first  glimmerings  of  dissatisfac- 
tion were  observable  among  the  Mennonites,  Mr. 
Bear  was  an  active  worker  to  keep  up  the  unionf  but

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the  spirit  of  disunion  was  carried  so  far  (1873 — 4), 
which  ultimately  caused  a  division  into  the  old  and 
new  communions.  Mr.  Bear  joined  himself  with 
the  new  party  and  was  one  of  their  first  ministers. 
We  might  add  in  conclusion  that  his  educational 
attainments  were  very  limited.  Besides  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  simple  elementary  branches  of  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic,  he  in  his  youth  was  not 
favored,  as  the  country  was  new  and  the  schools  in 
their  primeval  state.  Being  possessed  of  a  very 
retentive  memory,  he  exhibited  a  great  taste  for 
reading  and  was  remarkably  fond  of  investigation. 
He  seldom  accepted  anything  without  first  giving  it 
due  consideration  and  careful  study.  What  little 
spare  time  he  was  able  to  snatch  from  the  labors 
of  the  farm,  he  studiously  devoted  to  the  reading  of 
such  works  as  came  within  his  reach.  His  library 
was  composed  of  books  pertaining  to  religious  and 
devotional  works.  He  was  well  versed  in  the  Bible 
and  works  of  a  religious  character.  On  February 
llth,  1827,  he  was  married  to  Anna,  daughter  of 
Cornelius  and  Anna  (Detweiler)  Pannabecker.  She 
was  born  near  Hespeler,  Waterloo  County,  Ontario, 
April  23rd,  1812,  and  died  February  16th,  1875.  They 
had  a  family  of  thirteen  children,  viz: 

598  VI  BEAE,  MAGDALEN  A,   was  born  December 
7th,  1827,  and  died  May  20th,  1846. 

599  VI  BEAR,  DAVID,  was  born  December  5th,  1828, 
and  resides  in  Huron  County,  Michigan,  where  he  is 
engaged  in  blacksmithing.    He  was  first  married  to 
Susannah  Witmer,  and  after  her  decease  he  married 
again,  but  name  of   wife  has  not  been   received. 
With  the  first  wife  there  are  five  sons,  namely:  VII

Pernilla,  VII  John,  VII  Mary,  and  VII  Rebecca. 

603  VI  BEAR,  REBECCA,  was  born  P'ebruary  22nd, 

1836.  She  is  married  to  John  Snyder,  a  farmer. 
They  reside  in   Clinton,  Huron  County,  Ontario. 
Their  family  consisted  of  three  children,  of  whom 
the  eldest  and  youngest  are  dead.    Their  names  are 
VII  Abraham,  VII  Levi,  and  VII  Mary  Ann.

1837.  He  was  a  builder  and  contractor,  and  resided 
in  West  Montrose,  Waterloo  County,  Ontario.

BECHTEL 

The  progenitor  of  this  numerous  family,  whose 
descendants  can  now  be  found  in  all  parts  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  emigrated  to  America  at 
a  very  early  date.  He  was  a  native  of  Switzerland. 
No  one  knows  and  no  one  can  tell  anything  beyond 
this.  Like  most  of  the  early  settlers  coming  to 
Pennsylvania,  this  old  pioneer  was  of  the  common 
class  of  people,  comparatively  poor  in  worldly  pos- 
sessions, and  upon  arriving  at  his  new  and  adopted 
home  had,  like  others,  quite  enough  to  do  to  provide 
for  himself  and  family  the  necessaries  for  subsis- 
tence. While  battling  and  contending  with  the 
many  hardships  and  privations  during  their  early 
pioneer  life  in  the  land  of  the  "  Free,"  it  seems  they 
neglected  to  keep  a  record  of  their  homes  left  in  the 
old  country  and  of  their  early  pioneer  life,  together 
with  that  of  their  families  and  other  events  pertain- 
ing to  their  early  settlements.  The  vail  of  "time," 
which  is  drawn  over  all  earthly  things,  is  let  down 
so  low  over  this  family  that  in  the  absence  of 
recorded  history  we  find  it  impossible  to  see  things 
beyond,  therefore  »we  have  to  make  the  beginning  of 
this  family  with  the  old  forefathers  who  were  born 
Americans. 

We  find  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  cen- 
tury four  "Bechtels"  came  to  Canada  and  settled  in 
the  county  of  Waterloo,  namely,  George,  commonly 
called  old  "  Yarrick,"  Abraham,  his  bother,  Joseph, 
the  minister,  and  George  E.,  who  settled  to  the  north 
of  Waterloo.  All  these  parties  were  related.  We 
find  that  the  father  of  Rev.  Joseph  Bechtel  and  the 
grandfather  of  George  B.  Bechtel  were  first-cousins, 
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and  according  to  the  statements  received  from 
various  parties,  we  find  that  old  "Yarrick"  and 
Abraham  were  second-cousins  to  old  George  B. 
Bechtel's  father,  consequently  (if  such  statements  be 
correct)  the  three  Bechtels  of  the  different  families 
were  second-cousins  to  each  other.* 

645  IV  BECHTEL,  EEV.  JOSEPH,    son    of    Martin 
Bechtel,  a  minister  of  the  Mennonites,  was  born  in 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  May  9th,  1761. 
He  was  married   March    5th,  1786,  to   Magdalena 
Allebach  who  was  born  September  21st,  1761,  and 
died  September  21st,  1837.    They  moved  to  Canada 
in  1802  and  settled  on  the  farm  situated  at   the 
mouth  of  the  Speed  River  where  it  meets  with  the 
Grand  River.

Dates  of  his  birth  and  death, 
and  to  whom  he  was  married  could  not  be  obtained 
when  the  writer  was  last  to  Montgomery  County, 
Pennsylvania,   and    it   is   doubtful    whether    any 
records  are  preserved  that  will  give  us  more  inform- 
ation pertaining  to  this  old  progenitor.    His  family 
consisted  of  *four  sons,  namely:  II  Isaac,  II  Abra- 
ham, II  Hannes,  and  II  Henry,  died  in  infancy.

910  I  BETZNER,  SAMUEL,  the  old  progenitor  of  this 
highly  respectable  family,  was  born  near  the  little 
village  of  Merspurg,  situated  on  lake  Constance, 
about  eight  miles  north-east  of  the  city  of  Constance, 
in  the  kingdom  of  Wurtenburg,  Germany,  in  1738. 
His  parental  residence  was  an  humble  cottage 
situated  about  a  mile  from  Merspurg,  and  his 
parents  were  plain,  honest,  wage-earners,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  German  Reformed  Church.  When 
Samuel  was  about  three  years  of  age  he  had  the 
misfortune  of  losing  his  father,  and  in  less  than  a 
year  thereafter  his  mother  died,  thus  leaving  him 
an  orphan  at  the  age  of  four  years.  *A  kind  and 
tender-hearted  neighbor  in  whose  services  the  lad's 
parents  had  been  for  many  years,  being  animated  by 
sympathy  for  the  poor  orphan,  adopted  him  as  his 
own  son.  Being  naturally  of  a  bright  mind,  young 
Samuel  availed  himself  of  the  opportunity  thus 
afforded  him  and  he  soon  became  a  favorite  among 
his  friends  and  neighbors.  He  had  so  well  gained 
the  love  and  esteem  of  his  foster-parents  that  they 
had  him  appointed  sole  heir  to  all  their  large  estate, 
worth  thousands  of  dollars.  All  went  well  until 
Samuel  was  about  sixteen  years  of  age,  when  an 
heir  was  born  unto  his  foster-parents.  After  this 
young  heir  had  made  his  appearance  in  the  family, 
it  became  evident  to  Samuel  that  sooner  or  later  his 
lot  would  prove  to  be  something  like  young  Ish- 
mael's,  however  he  did  not  wait  until  the  pitcher  of 
water  was  handed  to  him,  he  left  for  America  when

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seventeen  years  of  age.  He  arrived  at  Philadelphia 
in  1755  and  settled  in  Franklin  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. It  is  said  that  he  made  the  journey  from 
Philadelphia  to  Franklin  County  on  foot  and  that 
he  slept  in  barns  or  on  straw  in  the  fields  wherever 
night  overtook  him.  Mr  Betzner  was  subjected  to 
many  and  severe  trials,  partly  arising  from  the 
military  operations  then  harassing  the  country  and 
partly  from  his  former  co-religionists  in  forsaking 
the  German  Reformed  Church  and  joining  that  of 
the  River  Brethren  (Durikards),  but  all  these  trials 
were  endured  with  patience.  He  was  of  a  cheerful 
disposition  and  engaging  manners.  In  social  con- 
versation he  was  pleasingly  instructive.  His  only 
aim  in  this  life  seems  to  have  been  to  prepare  to 
meet  his  God  in  the  world  to  come.  This  good  old 
man  was  married  to  Maria  Detweiler  who  was  born 
in  1744,  and  died  near  Blair,  Ontario,  in  1806.  In 
1800  he  and  his  wife,  in  company  with  John  and 
Christian  Reichart,  moved  to  Canada.  Old  Mr. 
Betzner  settled  on  the  Grand  River,  opposite  Doon, 
his  farm  adjoining  that  of  old  Joseph  Shorg.  Here 
he  resided  until  his  death  which  took  place  in  1813. 
They  had  quite  a  family.  We  know  of  five  children, 
viz:

BINGEMAN. 


The  Bingeman  family  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada  are  all  descendants  of  Lawrence  Bingeman 
who  emigrated  from  near  Geneva,  Switzerland,  and 
arrived  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
April,  1730.  On  May  16th,  1730,  he  purchased  from 
one  named  Jacob  Reiff  100  acres  of  land*  situated 
in  Lower  Salford  Township.  In  a  very  short  time 
Mr.  Bingeman  had  quite  a  number  of  acres  cleared 

*  This  farm  was  in  possession  of  one  named  Abraham  B.  Alderfer  in  1888. 
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and  under  cultivation  and  had  the  first  farm  build- 
ings erected  thereon,  the  barn  of  which  was  covered 
with  tiles  instead  of  shingles.  His  useful  life  in 
the  land  of  the  "Free"  was  destined  to  be  short- 
We  find  that  in  June,  1733,  the  "Death  Summons" 
called  him  away  from  this  world  of  confusion  into 
the  world  of  "Peace  and  Joy"— the  abode  of  Angels- 
His  neighbors  always  found  him  a  pure,  honest, 
upright  and  God-fearing  man.  We  find  that  his 
estate  was  sold  by  public  auction  on  August  16th, 
1733,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  handed  over  to 
his  wife,  Anna  Margaret,  and  family.  Since  he 
died  without  a  will  we  have  no  means  of  ascertain- 
ing the  names  of  all  his  children.  Quite  likely 
there  never  was  more  than  one  child  in  the  family.f 
All  we  know  of  is  one  son  named  Hannes 
who  was  born  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  1731.  In  1762  he  was  married  to  Veronica 
Kiihler.  They  resided  in  Frederick  Township, 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  they 
followed  farming  until  their  deaths.  To  them  was 
born  a  family  of  several  children  whose  names  were 
not  received.  The  youngest  son  of  old  Hannes 
Bingeman  was 

1044  III  BINGEMAN,  JOHN,  who  was  born  in  Fred- 
erick Township,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, March  15th,  1783.

This 
school  Mr.  Bingeman  attended  for  a  few  short 
winter  months  for  several  years  in  succession.  In 
1842  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John 
and  Catharine  ( Shark)  Brubacher.  She  was  born 
December  13th,  1820.  After  their  marriage  they 
moved  on  their  farm  about  three  miles  west  of 
Berlin  where  they  resided  until  1882  when  they 
quit  the  farm  and  moved  to  the  town  of  Berlin 
where  they  own  a  beautiful  residence,  No.  Ill  S.

1092  II  BLIEHM,  JOHN,  was  born  in  1777  and    was 
married  to  Veronica  Sailor. 

1093  II  BLIEHM,  PHILIP,  was  born  in  1780  and  was 
married  in  1804  to  Esther  Bechtel,  widow  of  Daniel 
Cressman    with    whom    she   had    three   children, 
namely:   Elizabeth,  wife  of  old  Abraham  Weber; 
Abraham,  married  to  Mary  Schneider;  and  Mary, 
married  to  old  Henry  Wismer.     The  widow  was  a 
daughter  of  Abraham  Bechtel  and  was  born  in 
July,  1766.     Philip  Bliehm  and  his  wife  came  to 
Canada  in  May,  1806,  arriving  at  Blair  a  few  days 
after  the  great  fire  had  been  extinguished.     They 
settled  in  the  vicinity  of  Doon.    They  had  a  family 
of  four  children,  viz: 
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1094  III  BLIEHM,  JOHN,  was   born   in   Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania,  May  19th,  1805.     He  was  a 
year  old  when  he  came  to  Canada  with  his  parents. 
In  1827  he  was  married  to  Catharine,  daughter  of 
Henry  and  Susannah  Moyer.    After  being  married 
a  few  years  she  died,  leaving  no  children.     After 
her  decease  he  was  married  to  Mary  Strohm. 

1095  III  BLIEHM,  CHRISTIAN,  was  born  September 
20th,  1806.      He  was  married  to  Mary  Campbell. 
They  resided  for   many    years  on  the  farm  now 
occupied  by  John    B.    Schneider,    German   Mills, 
Ontario.

1096  III  BLIEHM,  ESTHER,   was   born   March   16th, 
1808,  and  on  January  29th,  1833,  she  was  married  to 
John  Stoeckle.

1097  III  BLIEHM,  JACOB,  was   born   January  20th, 
1810.    He  was  married  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
John  and  Barbara  Scheirich  who  resided  on  the  old 
"Hiestand  Farm"  two  miles  south  of  Berlin.     Hav- 
ing to  meet  a  payment  of  several  hundred  dollars  in 
the  bank  at  Dundas,  he  left  home  in  January,  1836, 
and  drove  to  Dundas  where  he  had  his  horse  put 
up  in  the  stables  of  the  McEwen  hotel.     This  was 
the  last  of  him.    A  few  days  afterwards  his  horse 
was  still  in  the  stable,  his  overcoat  was  hanging  in 
the  hotel,  but  no  deposit  was  made  in  the  bank. 
All  trace  of  him  since  then  has  been  lost.     Rumor 
has  it  that  he  was  murdered  in  the  McEwen  Hotel 
that  night  for  his  money  and  his  body  hid  in  an  old 
well  near  by  the  hotel.     A  year  or  so  after  this 
occurrence  there  were  a  number  of  bodies  (in  a  half 
decomposed  state)  found  in  this  well,  all  supposed  to 
have  been  murdered  in  this  hotel,  one  of  which 
bodies  is  said  to  have  favored  that  of  Bliehm's, 
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1098  IV  BLEAM,  JACOB,  the  eldest  son  of  Christian 
Bliehm,  resides  in  Osborne  City,  Osborne  County, 
Kansas,  U.  S.    His  wife's  name  was  Christina  Isler.

He  invented  the  sulky  hayrake  and  also  a  patent 
lever  gate.  He  moved  to  Michigan  after  the 
American  civil  war.  Nothing  has  been  heard  of 
him  since.

He  came  to  America  when  a  young  man  and  settled 
in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was 
married  to  Mary  Reichart,  sister  to  old  Christian 
Reichart  who  came  to  this  county  in  1800.    To  them 
were  born  six  children,  namely:  III  Jacob,  III  John, 
III  Daniel,  III  David,  III  Samuel,  and  III  Cath- 
arine.

BOWERS. 


1146  I  BOWERS,  SAMUEL,  was  a  native  of  Northum- 
berland County,  Pennsylvania.    In  1815  he  was  mar- 
ried to  Lydia  Sauers,  and  in  1825  they  moved  to 
Canada  and  settled  in  Waterloo  County,  Ontario, 
near  the  town  of  Berlin.     Their  old  home  is  now 
owned  by  the  heirs  of  the  late  Mr.  Richart.     To 
them  was  born  a  family  of  eleven  children,  viz: 

1147  II  BOWERS,  CYRUS,  the  eldest  son  of  Samuel 
and  Lydia  (Sauers)  Bowers,  was  born  in  Northum- 
berland   County,    Pennsylvania,    September    27th, 
1816,  and  came  to  Canada  with  his  parents  when 
nine  years  of  age.    Giving  early  indications  of  more 
than  ordinary  talent,  his  father  gave  him  what  was 
then  considered  a  first  class  education.     He  settled 
a  few  miles  south-west  of  the  town  of  Berlin,  on  the 
place  known  as  "The  Sweet  Briar  Farm."    Here  he 
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resided  until  a  few  years  before  his  death  when  he 
moved  to  Berlin  where  he  died  October  19th,  1889. 
Mr.  Bowers  always  took  a  lively  interest  in  all  the 
political  movements  of  the  day,  and  although  not 
conspicuous  as  a  politician,  yet  his  views  and 
opinions  had  great  weight  in  controlling  the  course 
of  the  party  with  which  he  sided.  His  judgments 
were  as  a  rule  without  a  fault,  and  so  well  were  his 
advices  and  counsels  given  to -parties  who  came  to 
him  for  advice  that  he  enjoyed  the  esteem  and 
the  high  consideration  of  his  numerous  friends 
unimpaired  until  his  death.  On  March  20th,  1838, 
he  was  married  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  George 
and  Barbara  (Wenger)  Eby.  She  was  born  April 
14th,  1814,  and  died  April  5th,  1843.  After  her 
decease  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Craft,  October 
1st,  1843.  She  was  born  January  29th,  1822,  and  at 
present  she  resides  with  her  daughter,  Matilda.  To 
Mr.  Bowers  were  born  seven  children,  three  of 
whom  were  of  the  first  marriage  and  four  of  the 
second,  viz: 

1148  III  BO  WEES,  REV.  JOHN  EBY,  the  first  mem- 
ber of  the  above  family,  was  born  October  18th, 
1839,  in  Waterloo  County,  Ontario  (then  called 
Upper  Canada).  He  lived  on  the  "  old  farm,"  two 
miles  south-west  of  the  town  of  Berlin,  until  he  was 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  then  went  "to  town"  and 
became  a  shop-boy,  or  clerk,  in  a  general  store.  In 
the  year  1860  he  named  the  home  of  his  boyhood, 
"Sweet  Briar  Farm,"  and  the  place  has  been  known 
by  this  name  ever  since.  He  was  engaged  in  the 
mercantile  business  for  about  six  years,  part  of  the 
time  in  the  village  of  Bridgeport,  afterwards  in 
Berlin,  and  in  the  year  1867  closed  up  his  affairs 
and  moved  to  the  West.  He  resided  with  his 
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family  in  the  state  of  Missouri  for  about  three 
years;  and  also  in  the  state  of  Kansas  for  the  same 
length  of  time,  where  he  followed  the  avocation  of 
a  book-keeper.  During  two  years  he  held  the 
position  of  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  United  States 
District  Court,  for  the  Western  District  of  Missouri, 
located  at  Jefferson  City,  the  capital  of  the  state. 
But  finding  that  sedentary  employment  did  not 
agree  with  his  health,  he  retired  from  his  position, 
and  began  to  prepare  himself  to  enter  the  ministry. 
At  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  Mr.  Bowers  had 
become  a  member  of  the  Church  of  the  New 
Jerusalem,  commonly  known  as  "  Swedenborgian," 
being  baptized  into  that  faith  by  the  pastor  of  that 
church  at  Berlin,  namely,  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Tuerk. 
In  the  year  1870  he  was  licensed  to  preach,  and  he 
continued  his  preparations  by  close  application  to 
the  study  of  the  doctrine  of  his^Church,  according 
to  the  Word  of  God,  under  the  direction  of  the  late 
Rev.  J.  P.  Stuart,  the  President  of  the  Missouri 
Association  of  the  New  Jerusalem.  And  on  May 
llth,  1873,  he  was  ordained  into  the  ministry  by  the 
minister  just  mentioned,  at  Jefferson  City,  Missouri. 
In  the  months  of  June,  1873,  he  returned  to  Canada. 
In  August  of  the  same  year  he  went  to  Pennsyl- 
vania, spent  a  few  weeks  in  Allentown,  in  that 
State,  and  arrived  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  Sep. 
tember  1st,  1873.  He  accepted  a  call  from  the 
Frankford  Society  of  the  New  Church,  in  Philadel- 
phia, and  at  once  entered  upon  his  duties  as  pastor, 
in  which  capacity  he  served  for  a  space  of  about 
four  years.  His  relations  were  pleasant,  and  he 
enjoyed  his  residence  with  the  kind  and  hospitable 
people  of  the  "  City  of  Brotherly  Love."  Circum- 
stances, however,  brought  about  a  change;  and, 
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under  the  guidance  of  the  Divine  Providence,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  was  led  to  go  to  Toronto, 
Ontario,  where  he  received  a  call  to  become  the 
pastor  of  the  New  Church  Society,  and  began  his 
ministry  in  the  month  of   October,  1877.    He  filled 
this  position  for  two  years;   and  then  in  October, 
1879,  began  his  labors  as  a  General  Missionary,  and 
has  continued  as  such  up  to  the  time  of  the  present 
writing.     For  five  years  he  travelled  most  of  the 
time  in  the   United  States,  devoting  most  of  his 
labors  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.    He  has,  how- 
ever, also  visited  many  places  in  all  the  Northern 
States,  as  far  south  as  Maryland  and  Virginia  in 
the  east,  and  as  far  west  as  Illinois  and  Minnesota. 
He  has  preached  and  lectured  in  no  less  than  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  different  places;  that  is,  in 
thirteen    States    of   the  American  Union  and  in 
Canada.    He  has  sold  many  thousands  of  volumes 
of   books,  and  has  distributed    vast   numbers    of 
religious  tracts,  all  of  which  contained  the  heavenly 
doctrines  of  the  Church  of  the  New  Jerusalem;  for 
the  spreading  abroad  of  the  edifying  literature  of 
the  Church,  is  a  legitimate  part  of  the  uses  per- 
formed by  a  missionary.  In  the  course  of  his  labors, 
this  missionary  has  travelled  an  aggregate  distance 
equal  to  three  tours  around  our  globe.     There  are 
few  who  are  personally  acquainted  with  as  many 
different    people    in   as    many    different  localities. 
During  the  past  six  years  Mr.  Bowers  has  been 
employed  as  the  missionary  of  the  Canada  Associa- 
tion of  the  New  Church.    He  is  still  filling  his  post; 
and  in  connection  with  his  work  he  visits  a  number 
of  places  in  Michigan,  spending  a  few  weeks,  or  a 
month  in  that  State  every  fall  and  spring.    His 
experiences  in  life  have  been  of  a  varied  character, 
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and  well  adapted  to  expand  the  thoughts  and 
affections  of  the  mind,  to  cultivate  and  deepen  the 
sympathies  toward  all  mankind,  and  especially 
toward  those  who  are  of  the  household  of  a  true 
and  living  faith  in  God.  Mr.  Bowers  has  also 
accomplished  something  as  an  author.  Many  of  his 
written  sermons,  in  both  the  English  and  German 
languages,  have  been  published  in  the  Church 
periodicals;  and  in  January,  1889,  there  was  pub- 
lished, as  the  product  of  his  pen,  a  neat  volume  of 
185  pages,  entitled:  "Missionary  Talks  on  Subjects 
of  New  Church  Doctrine."  The  book  has  been 
well  received  and  is  being  widely  circulated  in 
England,  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Mr. 
Bowers  is  married  to  Mary  Seiler  and  resides  in 
Toronto,  Ontario.  They  have  a  family  of  four 
children,  namely:  IV  Abiel  Silver,  IV  Almina  E., 
IV  Alberta  L.,  and  IV  Eaton  J.

(Now  spelled  Break.) 

1165  I  BRECH,  HANNES,  the  ancestor  of  the  family 
in  this  country,  was  a  native  of  Switzerland  and 
emigrated  to  this  country  at  a  very  early  date.  He 
was  of  Mennonite  ancestry,  arid  in  order  to  escape 
the  threatened  destruction  of  their  party  in  Europe, 
he,  with  others,  selected  Pennsylvania  as  their  place

of  refuge.  Tradition  has  it  that  the  old  ancestor 
emigrated  to  America  about  the  year  1751  and 
settled  in  what  is  now  Dauphint  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  died,  probably  in  1780.  It  is  impos- 
sible at  so  late  a  date  to  ascertain  the  names  of  all 
their  children,  however,  we  know  of  two,  a  daugh- 
ter named  II  Elizabeth,t  married  to  one  named 
Betzner,  who  never  resided  in  Canada,  neither  is 
there  anything  known  of  their  descendants;  and  a 
son  named  II  John.

BRICKER. 


The  old  progenitor  of  the  Bricker  family  whose 
descendants  are  here  traced  and  arranged  in  order 
by  branches  of  families,  emigrated  to  America  in 
17 18.  He  was  a  native  of  Switzerland  and  was  born 
about  the  year  1685.  When  he  was  thirteen  years 
of  age  his  father,  tHans  Brucker,  left  Switzerland 
and  moved  to  the  Pfaltz,  now  called  the  Palatinate. 
They  resided  in  the  vicinity  of  Zweibriicken  where 
they  died  when  their  son  Jacob,  the  old  progenitor, 
was  about  21  years  of  age.  Twelve  years  after  his 
parents'  deaths,  he  in  company  with  one  Hans 
Huber,  determined  to  seek  a  home  in  America  and 
settle  among  their  co-religionists.  Tradition  has  it 
that  they  left  Europe  in  spring,  1718,  and  arrived  at 
Philadelphia  in  August  of  the  same  year.  They 
made  their  journey  from  Philadelphia  to  their  place 
of  settlement  in  Lancaster  County  on  foot.  Like 
most  of  the  early  settlers  in  the  wilds  of  America, 
this  pioneer  was  of  the  common  class  of  people, 
comparatively  poor  in  worldly  possessions.  Soon 
after  his  arrival  he  was  married  to  Catharine  Mylin, 
whose  father  was  one  of  the  early  pioneers  of  Lan-

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caster  County.  This  young  couple  found  it  difficult 
to  make  any  headway  in  the  providing  of  a  home 
for  themselves.  When  they  first  started  house- 
keeping their  self-denials  and  many  privations 
proved  to  assist  them  in  the  acquiring  of  a  free  and 
independent  home.  In  following  their  motto,  "On- 
ward and  Upward"  they  soon  equalled  their  pioneer 
neighbors  in  possessing  earthly  possessions.  If  we 
allow  our  thoughts  to  run  back  unto  our  forefathers 
when  they  formed  their  early  settlements  in  this 
and  other  countries,  in  the  dawning  days  of  our 
American  or  colonial  times  and  their  coming  to 
Canada,  nothing  but  a  fragmentary  knowledge 
of  their  once  useful  arid  God-fearing  life,  with 
their  untold 'numbers  of  hardships  and  self -denials 
is  presented  unto  us.  The  dark  curtain  of  "time" 
is  drawn  so  low  over  their  history  and  has  become 
so  thick  that  in  the  absence  of  recorded  history  we 
do  not  know  much. 

1217  I  BEICKER,  JACOB,  the  old  progenitor  of  whom 
all  the  Brickers  in  Canada  and  the  United  States 
are  descendants,  as  stated  before,  was  born  in  the 
year  1685  and  came  to  Lancaster  County  in  1718. 
In  1719  he  was  married  to  Catharine  Mylin.J    They 
resided  in  Warwick  Township,  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  they  had  a  family  of  seven 
children,  of  whom  two  died  in  infancy.    The  names 
of  two  have  been  handed  to  the  writer,  namely:  II 
Jacob,  and  II  Peter.    Of   II  Jacob's  descendants 
nothing  is  known. 

1218  II  BRICKER,  PETER,  son  of  old  Jacob  Bricker, 
was  born  in  1720,  and  was  married  to  Mary,  daugh- 
ter of  Hannes  and  Elizabeth  (Eby)  Baehr/*     They

Bricker's  family,  was  born  in  1744,  and  was  married 
to  Christian  Eby  in  1760,  and  died  in  1810,  three 
years  after  her  youngest  son,  Bishop  Benjamin  Eby, 
had  moved  to  the  wilds  of  Canada.

She  was  born  December  llth,  1774,  and  died  Octo- 
ber 13th,  1866.    In  1802  they,  with  others,  moved  to 
Canada  and  settled  in  Waterloo  County,  near  the 
village  of  Blair  where  he  died.    After  his  death  the 
mother  had  her  home  with  her  son  David  who 
resided  near  Roseville  where  she  died.    They  had  a 
family  of   twelve  children,  two  of  whom  died  in 
infancy  and  are  buried  at  Blair.    There  were  three 
Johns,  the  first  died,  aged  nearly  nine  years;  the 
second  was  born  a  few  weeks  after  the  decease  of 
the  first;  and  after  second's  decease  they  named  a 
third  one  John. 

1222  IV  BRICKER,  PETER,  the  eldest  son  of  John  and 
Anna  (Erb)   Bricker,    was   born    in    Cumberland 
County,  Pennsylvania,  November   26th,  1793.     In 
1802  he   came  to   Canada  with  his   parents   who 
settled  near  the  present  village  of  Blair.     He  was 
married  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Simon  Cress,  who 
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settled  in  this  county  in  1806.  She  was  born  Feb- 
ruary 17th,  1792,  and  died  November  14th,  1854.  He 
died  January  25th,  1856.  After  their  marriage  they 
moved  on  the  farm  known  as  young  "Daniel 
Snyder's"  farm,  within  the  corporation  of  the  town 
of  Waterloo,  now  possessed  by  the  descendants  of 
John  E.  Brubacher.

1323  III  BRICKER,  SAMUEL,  the  youngest  son  of 
Peter  and  Mary  (Bear)  Bricker,  was  born  July  25th, 
1776.  He,  in  company  with  his  brother  John  and 
family,  Joseph  Bechtel  and  family,  and  others,  came 
to  Canada  in  spring,  1802.  They  took  up  land  in 
Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  near  Blair.  In  autumn, 
1802,  more  than  a  dozen  families  had  settled  within 
the  county.  In  March,  1803,  Mr.  Bricker  was 
obliged  to  visit  "Little  York"  (Toronto)  to  transact 
some  private  business.  While  there  he  received 
the  sad  intelligence  that  the  whole  of  the  township 
of  Waterloo  was  mortgaged. t  On  his  return  to 
Waterloo  he  informed  the  settlers  of  the  fact,  and 
in  order  to  prove  the  report  of  their  friend,  the 
settlers  appointed  Jacob  Bechtel  and  Samuel  Betz- 
ner  to  go  to  "Little  York"  and  make  a  thorough 
investigation  in  regard  to  the  mortgage.  To  their 
great  surprise,  they,  in  making  inquiry  at  the 
Registry  Office,  found  the  report  too  true  and  that 
the  amount  of  the  mortgage  was  $40,000,  covering 
60,000  acres  of  land.  Mr.  Samuel  Bricker  and 
Joseph  Shirk  were  appointed  by  the  settlers  to 
return  to  their  friends  in  Franklin,  Cumberland, 
and  Lancaster  Counties,  Pennsylvania,  to  make 
arrangements  in  raising  sufficient  money  to  lift  the 
mortgage,  upon  which  the  company  still  known 
as  the  "German  Company"  was  formed.  The  stock- 
holders entrusted  the  required  sum  of  money  to 
extinguish  the  mortgage  to  Samuel  Bricker  and 
Daniel  Erb  who  carried  it  all  the  way  to  Canada  on 
a  conveyance.  At  their  return  to  Canada  the 
money  was  paid  over  to  the  proper  parties  and  thus

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the  mortgage  was  cancelled.  In  1801  Mr.  Bricker 
was  married  to  Rebecca,  eldest  daughter  of  John 
and  Rebecca  (Hershey)  Eby.  She  was  born  April

settled  near  Chicopee,  a  little  north  of  Freeport/ 
Ontario,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Grand  River.  Their 
farm  is  now  in  possession  of  Richard  Gehl  who  is 
married  to  a  grand-child  of  old  Samuel  Bricker.

1348  I  BROWER,  HENRY,  one  of  the  original  settlers 
of  this  family,  came  from  Montgomery  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  born  May  3rd,  1780. 
On  November  23rd,  1806,  he  was  married  to  Eliza- 
beth Marias  who  was  born  November  29lh,  1783. 
In  the  year  1822  they  moved  to  Canada  and  settled 
at  Preston,  Ontario.  He  was  both  a  carpenter  and 
mechanic  by  trade.  During  the  summer  months 
he  was  engaged  in  putting  up  buildings  in  and 
around  Preston,  many  of  which  are  still  standing 
as  a  memorial  of  our  worthy  old  ancestor,  Mr. 
Brower.  During  the  long  winter  months  he  was 
busily  engaged  in  making  spinning  wheels  for  the 
young  ladiesf  (now  our  grandmothers)  of  Waterloo. 
The  writer's  mother  used  to  have  a  spinning  wheel 
mi  de  by  Mr.  Brower.  His  initials  "H.  B.  1831"  were 
stamped  on  the  end  of  frame.  Some  years  after  his 
arrival  in  Canada  he  took  up  auctioneering  at 
which  he  did  quite  a  business  for  a  number  of 
years.  His  advantage  over  other  auctioneers  was 
that  he  was  capable  of  conducting  sales  in  either 
English  or  German  language.  After  their  arrival 
in  this  country  they  settled  at  the  lower  end  of 

t  In  those  days  all  the  young  ladies  were  capable  of  spinning  both  flax  and  wool  and  _if 
one  could  not  spin  well  her  chances  of  getting  married  were  very  poor.  If  that  were  still 
the  case  how  would  our  ladies  of  the  present  fare. 
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Preston  where  they  resided  until  her  death  which 
took  place  March  8th,  1861.  After  the  death  of  his 
aged  partner  he  made  his  home  for  a  few  years  with 
his  daughter,  Elizabeth.  From  here  he  went  to  the 
home  of  his  daughter,  Mary  (Mrs.  Isaac  Clemens), 
where  he  spent  the  evening  of  his  life  in  comfort.

When  about  nineteen 
years  of  age  he  was  accidentally  shot  by  his  brother 
Ephraim  while  deer  hunting  in  the  township  of 
Blenheim,  Oxford  County. 

1358  I  BROWER,  JOHN,  a  distant  relative  of   Henry 
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Brower  who  had  settled  at  Preston,  Ontario,  in  the 
year  1822,  was  born  in  Montgomery  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, August  10th,  1803,  and  came  to  this  county 
when  a  young  man.  He  was  a  builder  and  con- 
tractor, and  assisted  in  putting  up  many  of  our  old 
bank  barns  of  the  northern  part  of  the  township  of 
Waterloo.  In  October,  1829,  he  was  married  to 
Catharine,  daughter  of  Henry  H.,  arid  Magdalena 
(Clemens)  Clemmer.  She  was  born  January  25th, 
1812.  After  their  marriage  they  moved  to  old  Jacob 
Kolb's,  who  then  resided  on  the  farm  now  owned 
by  Joseph  Kolb,  near  Breslau,  where  they  resided 
until  the  following  spring  when  they  moved  on 
their  farm,  now  owned  by  Jacob  Z.  Kolb.

1366  II  BROWER,  MARY  ANN,  is  married  to  Abra- 
ham S.  Clemens  and  resides  at  Green  Lake,  Mich- 
igan, where  he  is  engaged  in  farming.    See  Abraham 
S.  Clemens'  family. 

1367  II  BROWER,  MOSES,  is  married  to  a  Miss  Mur- 
ray and  resides  at  Caledonia,  Michigan,  where  he  is 
engaged  in  farming. 

1368  II  BROWER,  JOSEPH,  is  also  married  to  a  Miss 
Janzen.     He  resides  at  Petoskey,  Michigan,  where 
he  is  engaged  in  the  wood  and  lumber  business. 

1369  II  BROWER,  CATHARINE,  the  youngest  in  the 
family,  was  married  and  resided  in  Kent  County, 
Michigan,  where  she  died  many  years  ago.

1370  II  BRUBACHER,  JOHN,  from  whom  most  all  the 
Brubachers   in   America  are  descendants,    was  a 
son    of   old   I    Hans   Brnbacher   who    was    born 
in  Canton,  Zurich,  about  the  year  1685,  came  from 
Switzerland  to  America  about  the  year  1710.    He 
settled  on  the  Little  Conestoga,  about  two  miles 
west  of  Lancaster  City,.  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. On  September  27th,  1717,  he,  in  company  with 
one  named  Christian  Hershey,  took  out  a  warrant 
of  1000  acres  of  land  lying  on  the  Little  Conestoga, 
in  West  Hempfield  Township,  Lancaster  County. 
Here  on  this  tract  of  land  he  erected  the  first  grist 
and  saw  mill  in  the  county.     In  the  year  1718  the 
1000  acres  of   land  taken  up  by  the   above  said 
parties  was  equally  divided  by  a  line  running  east 
and  west,  John  Brubacher  retaining  the  lower  half 
of   the   tract.      It  is  not  known   for  a  certainty 
whether  he  was  married  when  he  came  to  America- 
A  note  taken  from  Rev.  Benjamin  Eby's  Record, 
seems  to  certify  as  though  he  were  married  ere  he 
came  to  America,  and  that  his  wife's  name  was 
Anna  Ernst.    *On  May  13th,  1729,  he  and  his  wife 
Anna  sold  and  conveyed  their  grist  and  saw  mills 
together  witli  ir>0  acres  of    land  to  one  Christian 
Stoneman.     Tradition  says,  he  was  under  the  im- 
pression that  the  "Milling  Business"  has  a  tendency 
to  lead  men  into  dishonesty.    They  had  a  family  of 
ten  children,  of  whom  the  eldest  was  named  III 
John. 

1371  III  BRUBACHER,  JOHN,  was  born  in  the  year 

*  From  J.  N.  Brubachei's  notes  on  History  of  the  Brubacher  Family. 
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1719,  in  West  Hempfield  Township,  on  their  large 
estate  taken  up  a  few  years  previously.  His  boy- 
hood days  were  spent  in  the  employment  of  his 
father  in  cultivating  the  large  farm.  He,  having 
somewhat  of  a  roving  spirit,  resolved  to  see  his 
father's  native  country,  Germany.  In  order  to  raise 
the  necessary  funds  for  such  a  long  journey,  his 
father  sent  him  to  Virginia  to  collect  rents  and 
installments  due  on  land  previously  sold  there,  but 
to  his  great  disappointment  at  his  return  home,  the 
neighbors  had  performed  the  kind  act  of  dissuading 
his  father  from  letting  him  go.  After  the  decease 
of  his  father  the  spirit  of  going  to  the  old  country 
was  again  troubling  the  son,  and  in  order  to  pacify 
this  spirit  he  left  his  mother,  brothers,  and  sister 
and  went  to  the  old  country  to  see  his  deceased 
father's  old  homestead.  Here  he  was  received  with 
the  greatest  joy  by  both  young  and  old.  In  those 
days  it  caused  great  joy  to  see  the  return  of  chil- 
dren whose  parents  had  moved  from  their  midst  to 
the  "New  World."  Some  one  must  have  been  par- 
ticularly well  pleased  to  see  this  young  son  of 
"America"  ("am  Harmes  sei  Johney"),  as  we  see. 
He,  after  spending  a  few  months  in  his  father's 
native  home,  was  married  to  Maria  Newcomer  (this 
well  pleased  party)  some  time  in  April,  1750.  Soon 
after  their  marriage  they,  in  company  with  his  first- 
cousin,  III  Abraham  Brubacher,  son  of  II  Abraham 
Brubacher,  came  back  to  America  and  settled  at 
Hammer  Creek,  in  Warwick  Township,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania.  Here  their  sweet  and  happy 
life  was  to  be  brief,  for  the  Lord  called  her  to  His 
mansions  beyond  the  skies,  December  15th,  1750, 
being  the  same  year  of  their  marriage.  After  the 
decease  of  his  wife  he  was  again  married.  This 
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time  the  one  of  his  choice  was  Maria,  eldest  daugh- 
ter of  Michael  Tanner. t  This  marriage  took  place 
April  30th,  1751.  She  was  born  February  llth,  1729, 
and  died  June  21st,  1802,  aged  73  years,  4  months, 
and  10  days.  John  and  Maria  (Tauner)  Brubacher 
had  a  numerous  family,  namely:  IV  John,  IV  Anna, 
IV  Maria,  IV  Jacob,  IV  Abraham,  IV  Magdalena, 
IV  Elizabeth,  IV  Veronica,  IV  Barbara,  IV  Chris- 
tian, and  IV  Henry  who  lived  only  an  hour  or  so. 

1372  IV  BRUBACHER,  JACOB,  the  fourth  member  of 
the  last  named  family,  was  born  June  llth,  1758. 
He,  in  1781,  was  married  to  Susannah  Erb  who  was 
born  March  17th,  1762,  and  died  January  22rid,  1844, 
aged  81  years,  10  months,  and  5  days.    They  com- 
menced "keeping  house"  on  the   old  "Brubacher 
homestead"    in    Elizabeth    Township,    Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania.    They  afterwards  moved  to 
Ephrata  village,  same  county,  to  what  is  now  called 
"Keller's  Mill,"  which  they  owned  and  also  the  farm 
adjoining  it.    Jacob  Brubacher  was  a  good  farmer 
and  a  successful  miller.    During  a  trip  on  business 
to  Philadelphia  he  contracted  the  yellow  fever  from 
which  he  died.     His  death  occurred  August  31st, 
1793,  aged  35  years,  2  months,  and  20  days.     His 
young  widow  devoted  her  time  arid  energies  nobly 
in  the  raising  of  her  family  of  seven  children.    Two 
of  the  family,  Maria,  married  to  Benjamin  Eby> 
and  John,  the  youngest  of  the  family,  moved  to 
Canada,  as  also  did  Elias,  a  son  of  Christian.     In 
the  year  1809  the  widow,  Susannah  Brubacher,  paid 
a  visit  to  her  daughter,  Maria,  who  then  resided  in 
Waterloo   Township,    Waterloo    County,    Ontario. 
Here  in  Waterloo,  Ontario,  she  met  her  parents, 
Christian  and  Maria  (Scherch)  Erb  who  had  moved 

t  Tauner  is  now  spelled  by  the  descended  Doner. 
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here  but  a  short  time  previously.  Her  three 
brothers,  Jacob,  Abraham,  and  John,  and  four 
sisters,  Elizabeth,  Barbara,  Anna,  and  Magdalena, 
were  all  married  and  had  moved  here  during  the 
years  1804—1807.  In  the  year  1816  she  paid  her 
second  visit  to  this  part  of  the  country.  This  time 
her  youngest  son,  John,  accompanied  her.  He  was 
unmarried  and  was  about  23  years  of  age.  She 
remained  here  two  years  with  her  son,  John,  who 
started  on  his  farm,  lot  No.  57,  German  Company's 
Tract.  After  his  marriage  she  returned  home  to 
spend  her  remaining  days  in  the  service  of  her 
Lord  more  fully  so  that  when  the  death  summons 
should  call  her  away  she  would  be  ready  to  meet 
her  Lord  in  peace.  It  is  related  that  on  her  last 
journey  over  the  Alleghanies  she  noticed  a  large 
rattle  snake  lying  on  the  middle  of  the  road,  she 
dismounted  her  pony  arid  with  a  well-aimed  blow 
she  killed  this  dangerous  serpent,  thus  proving  to 
be  a  woman  of  courage.  The  names  of  Jacob  and 
Susannah  (Erb)  Brubacher's  children  were  V  Jacob, 
V  John,  V  Henry,  V  Christian,  V  Mary,  V  Susan- 
nah, and  V  John.  Of  those  who  remained  in  Penn- 
sylvania we  shall  give  merely  names  of  children  £ 
but  of  those  members  of  the  above  family  who 
settled  in  Canada  we  shall  give  a  full  history. 

1373  V  BRUBACHER,  JACOB,  the  eldest,  was  born 
January  27th,  1782.  In  LS07  he  was  married  to 
Maria,  youngest  daughter  of  Christian  and  Catha- 
rine (Bricker)  Eby.  She  was  born  October  12th, 
1787,  and  died  April  16th,  1864.  They  resided  on 
the  old  "Brubacher  Homestead"  in  Elizabeth  Town- 
ship (part  of  Warwick),  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl-

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vania,  where  he  died  July  30th,  1854.  To  them  were 
born  nine  children,  namely:  VI  Susan,  VI  Mary,  VI 
Catharine,  VI  Sem,  VI  Henry  E.,  VI  Isaac,  VI 
Jacob  E.,  VI  Anna,  and  VI  Elizabeth. 

1374V  BRUBACHER,  JOHN,  was  born  September 
26th,  17^3,  and  died  of  smallpox  in  1792. 

1375  V  BRUBACHER,  HENRY,  was  born  October  21st, 
1785.    He  was  a  merchant  for  many  years  and  was 
familiarly  known  as  "Der  Unkel  Hennie"  (Uncle 
Henry).    His  death  took  place  April  26th,  1839.    He 
was  never  married. 

1376  V  BRUBACHER,  CHRISTIAN,  was   born    Sep- 
tember  18th,    1787.      In  1809   he  was  married  to 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Dula. 
bon)  Scherch.      She  was  born  in  1789  and    died 
April    5th,    1873.     He  died    February    14th,   1853. 
Their  family  consisted  of  nine  children,  namely:  VI 
Susan,  VI  Jacob  S,  VI  Elias  S.,  VI  John  S.,  VI 
Jonas  S.,  VI  Peter  S.,  VI  Abraham  S.,  VI  Christian 
S.,  and  VI  Henry  S. 

1377  VI  BRUBACHER,  ELIAS  S ,  the  third  member 
of  the  above  family,  was  the  only  one  of  his  father's 
family  who  settled  in  Canada.    When  a  young  man 
he  came  to  Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  and  settled 
about  three  miles  east  of  Breslau.    On  March  16th, 
1844,  he  was  married  to  Sarah  Ariss  who  was  born 
November  3rd,  1<S24,  and  died  December  5th,  1886- 
He  was  born  September  18th,  1814,  and  died  May 
9th,  1874.    Their  family  consists  of  nine  children, 
viz: 

137SV1I  BRUBACHER,  JOHN  A.,  was  born  March 
llth,  1844.  He  was  married  to  Mary  Moyer  who 
died  in  1872.  In  1873  he  was  again  married  to 
Hannah  Cook.  They  reside  on  part  of  his  father's 
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homestead  near  Sharitz  Station  where  he  is  engaged 
in  farming.  Mr.  Brubacher's  family  consists  of  six 
children,  of  whom  three  were  born  unto  his  first 
wife,  namely:  VIII  John  H.,  VIII  Lizzie  (dead), 
VIII  Cyrus,  VIII  Jacob,  VIII  Jemima,  and  VIII 
Addie. 

1379  VII  BRUBACHER,  SUSANNAH,  was  born  Octo- 
ber 30th,  1847.    She  is  married  to  Elias  Shantz,  an 
agent.     They  reside  in  the  town  of   Berlin.    To 
them  were  born  six  children,  namely:  VIII  Sarah, 
VIII   Jeremiah,  VIII  Leah,  VIII  Rosanna,  VIII 
Elijah,  and  VIII  Ida  Bricella. 

1380  VII  BRUBACHER,  CHRISTIAN,  was  born  De- 
cember 15th,  1849.      In    November,  1873,  he    was 
married  to  Jennet  Pringle  who  died  some  years  ago. 
In   March,  1895,  he    was  again  married  to  Mary 
Rahm.    They  reside  on  part  of  lot  No.  84,  German 
Company's   Tract,  which    is    part   of   his  father's 
homestead,    situated    about    three    miles   east   of 
Breslau.    To  him  and  his  first  wife  were  born  three 
children,  namely:  VIII  Jennie,  VIII  Maggie,  and 
VIII  Laurena. 

1381  VII  BRUBACHER,  FRANKLIN,  was   born  De- 
cember  23rd,  1852.      He   is   married   to   Hannah, 
daughter  of   David  and    Magdalena  (Brubacher) 
Musselman.    They  reside  about  two  miles  north  of 
Bridgeport  where  he  is  engaged  in  farming.     They 
have  no  family. 

1382  VII  BRUBACHER,  HENRY,  was  born  July  22nd, 
1855.    He  is  a  miller  by  trade.     He  is  married  to 
Louisa  Bowman.    They  reside  in  the  town  of  Berlin 
where  he  and  Mr.  Amos  Hilborn  are  joint  owners 
of  the  "East  End  Grist  Mills"  of  Berlin.     Mr  Bru- 
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bacher's  family  consists  of  three  children,  namely: 
VIII  Lyman,  VIII  Morgan,  and  VIII  Homer. 

1383  VII  BRUBACHER,    LIZZIE,   was    born    March 
21st,  1858.    She  is  unmarried  and  resides  with  Mr. 
Henry  M.  Brubacher,  near  Berlin,  for  whom  she 
keeps  house. 

1384  VII  BRUBACHER,  DAVID,  was   born    October 
10th,    1862       Some    years   ago   he    left    Waterloo 
County,  Ontario,  and  went  to  the  North  West.     At 
present  he  resides  at  Moose  Jaw,  Manitoba,  where 
he  is  engaged  in  farming.    He  is  not  married. 

1385  VII  BRUBACHER,  ELIAS,    was   born   October 
10th,  1865.      He  followed  the  mercantile  life  for 
quite  a  few  years.    During  the  past  year  (1894)  he 
was  engaged  in  the  East  End  Grist  Mills,  Berlin, 
in  delivering  flour  and  mill  feed  to  their  numerous 
customers.     In  May,   1895,  he  left   for  Didsbury, 
Alberta,  Canada,  where  he  has  purchased  160  acres 
of  land  and  is  now  engaged  in  farming.    He  is  not 
married. 

1386  VII  BRUBACHER,  AGNES,  the  youngest  in  the 
family,  was  born  July  27th,  1869.    At  present  she  is 
attending  the  Oshawa  Business  College,  preparing 
herself  for  some  profession.    She  is  not  married. 

1387  V  BRUBACHER,  MARIA,  was  born  August  6th, 
1789.    On  February  25th,  1807,  she  was  married  to 
Bishop  Benjamin  Eby  who  was  born  May  2nd,  1785, 
and  died  June  28th,  1853.     In  1807  they  moved  to 
Canada,  and  settled  at  Berlin,   Waterloo  County, 
Ontario,  where  she  died  August  18th,  1834.     To 
them  was  born  a  family  of  eleven  children,  namely: 
VI  Isaac,  VI  Elias,  VI  Susannah,  VI  Catharine,  VI 
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Maria,  VI  Benjamin,  VI  Henry,  VI  Christian,  VI

1388V  BRUBACHER,  SUSANNAH,  was  born  June

and  died  December  7th,  1838.  They  resided  in 
Lebanon  County,  Pennsylvania,  near  Shaefferstown, 
where  she  died  November  7th,  1878.  To  them 
were  born  eight  children,  namely:  VI  Michael  B., 
VI  Anna  B,  VI  John  B,  VI  Jacob  B.,  VI  Susan  B., 
VI  Samuel  B.,  VI  Henry  B.,  and  VI  Isaac  B.t 

1389V  BRUBACHER,  JOHN,  the  youngest  son  of 
Jacob  and  Susannah  (Erb)  Brubacher,  was  born  in 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  July  llth,  1793. 
In  1815  he  came  to  Canada^  and  selected  his  lot,  No. 
57,  German  Company's  Tract,  township  and  county 
of  Waterloo,  Ontario,  a  little  to  the  east  of  Berlin. 
Here  he  had  a  small  clearing  made  and  a  log  shanty 
erected  thereon.  Late  in  fall  of  the  same  year  Mr. 
Brubacher  returned  to  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, to  make  arrangements  for  moving  to  Canada 
the  following  spring.  Early  in  1816  he,  in  company 
with  his  mother,  moved  to  this  country  and  had 
their  home  with  Bishop  Benjamin  Eby.  As  soon 
as  the  log  shanty  on  his  large  farm  was  finished  he 
started  house-keeping  for  himself.  His  mother 
proved  to  be  his  female  assistant  for  one  year.  On 
March  6th,  1817,  he  was  married  to  Catharine, 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary  (Betzner)  Sherk.  She 
was  born  February  llth,  1798,  and  died  October  8th, 
1882.

BURKHOLDER. 


The  progenitor  of  this  family,  I  Christian  Burk- 
holder,  was  a  native  of  Switzerland.  He  was  born 
about  the  year  1707,  and  even  in  his  young  days 
became  a  strong  advocate  of  the  "Non-conformist" 
principles  of  religion.  Finding  the  opposition  of 
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the  "Church  Party"  becoming  too  strong,  he  medi- 
tated of  moving  with  his  family  to  the  "Land  of 
the  Free"  (America),  but  ere  the  appointed  time  of 
leaving  their  native  country  came,  he  took  sick  and 
died.  Shortly  before  his  death  he  advised  his  wife 
and  children  to  emigrate  from  Switzerland  and  pro- 
ceed to  America  where  they  might  settle  with  their 
countrymen  and,  better  still,  with  their  co-relig- 
ionists, the  Mennonites.  Soon  after  her  husband's 
death,  which  took  place  in  March,  1755,  the  widow 
with  her  family  of  six  children,  three  sons  and  three 
daughters,  set  sail  for  America  and  landed  at  Phila- 
delphia, in  July,  1755.  She  settled  in  Lancaster 
County  where  she  died  in  1789.  The  names  of  her 
six  children  whom  she  brought  to  America  are  II 
Christian,  II  Peter,  II  Ulrich,  II  Mary,  II  Anna, 
and  II  Veronica. 

1505  II  BURKHOLDER,  CHRISTIAN,  the  eldest  son 
of  I  Christian  Burkholder,  was  born  in  Switzerland, 
June  1st,  1746,  and  was  nine  years  old  when  he 
came  to  America  with  his  mother.    He  was  married 
to  Anna  Groff  who  died  October  llth,  1795.    He 
died  May  13th,  1809. 

1506  II  BURKHOLDER,  PETER,  the  second  son  of  I 
Christian  Burkholder,  was  born  in  1748.     Nothing 
is  known  of  his  descendants.    Neither  do  we  know 
anything  of   the  three  daughters  of  I  Christian 
Burkholder.   They  were  all  older  than  the  sons  and 
may  have  been  married  and  left  numerous  heirs  but 
up  to  the  present  no  information  has  been  received. 
We  shall  now  take  up  the  family  of  the  younger 
son. 

1507 II    BURKHOLDER,     ULRICH,    was     born     in 
Switzerland  in  February,  1750.     In  July,  1755,  he 
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came  to  America  with  his  mother.  No  information 
in  regard  to  whom  he  was  married  has  been 
received.  We  know  his  family  consisted  of  five 
children,  namely:  III  John,  III  Peter,  III  Christian, 
III  Elizabeth,  and  III  Mary. 

1508  III  BURKHOLDER,  JOHN,   resided   near   Bow- 
mans  ville,   Lancaster    County,    Pennsylvania,    and 
had  a  numerous  family. 

1509  III  BURKHOLDER,  PETER,  also  resided  in  Lan- 
caster  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  had  a  family. 
No  information   received   of   John's   and   Peter's 
descendants. 

1510  III  BURKHOLDER,  CHRISTIAN,  the  third  son 
of  Ulrich  Burkholder,  was  born  February  3rd,  1783. 
He  was  married  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Joseph 
and  Mary  (Bear)  Baumann.     She  was  born  July 
10th,   1788,  and  died  September  18th,  J  861.     They 
moved  to  Canada  in  1818  and  settled  in  the  county 
of  Waterloo,  one  mile  north  of  the  town  of  Water, 
loo,  on  the  farm  now    possessed   by    Christopher 
Huether.     This  farm  Mr.  Burkholder  purchased 
from  old  Peter  Livergood  for  $1200.     It  contained 
100  acres,  25  of  which  were  cleared,  and  on  it  were 
erected  a  small  log  house  and  a  log  barn.     They 
had  a  family  of  six  children,  viz:

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1512  IV  BURKHOLDER,  DANIEL,  son  of  Christian 
and  Elizabeth  (Bauman)  Burkholder,  was  born  in 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  August  26th,  1812, 
came  to  Canada  with  his  parents  in  1818,  and  settled 
on  lot  No.  13,  German  Company's  Tract,  one  mile 
north  of  the  town  of  Waterloo  where  he  was  raised. 
On  July  13th,  1834,  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Peter  and  Susannah  (Bomberger)  Erb. 
She  was  born  December  31st,  1814,  and  died  January 
12th,  1881.    After  their  marriage  they  moved  on  a 
farm  near  New  Germany,  being  composed  of  lot  No.

After  landing  at 
Philadelphia,  Mr.  Christrier  parted  with  his  sister, 
Maria,  and  her  husband  who  moved  to  Ohio,  while 
Mr.  Christner  and  family  moved  to  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  where  they  resided  for 
several  months.  Hearing  of  the  many  German 
settlements  being  made  in  Canada  and  the  encour- 
agement received  by  his  co-religionists  to  move 
thither,  he  was  soon  ready  to  continue  his  journey 
to  Canada.

1609  IV  CHRISTNER,  BARBARA,  died,  aged  about 
fifteen  years. 
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1610 IV  CHRISTNER,  ELIZABETH,  twin  sister  to 
Barbara,  is  married  to  Christian  Otto,  a  farmer. 
They  reside  near  Haysville,  Ontario.  To  them 
were  born  five  children,  namely:  V  Catharine  Ann, 
V  Sidney,  V  Milton,  V  Phoebe,  and  V  Abbie. 

1611 IV  CHRISTNER,  CAROLINE,  is  married  to 
Simon  Shantz.  They  reside  near  Haysville,  on  his 
father's  old  farm.  Their  family  consists  of  three 
children,  namely:  V  Avon,  V  Melvin  Russel,  and  V 
Lynden  Lloyd.

t Among  the  early  Mennonites  who  came  1o  Penn- 
sylvania was  one  named  II  *  Gerhardt  Clemens,  son 
of  I  Jacob  Clemens,  who  arrived  at  Philadelphia  in 
1709.  He  settled  in  Skippack,  Montgomery  County, 
where  he,  February  14th,  1718,  purchased,  of  David 
Powell,  a  tract  of  land  containing  300  acres,  situated 
on  the  north-east  branch  of  the  Perkiomen  Creek. 
After  the  purchase  was  made  the  old  progenitor 
cleared  away  the  forest  and  erected  his  log  cabin  on 
the  west  side  of  the  small  stream  aforesaid.  He 
soon  made  additional  purchases  of  land.  We  find, 
in  April,  1734,  he  was  the  owner  of  690  acres  of 
land.  In  1726  he  built  the  first  grist  mill§  in  Lower 
Salford  Township,  Montgomery  County.  To  JGer- 
hardt  and  his  wife,  Ann,  were  born  three  sons 
named  III  Abraham,  III  Jacob,  and  III  John,  and 
several  daughters,  the  name  of  one  was  III  Ann. 

t  From  the  History  of  Lower  Salford  Township,  by  James  Y.  Heckler. 

*  Notes  taken  from  his  diary  which  he  kept  in  the  German  language,  showing  that  his 
father's  name  was  Jacob,  and  that  Gerhardt,  the  old  pioneer,  was  born  in  Germany  in  1680. 
On  March  8th,  1709,  he  settled  with  his  brother,  John  Clemens,  for  goods  purchased  in  his 
store.  This  shows  that  he  ha9  a  brother  named  John  who,  according  to  tradition,  had 
settled  in  New  York  where  he  was  engaged  as  a  merchant.  It  is  also  said  that  he  had  a 
brother  named  Jacob  who  had  settled  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania. 

§  The  mill  was  built  along  a  hill.  The  front  was  two  stories  high  while  the  back  was 
only  one  story.  The  mill  was  pulled  down  in  1823. 

t  Gerhardt  Clemens  died  about  1745. 
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The  descendants  of  III  Jacob  and  his  wife,  Barbara, 
are  quite  numerous  in  Montgomery  and  other  coun- 
ties of  Pennsylvania.  He  (Jacob)  resided  on  part 
of  his  father's  farm  while  III  John,  his  brother, 
received  the  mill  and  part  of  the  old  farm.  He  had 
a  family  of  several  children,  one  son  named  IV 
Gerhardt.  No  information  has  been  received  in 
regard  to  the  daughters  of  II  Gerhardt's  family. 
We  shall  now  follow  the  descendants  of  the  oldest 
son  of  II  Gerhardt,  viz: 

1617  III  CLEMENS,  ABRAHAM,  was  born  in  Mont, 
gomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1710.  On  May 
27th,  1741,  his  father  conveyed  260  acres  with  build- 
ings and  improvements  to  him  for  £270,  being  a  part 
of  his  father's  extensive  real  estate.  Here  he  and  his 
wife,  Catharine,  resided  many  years.  He  died  some 
time  during  the  beginning  of  May,  1776.  We  find 
his  will  was  made  March  9th,  1776,  and  probated 
May  31st  of  the  same  year.  His  will  made  ample^ 
provision  for  his  widow,  Catharine.  Their  family 
consisted  of  ten  children,  viz: 

161SIV  CLEMENS,  GEORGE,  eldest  son  of  Abraham 
and  Catharine  Clemens,  was  born  in  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1732.  When  a  young 
man  his  father  paid  him  his  portion  of  legacy  and 
he  left  Montgomery  County  and  went  to  Chester 
County,  same  state,  where  he  invested  in  real  estate 
in  both  Pikeland  and  Charlestown  Townships.  In 
1760—61  he  erected  a  grist  mill  where  he  made  quite 
a  fortune.  He  was  married  to  fElizabeth  Carlisle. 
They  lived  retired  for  several  years  when  he  died 
in  September,  1813,  aged  about  81  years.  To  him 
and  his  wife  Elizabeth  were  born  quite  a  family  but 

t  She  was  of  Quaker  descent  and  was  well  educated.  According  to  report  she  was 
skilled  in  medicines,  proving  herself  to  be  the  doctoress  for  miles  around  her  home  during 
the  colonial  days. 
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the  names  of  only  two  sons  have  been  handed  to  the 
writer,  namely:  V  Abraham  and  V  George  who 
both  settled  in  the  county  of  Waterloo,  Ontario. 

1619  V  CLEMENS,  ABRAHAM,  was  born  in  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1764.    He  was  married  to 
Rebecca  Miller  who  was  born  in  1763  and  died  in 
1819.    They  moved  to  Canada  in  1809  and  settled  in 
Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  near  Hespeler,  where  he 
died  in  1819.    To  them  were  born  eight  children,  viz: 

1620  VI  CLEMENS,  NATHAN,  eldest  son  of  Abraham 
and  Rebecca  (Miller)  Clemens,  was  born  in  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  March  5th,  1790.     He  came 
to  Canada  with  his  parents  when  19  years  old.     He 
was  married  to  Veronica,  daughter  of  Rev.  Joseph 
and   Magdalena    (Allenbach)    Bechtel.     She  was 
born  February  17th,  1794,  and  died  December  19th, 
1879.    They  resided  on  the  farm  now  in  possession 
of  David  Rife,  north-east  of   Hespeler.     He  was 
killed  by  lightning  November  llth,  1832.    After  his 
decease    the    widow    was    married   to    Christian 
Strohm,  and  after  his  decease  the  widow  married 
the  third  time.

Russell  (dead),  IX  Warden,  IX  Martin  (dead),  IX

1626  VIII  CLEMENS,  ENOCH,  the  eldest  son  in  family, 
was  born  May  10th,  1849.    He  is  unmarried  and 
resides  in  Calgary,  Alberta,  where  he  is  engaged  in 
painting. 

1627  VIII  CLEMENS,  DAVID,  was   born   November

1730  V  CLEMENS,  GEORGE,  younger  son  of  George 
and    Elizabeth    (Carlisle)    Clemens,    was   born   in 
Pikeland  Township,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania, 
July  17th,  1777.     His  boyhood  days  were  spent  on 
his  father's  farm  and  during  the  winter  months  he 
attended  the  public  school  and  received  such  an 
education  as  the  times  afforded.    It  is  well  known 
that  the  facilities  for  obtaining  a  good  common 
school  education  were  at  that  time  far  inferior  to 
what  they  now  are.      While    visiting   friends  in 
Montgomery  County  during  the  winter  of  1799  and 
1800,  Mr.   Clemens  was  informed  that   numerous 
families  intended  to  move  either  to  the  western  part 
of  the  state  or  to  Ohio,  and  even  some  were  med- 
itating of  moving  to  Canada,  the  way-out-of-the- 
world  country.    No  sooner  was  he  in  possession  of 
this  information  than  he  hunted  up  such  parties 
who  were  making  preparations  to  move  to  Canada 
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in  order  to  receive  all  the  information  that  could  be 
obtained  of  this  country  at  that  time.  Upon  his 
return  home  he  informed  his  father  of  what  he  had 
heard  in  regard  to  Canada.  After  listening  to  his 
son  for  some  time,  his  father  said:  "Well  George,  if 
all  be  true  that  you  have  heard  in  regard  to 
Canada,  it  truly  must  be  a  good  country  to  go  to  in 
order  to  seek  one's  fortune,  but  take  my  advice,  first 
go  and  see  the  country  for  yourself."  During  the 
winter  of  1800—1  seven  families  of  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania,  made  arrangements  for  mov- 
ing to  Canada  which  company  Mr.  Clemens  joined. 
Het  drove  one  of  the  teams  and  in  May,  1801,  he 
arrived  where  now  the  village  of  Blair  is  situated. 
After  making  a  thorough  inspection  of  this  country 
he  found  everything  beyond  his  expectations  and 
immediately  selected  his  land  on  which  he  settled. 
This  was  about  one  mile  east  of  Preston,  near 
Speedsville,  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  his  grand- 
son, Isaac  B.  Clemens.  After  having  cleared  several 
acres  of  his  land  he  erected  a  small  log  house  and 
commenced  housekeeping.  In  course  of  time  he 
found  the  words  recorded  in  Genesis  2:18  to  be  true, 
he  therefore  amended  or  improved  his  condition  in 
life  by  taking  to  himself  a  wife  in  the  person  of 
Esther  Stauffer  who  was  born  December  18th,  1790, 
and  died  August  17th,  1836.  After  her  decease  he 
was  married*  to  Elizabeth,  the  widow  of  David 
Histand.  She  was  a  daughter  of  old  George 
Bechtel  and  was  born  August  8th,  1792,  and  died 
July  21st,  1885.  Old  Mr.  George  Clemens  died 
August  10th,  1863.  To  him  and  his  first  wife  was 
born  a  family  of  eighteen  children,  viz:

Their 
family  consists  of  one  son  named  VII  Harry  GL, 
born  March  7th,  1884. 

1911  VI  CLEMENS,  WILLIAM  D.,  was  born  May  19th, 
1850.    He  is  unmarried  and  resides  at  Port  Elgin, 
Ontario. 

1912  VI  CLEMENS,  ELIZABETH,  was  born  February 
2nd,  1853.    She  is  married  to  Henry  Kalbfleisch,  a 
carpenter.      They  reside  in  Port  Elgin,  Ontario. 
Their  family  consists  of  six  children,  namely:  VII 
Clarence  R.,  VII  Lillian  M.,  VII  Lida  C.,  VII  Eldon 
GK  (dead),  VII  Morris  O.,  and  VII  Charles  E. 

1913  VI  CLEMENS,  BARBARA  ANN,  was  born  Jan- 
uary 31st,  1853.    In  1873  she  was  married  to  Patrick 
Cummings  who  was  born  in  1851.

1914  VI  CLEMENS,  JOSEPH  DODGE,  the  youngest 
in  the  family,  was  born  November  29th,  1858.     He

resided  in  Hasting,  Michigan,  where  he  died  Octo- 
ber 14th,  1893,  without  any  issue. 


In  conclusion  with  this  numerous  family  we  shall 
add  one  more  name  and  that  a  very  familiar  one  to 
all  our  older  residents  of  the  county,  viz: 

1915  *CLEMONS,  DAVID,  was  born  in  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania,  November  3rd,  1791.  He 
was  a  distant  relative  of  all  those  of  his  name.  He 
came  to  this  county  when  a  young  man  and  soon 
took  an  active  part  in  the  improvement  of  the  same. 
During  the  years  1833 — 35  he  resided  in  Berlin. 
From  here  he  moved  on  the  farm  now  possessed  by 
John  K.  Devitt,  then  he  moved  to  the  vicinity  of 
Preston  where  he  died  April  8th,  1852.  In  1836  he 
was  clerk  for  Waterloo  Township  and  also  collector 
of  taxes  for  the  same  township.  He  may  have  held 
this  position  for  several  years.  His  family  consisted 
of  four  children,  viz: 

CLEMONS,  LOUISA,  was  married  to  Stauffer 
Clemens.  See  Stauffer  Clemens'  family. 

CLEMONS,  LUCINDA,  was  married  to  Abraham 
Masters.  See  Abraham  Masters'  family. 

CLEMONS,  WILLIAM,  and  his  brother, 

CLEMONS,  SAMUEL,  left  Canada  when  young 
men  (neither  of  them  being  married)  and  settled  in 
Wisconsin,  U.  S.  Nothing  further  heard  of  them 
since.

CLEMMER. 

19161  CLEMMER,  VALENTINE  ("Velte"),  was  the 
first  by  that  name  to  come  to  America.  Tradition 
has  it  that  he  came  to  Philadelphia  in  1717  and 
thence  to  Montgomery  County  where  we  find  him, 
in  1728,  engaged  in  the  ministry  of  the  Mennonite 
Church.  It  is  said  that  he  was  a  bishop  of  the 
Mennonites  ere  his  coming  to  America.  It  is  not 
known  to  whom  he  was  married  nor  what  number 
of  children  he  raised.  We  have  the  names  of  two 
sons,  II  Abraham  and  II  Henry.  There  were  other 
sons  but  their  names  have  not  been  handed  to  the 
writer,  Tradition  has  it  that  II  Abraham  was  mar- 
ried to  a  Maria  Mosser  and  II  Henry  to  Anna 
Honsberger. 

1917  III  CLEMMER,  HENRY  M,  son  of  II  Abraham, 
was  born  in  Franconia  Township,  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  April,  1783,  and  died 
August  13th,  1866.  In  1806  he  was  married  to  Sarah 
Bergey  who  was  born  in  March,  1786,  and  died 
April  7th,  1867.  They,  in  company  with  others, 
moved  to  Canada  and  arrived  at  old  Christian 
Shantz's,  one  mile  south-east  of  Berlin,  in  May, 
1822.  During  the  summer  he  purchased  from  H. 
Lamb,  a  farm  situated  near  Preston.  On  this  place 
he  resided  until  1837  when  he  made  a  deal  with 
Christian  Erb,  exchanging  this  place  for  one  of  over 
two  hundred  acres,  situated  two  miles  north  of 
the  town  of  Waterloo.  Here  they  resided  until 
their  deaths.  They  had  a  family  of  eight  children, 
all  of  which  were  born  in  Franconia  Township 
except  John,  the  youngest,  who  was  born  in  Canada. 
The  names  of  the  children  are  as  follows: 
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1918  IV  CLEMMER,  MARIA,  was  born  December  20th, 
1807.    Died  very  young. 

1919  IV  CLEMMER,  SUSANNA,  was  born  December 
29th,  1810.     She  was  married  to  Joseph  Hallman  of 
Blenheim   Township,    Oxford   County.      For   her 
descendants  see  Joseph  Hallman's  family. 

1920  IV  CLEMMER,  SARAH,  was  born  December  21st, 
1812,  and  died  January  4th,  1877.    She  was  first 
married  to  Jacob,  son  of  Dilman  Ziegler,  with  whom 
she  had  one  son  named  V  Aaron.    After  the  de- 
cease of  her  first  husband  she  was  married  to  John 
Sitler  with   whom   she   had  a  family   of   twelve 
children.    See  John  Sitler's  family. 

1921 IV  CLEMMER,  LEAH,  was  born  October  14th, 
1814.  She  was  married  to  John  Bergey.  After 
their  marriage  they  resided  in  Preston,  from  there 
they  moved  to  Ohio,  U.  S.,  in  1850.  Their  descend- 
ants are  all  in  Ohio  and  Indiana. 

1922 IV  CLEMMER,  RACHEL,  was  born  December 
15th,  1816.  On  November  14th,  1837,  she  was  mar- 
ried to  Jacob  Sitler.  They  resided  on  the  farm 
now  possessed  by  Moses  Bearinger,  her  son-in-law, 
with  whom  she  has  her  home.  She  is  still  hardy 
and  quite  active.  She  had  a  family  of  six  children. 
See  Jacob  Sitler's  family. 

1923  IV  CLEMMER,  ABRAHAM  B.,  was  born  in  Fran- 
conia  Township,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania, 
March  2nd,  1819.  In  1822  he  came  to  Canada  with 
his  parents.  He  was  raised  near  Preston.  In  1837 
his  father  moved  from  Preston  to  the  "Clemmer 
Farm"  two  miles  north  of  the  town  of  Waterloo. 
On  October  28th,  1845,  he  was  married  to  Lydia 
Shantz  who  was  born  March  1st,  1825.  In  1846  they 
moved  on  the  farm  now  possessed  by  Lorentz  Spitiz, 
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a  few  miles  north  of  Bloomingdale.  Here  they 
resided  until  1862  when  they  purchased  Jacob  B. 
Betzner's  farm,  one  mile  north  of  Breslau.  Here  he 
still  resides  with  his  son,  Abraham  B.  She  died 
April  15th,  1887.  They  had  a  family  of  eight  chil- 
dren, viz:

1927  V  CLEMMER,  MENNO,  was  born  September  5th, 
1852,  and  died  April  26th,  1867. 

1928V  CLEMMER,  REBECCA,  was  born  January 
22nd,  1855,  and  died  April  30th,  1889.  She  was 
married  to  Moses  Weber,  February  13th,  1877. 
They  resided  on  a  farm  four  miles  east  of  Berlin, 
near  Chicopee.  Their  family  consisted  of  seven 
children,  namely:  VI  Lydia  Ann,  VI  Abraham,  VI 
Elmina,  VI  Elam  (dead),  VI  Adaline,  VI  Menno 
(dead),  and  VI  Alvin. 

1929  V  CLEMMER,  HANNAH,    was    born    February 
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24th,  1857.  On  February  24th,  1878,  she  was  married 
to  John  Woolner.  They  reside  on  a  farm  near  Chic- 
opee.  They  have  six  children,  namely:  VI  Malinda, 
VI  Elmina,  VI  Addison,  VI  Nelson,  VI  Luanna 
(dead),  and  VI  Irena. 

1930V  CLEMMER,  ABRAHAM  B.,  was  born  July 
10th,  1859.  He  resides  on  his  father's  farm  and  is 
also  agent  for  The  Bell  Telephone  Company.  He 
was  married  to  Magdalena  Kraft  and  after  her 
decease  he  was  married  to  Ellen  Stauffer.  With 
first  wife  there  are  two  children,  namely:  VI  Irene 
and  VI  Austin;  and  with  second  wife  there  are  two 
children,  namely:  VI  Oriel  and  VI  Byron.

(Detweiler  is  spelled  three  different  ways  by  different  branches  of  the  family.) 

Tradition  has  it  that  the  ancestor  of  this  family, 
was  a  native  of  Switzerland  and  came  to  America 
at  a  very  early  date  and  was  one  of  the  first  settlers 
of  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania.§  According 
to  the  information  received  from  the  late  Rudolph 
Detweilerf  of  Bloomingdale,  Ontario,  the  old  pio-

2343 II  DEVITT,  DENNIS,  the  fourth  son  of  his 
father,  I  Dennis,  was  born  in  New  Jersey,  August 
18th,  1813.  After  his  mother  returning  to  New 
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York  State,  his  father  had  him  placed  with  David 
Shantz  who  resided  near  Berlin,  on  the  farm  now 
possessed  by  David  Shuh.  Here  he  was  raised  and 
on  May  2nd,  1837,  he  was  married  to  Magdalena 
Keller  who  was  born  January  27th,  1819.  After  his 
marriage  he  resided  for  over  a  year  with  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  David  Shantz,  his  foster-parents.  In  1838  they 
moved  on  their  farm,  four  miles  west  of  Berlin, 
on  the  Petersburg  Road,  where  they  resided  for 
thirty-six  years.

At  present  he  resides  at  Aldborough,  Elgin 
County,  Ontario.    He  is  a  minister  of  the  Gospel 
and  belongs  to  the  Canada  Conference  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Association  of  North  America.    His  field  of 
labor  is  in  Aldborough,  formerly  he  was  stationed 
in  the  county  of  Renfrew.     He  is  married  to  Anna 
Staebler.

She  is  not  married  and  resides  with  her 
mother  whom  she  assists  in  performing  all  her 
household  duties,  besides  makes  home  comfortable 
and  pleasant  for  her  in  her  old  days. 


EBY. 


The  Ebys  belong  to  the  Celts,  an  ancient  race  of 
Asiatic  origin  who  formerly  inhabited  southern, 
central  and  western  Europe.  During  the  early  ages 
they  lived  in  the  northern  part  of  Italy  where  they 
were  brought  "from  heathendom  to  the  worshipping 
of  the  true  and  living  God  through  the  labors  of 
the  Vaudois,  with  whom  they  came  in  contact  at  a 
very  early  date.  They  soon  became  strict  adherents 
to  the  Vaudois'  faith.  Between  the  years  1300  and 
13-20  the  Ebys,  with  others,  left  Lombardy,  their 
Italian  home,  crossed  the  Alps  and,  after  leading  a 
wandering  life  for  some  years,  settled  in  Canton, 
Berne.  Mere  they  led  a  God-fearing  life  and  were 
rigid  in  the  keeping  of  their  primitive  faith  and 
form  of  worship. 

During  the  reformation  they  were  subjected  to  the 
same  persecutions  as  other  protestants  in  northern 
Europe.  After  the  founding  of  the  Mennonite 
body  in  1537  by  one  of  the  early  reformers  named 
Simon  Menno,  a  native  of  Holland,  the  Ebys,  with 
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others,  united  with  Simon  Menno's  party,  now 
known  as  Mennonites. 

As  early  as  1683  we  find  in  some  old  records  that 
one  named  Jacob  Eby  was  ordained  bishop  of  the 
Mennonite  body  in  Canton,  Zurich.  The  State 
party  again  getting  the  ruling  power  into  their 
hands  laid  the  Mennonites  open  to  persecution,  and 
not  wishing  to  resist  the  authority  of  the  State,  a 
number  of  these  Mennonites  left  Switzerland  and 
went  to  the  "Palatinate"  or  Pfaltz,  an  old  German 
division  now  discarded  on  maps.  Here  they  resided 
for  some  time  when  they  were  again  troubled  by 
their  enemies  for  not  conforming  to  the  laws  and 
church  of  the  State.  The  laws  of  the  state  were 
not  so  much  violated  by  these  parties,  only  they 
would  not  take  up  arms  nor  would  they  speak  in 
favor  of  war  but  took  a  decided  stand  against  all 
manner  of  war,  hence  their  frequent  abuses  by  the 
State  parties. 

When  William  Penn,  by  his  agents,  offered  free 
homes  to  persons  of  all  religious  denominations, 
quite  a  number  of  Mennonites  from  Switzerland, 
Germany,  Pfaltz,  and  Holland  moved  to  America 
and  settled  in  Pennsylvania. 

They  had  this  assurance  that  if  once  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, they  could  worship  God  according  to  their 
views  of  the  teaching  of  the  Bible  and  the  dictates 
of  their  own  consciences,  which  they  considered 
more  than  a  recompense  compared  with  their  losses 
and  privations  in  forsaking  their  native  land. 
Among  the  numerous  parties  thus  quitting  their 
parental  homes  and  coming  to  the  wilds  of  America 
was  Theodorus  Eby. 

2357  I  EBY,  THEODORUS,  our  ancestor,  was  the  son 
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of  Jacob  Eby*  who  was  ordained  bishop  of  the 
Mennonites  in  Switzerland  in  1683.  He  was  born 
in  Canton,  Zurich,  Switzerland,  April  25th,  1663. 
He  being  a  strict  Mennonite  in  faith,  left  Switzer- 
land about  the  year  1704  on  account  of  the  religious 
persecutions.  From  1704  till  1715  he  resided  in  the 
Palatinate,  Germany.  Finding  persecutions  equally 
severe  as  in  the  country  previously  left,  he  in  com- 
pany with  his  family  and  other  co-religionists,  left 
for  Philadelphia  in  spring  of  1715.  Some  time  in 
August  of  the  same  year  he  settled  on  what  is  now 
called  Mill  Creek,  at  a  place  now  known  as  Roland's 
Mill,  situated  south  of  New  Holland  and  near  the 
line  of  Earl  and  Leacock  Townships,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  t  Here  he  resided  until  his 
death  and  enjoyed  the  privileges  and  freedom  of 
religion  for  which  he  had  to  suffer  persecutions  and 
trials  in  Europe.  He  died  in  September,  1737.  His 
end  was  peace.  The  old  progenitor  had  a  family  of 
six  children,  five  sons  and  a  daughter.  Their 
names  were  II  Peter,  II  Hannes,  II  Jacob,  II  Chris- 
tian, II  Elizabeth,  and  II  David.  The  sons  were 
skilled  in  the  various  mechanical  arts  so  that  with 
their  assistance  the  old  ancestor  built  a  mill  and 
erected  such  other  buildings  as  were  required, 
without  employing  persons  outside  of  his  family 
save  for  the  burning  of  charcoal  to  supply  the 
smith  forge  which  process  they  themselves  did  not 
sufficiently  understand.! 

2358  II  EBY,  PETER,  eldest  son  of  I  Theodoras  Eby, 
was  married  to  Annie  Mylin  and  had  a  family  of 
three  sons,  namely:  III  John,  III  Jacob,  and  III 
Christian.

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2359  III  EBY,  JOHN,  the  eldest  son  of  Peter  Eby,  was 
married   to   Mary    Gerber.*      They   resided  near 
Lititz,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.    He  died 
while  yet  comparatively  young,  leaving  a  family  of 
five  children.    Whether  they  all  arrived  at  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years  is  doubtful  and  as  far  as  can  be 
ascertained  there  were  but  two  sons,  IV  David  and 
IV  Peter  who  remained  in  Pennsylvania. 

2360  IV  EBY,  DAVID,  was  born  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania,  February  23rd,  1785.      The"  house  in 
which  he  and  the  IV  Rev.  Benjamin  Eby  made 
arrangements  in  regard  to  the  moving  to  Canada  is 
still  standing  and  occupied  by  a  son  of  Henry  E. 
Brubacher.     On  June  21st,  1807,  David  Eby,  in  com- 
pany with  Benjamin  Eby  and  wife,  Joseph  Schnei- 
der and  wife,  Peter  Erb  and  wife,  Daniel  Eby, 
Samuel  Eby,  Daniel  Erb,  and  others,  arrived  at 
George  Eby's  who  resided  on  the  farm  now  owned 
and  occupied  by  Jacob  B.  Shantz,  one-half  mile 
south-east  of  Berlin.    He  made  his  home  for  a  few 
months  with  Peter  Erb  for  whom  he  cleared  ten 
acres  of  forest.    Peter  Erb  had  settled  on  the  west 
side  of  the  Grand  River,  one  mile  north  of  Bridge- 
port.   David  Eby  was  always  happy  and  merry, 
even  while  at  his  work  clearing  away  the  large 
trees  of  the  dense  forest  he  was  either  singing  or 
whistling  most  of  the  time.    On  May  8th,  1810,  he 
married  Elizabeth  Bechtel  who  was  born  March 
5th,  1787,  and    died   January    15th,    1844.      They 
resided  on  lot  No.  32,  German  Company's  Tract, 
where  he  died  April  1st,  1860.    They  raised  a  family 
of  eleven  children,  viz: 

2361  V  EBY,  JOSEPH,  the  eldest  son  of  David  Eby, 
was  born  March  25th,  1811,  and  died  April  15th,

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1871.  After  quitting  the  farm  he  went  to  the  town 
of  Waterloo  and  engaged  himself  to  Daniel  Snyder, 
in  whose  services  he  was,  as  clerk  in  store,  for 
several  years.  He  was  married  to  Magdalena 
Bingeman  who  was  born  October  llth,  1822,  and 
died  August  18th,  1865.  After  their  marriage 
they  moved  to  St.  Jacobs  where  they  kept  hotel  for 
many  years.  After  the  decease  of  his  first  wife  he 
was  married  to  Margaretta  Cress.  To  him  were 
born  eight  children,  seven  of  whom  were  born  unto 
his  first  wife. 

2362  VI  EBY,  SARUCH,  was  born  January  21st,  1849. 
When  eighteen  years  of  age  he  commenced  to  teach 
in  our  public  schools.  He  was  married  to  Mary  Ann 
Hagey  who  was  born  August  2nd,  1845,  and  died 
June  15th,  1884.  •  They  had  a  family  of  six  children, 
namely:  VII  Corena,  VII  Alvin,  VII  Addison,  VII 
Milton,  VII  Arianna,  and  VII  Wesley  who  died  in 
1883,  a  few  weeks  after  his  father.    In  1881  or  82,  he, 
in  company  with  his  brother-in-law,  Noah  Haug, 
engaged  in  the  woollen  manufacturing  business  in 
Nottawa,  Ontario.    After  being  thus  engaged  for 
a  little  over  a  year,  he  took  consumption  and  died 
March  21st,  1883. 

2363  VI  EBY,  ISRAEL,  was  born  January  24th,  185 J. 
He  is  unmarried  and  when  residing  in  this  county 
has  his  home  with  Eli  Horst  near  Waterloo. 

2364  VI  EBY,  HANNAH,    the   eldest   daughter,    was 
born  July   6th,  1854.      She    is   married  to  Peter 
Wenger.    They  reside  in  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan, 
and  have  a  family  of  nine  children,  namely:  VII 
Saranes,  VII  Addison,  VII  Lydia  Ann,  VII  Edgar, 
VII  Calvin,  VII  Ada,  VII  Ervine,  VII  Ivan  Earl, 
and  the  youngest  child's  name  was  not  received.

2368  VI  EBY,  MARY  ANN,  was  bom  January  2nd, 
1864.      She  is  married  to  Nathaniel  Martin.      At 
present  they  reside  on  the  farm  of  Peter  Good,  near 
the    Martin    Mennoiiite    Meeting    House.      Their 
family    consists   of   three    children,    namely:    VII 
Manasseh,  VII  Isaiah,  and  VII  Ezra. 

2369  VI  EBY,  LYDIA  ANN  C.,  the  only  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Margaretta  (Cress)  Eby,  was  born  June 
12th,  1871.      She  is  unmarried  and  has  her  home 
with  her  mother  who  resides  in  Berlin. 

2370  V  EBY,  MARY,  eldest   daughter  of   David  and 
Elizabeth  (Bechtel)  Eby,  was  born.  October  12th> 
1812.      She  was  married  to  Amos  Cressinan  and 
resided  on  a  farm  in   Wellesley  Township,  near 
Hawksville,  Ontario,  where  she  died  November  8th, 
1884.    They  had  a  family  of  eight  children,  namely: 
VI  Magdalena,  VI  Isaac,  VI  Elizabeth,  VI  Veronica, 
VI  Elias,  VI  Enoch,  VI  Mary,  and  VI  Susannah. 
See  Amos  Cressman's  family. 
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2371  V  EBY,  MAGDALENA,  the  second  daughter  in 
the  family,  was  born  December  12th,  1813.      On 
April  30th,  1833,  she  was  married  to  John  Betzner 
who  was  born  February  13th,  1808,  and  died  Feb- 
ruary 6th,  1854.     After  Mr.  Betzner's  decease  she 
was  married,  June  19th,  1855,  to  Abraham  Hiestand. 
After  Mr.  Hiestand's  decease  she  was  married  to 
Mr.  Joseph  Hallman.      When  married  the  third 
time  she  resided  near  New  Dundee,  Ontario,  where 
she  died  April  2nd,  1886.     With  her  first  husband 
she  had  six  children,  namely:  VI  David,  VI  Noah, 
VI  Moses,  VI  Elizabeth,  VI  Leah,  and  VI  Mary  (see 
Nos.  926  to  951),  and  with  Mr.  Hiestand  she  had 
one  child  named  VI  Magdalena.

2416  VI  EBY,  ENOCH  S.,  was  born  April  5th,   1867. 
He  is  residing  in  Port  Elgin,  Ontario,  and  is  not 
married. 

2417  VI  EBY,  MARY  ANN,  was  born  May  1st,   1870. 
She  is  unmarried  and  resides  with  her  mother. 

2418  VI  EBY,  HENRY  S.,  was  born  September  24th, 
1872.    He  resides  in  Port  Elgin,  Ontario,  and  is 
unmarried. 

2419  VI  EBY,  NELSON,  the  youngest  son  of   Enoch 
and  Magdalena  (Schneider)  Eby,  was  born   May 
27th,  1877.    He  has  his  home  with  his  mother  who 
resides  in  Port  Elgin. 
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2420  II  EBY,  CHRISTIAN,  the  fourth  son  of  I  Theo- 
doras Eby,  was  born  in  Switzerland,  February  12th, 
1698.    He  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Mayor,  a  mem- 
ber of  one  of  the  families  that   emigrated   with 
Theodoras.      Christian   and   his   wife   settled   on 
Hammer  Creek,  in  Elizabeth  Township,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  about  three  miles  north  of 
Lititz.    Here  he  died  about  the  15th  day  of  Septem. 
ber,  1756,  and  his  wife  died  December  12th,  1787. 
They  had  a  family  of  ten  children,  namely:  III 
Christian,  III  John,  III    Barbara,  III   Peter,  III 
Anna,  III  Andrew,  III  George,  III  Elizabeth,  III 
Samuel,  and  III  Michael. 

2421  III  EBY,  CHRISTIAN,  the  eldest  of  the  above 
family,  was  born  near  Lititz,  Lancaster    County, 
Pennsylvania,  February  22nd,  1734.     He  was  mar- 
ried to  Catharine  Bricker.     They  retained  the  old 
"Eby  Homestead"  situated  on  Hammer  Creek.     He 
greatly  improved  the  dwelling  house  erected  by 
his  father  in  1754.    The  dressed  sandstone  in  front 
wall  bears  date  1754  and  names  of  Christian  Eby 
and  his  wife  Elizabeth.     fThe  house  and  barn  on 
the  old  homestead  were  in  their  time  considered 
stately  buildings.    The  house  had  originally  a  large 
chimney  in  the  centre  with  fire  place  in  nearly 
every  room  on  first  and  second  story;  it  had  an 
arched  cellar  underneath,  walnut  and  oaken  pan- 
neled  partitions,  with  some  of  the  window  sashes 
hung  on  'cords  with  lead  weights.    The  barn  was 
built  99  feet  long  (only  that  long  so  as  not  to  offend 
a  neighbor  who  shortly  before  had  built  a  barn  of 
the  boasted  length  of  100  feet).    The  walls  of  both, 
particularly  so  of  the  house,  are  good  and  solid  to 
this  day.    Christian  was  a  large,  well  proportioned 

t  From  Simon  P.   Eby's  notes. 
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and  athletic  man,  retaining  unusual  health  and 
vigor  of  both  body  and  mind  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  was  an  elder  in  the  Mennonite  Church 
and  wore  a  long  beard,  which  in  his  later  years  had 
turned  white.  Regular  stated  Mennonite  meetings 
were  held  at  his  house,  until  a  building  for  that 
purpose  was  erected  in  his  neighborhood.  He  lived 
during  the  Revolutionary  War  and  foraging  parties 
took  off  some  of  his  horses  and  cattle,  carrying  with 
them  large  quantities  of  flour  and  grain  from  his 
mill.  On  one  occasion  his  wife's  pewter  dishes  and 
spoons  and  an  oven  full  of  newly  baked  bread  and 
pies  shared  the  same  fate.  During  the  winter  in 
which  the  American  Army  was  encamped  at  Valley 
Forge  a  number  of  disabled  soldiers  were  quartered 
in  the  old  Lutheran  Church  near  Brickerville,  and 
were  supplied  weekly  with  milk  and  other  neces- 
saries of  life  from  his  and  neighboring  farms.  As 
already  stated,  he  died  September  14th,  1807,  and 
lies  buried  in  the  family  graveyard  on  top  of  the 
hill  opposite  the  buildings  of  the  said  place.  His 
wife  Catherine,  who  is  said  to  have  been  an  amiable 
and  greatly  esteemed  person,  survived  him  several 
years.  They  had  a  family  of  twelve  children,  as 
follows:  IV  Elizabeth,  IV  Christian,  IV  Peter,  IV 
John,  IV  Andrew,  IV  Catharine,  IV  Barbara,  IV 
Anna,  IV  George,  IV  Maria,  IV  Benjamin,  IV 
Maria.  IV  Barbara  and  IV  Benjamin  were  the 
only  two  of  the  family  that  settled  in  Canada. 
The  descendants  of  the  others  are  all  to  be  found 
in  Pennsylvania  and  the  Western  and  Pacific  States 
with  the  exception  of  Sem  Wissler,*  one  of  the  sons 
of  Anna  who  was  married  to  Jacob  Wissler. 

2422 IV    EBY,    BARBARA,   the    third    daughter    of- 

*  See  family  of  Sem  Wissler, 
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Christian  Eby  and  his  wife,  Catharine  Bricker,  was 
born  April  29th,  1774.  On  February  21st,  1798,  she 
was  married  to  Joseph  Schneider  who  was  born 
May  24th,  1772,  and  died  October  27th,  1843.  She 
died  March  13th,  1843.  In  1807  they,  in  company 
with  some  of  the  Ebys  and  Erbs,  moved  to  what  is 
now  Berlin,  Waterloo  County,  Ontario.  They  set- 
tled on  lot  No.  17,  U.  B.,  of  the  Township  of 
Waterloo,  now  forming  part  of  the  town  of  Berlin. 
The  old  homestead  is  now  owned  by  a  grandson^ 
Samuel  B.  Schnieder.  Here  they  raised  a  family  of 
seven  children,  as  follows:  V  Catharine,  V  Jacob  E., 
V  Elizabeth,  V  Veronica,  V  Mary,  V  Joseph,  and 
V  Moses  E.  See  Joseph  Schneider's  family. 
2423  IV  EBY,  BENJAMIN,  the  sixth  son  and  eleventh 
member  of  the  family  'of  Christian  Eby  and  his 
wife,  Catharine  Bricker,  was  born  on  the  old  home- 
stead on  Hammer  Creek,  Warwick  Township,  Lan- 
caster County,  Pennsylvania,  May  2nd,  1785.  Ben. 
jamin  spent  his  boyhood  days  on  the  farm  and  in 
his  father's  cooper-shop  making  barrels  for  the  mills. 
He  received  a  fair  common  school  education,  and 
during  the  long  winter  evenings  he  continued  his 
studies.  He  had  free  access  to  his  father's  books, 
as  well  as  to  his  brother  John's  library.  He  was 
not  very  strong  and  it  used  to  be  the  common 
saying  among  the  neighbors:  uAus  'em  Benniegebts 
ka  Bauer,  er  muss  Schulrnaster  werre!"— "Bennie 
will  never  make  a  farmer,  he  must  become  a  school- 
teacher." On  May  21st,  1804,  he  was  baptized  in  the 
Conestogo  Mennonite  Meeting  House  by  Bishop 
Christian  Burkholder,  and  on  the  same  day  he  was 
admitted  as  a  member  of  that  body.  In  1806  he 
came  to  Canada  for  the  first  time.  On  May  24th  of 
the  same  year  he  came  to  what  is  now  Berlin.  Here 
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he  remained  with  his  cousin,  George  Eby,  who  then 
resided  on  the  place  now  known  as  the  Jacob  Y. 
Shantz  farm.  He  purchased  his  land  (the  farm 
now  possessed  by  Mr.  Moses  Betzner),  had  a  small 
clearing  of  about  two  acres  made  during  August, 
then  made  preparations  for  the  erection  of  a  log- 
house  which  was  put  up  and  completed  during  the 
following  winter.  On  November  4th  lie,  in  com- 
pany with  others,  set  out  for  home.  The  mode  of 
travelling  in  those  days  was  on  horse-back.  On 
February  25th,  1807,  he  was  married  to  Mary,  daugh- 
ter of  Jacob  and  Susannah  (Erb)  Brubacher.  She 
was  born  August  6th,  1789,  and  died  of  cholera 
August  Lsth,  1884.  On  June  21st,  1807,  the  follow- 
ing party  arrived  at  George  Eby's,  Berlin,  viz: 
Benjamin  Eby  and  wife,  Joseph  Schneider  and 
wife,  David  Eby,  Daniel  Eby,  John  Eckert,  Fred- 
erick Vogt,  Peter  Erb  and  wife,  Daniel  Erb,  Samuel 
Eby  and  a  few  others.  On  the  80th  day  of  the  same 
month  he  took  possession  of  his  farm.  On  Novem- 
ber 27th,  1809,  he  was  ordained  as  a  minister  in  the 
Mennonite  Church,  and  on  October  llth,  1812,  he 
was  ordained  bishop  in  that  body.  No  sooner  was 
Benjamin  Eby  ordained  as  minister  than  he  advo- 
cated strongly  the  building  of  meeting-houses.  His 
idea  was  to  have  houses  of  worship  built  in  which 
to  hold  regular  services.  Private  houses,  he  said, 
answered  the  purpose  very  well  as  long  as  the  mem- 
bership was  small,  but  since  we  have  had  such  a 
large  increase  in  membership  it  has  become  neces- 
sary for  us  to  have  churches.  He  found  strong 
opposition  at  first,  but  the  Erbs,  Schneiders,  Bru- 
bachers,  Ebys  and  a  few  others,  agreed  with  him  on 
this  point,  and  the  result  was  that  a  log  church 
was  erected  in  1813.  (See  cut.)  In  this  church 
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Bishop  Eby  taught  school  during  the  winter 
months.  The  first  regularly  organized  school  in 
this  section  was  held  in  a  little  log  house  situated 
near  "Indian"  Sam  Eby's  residence,  now  known  as 
"Jacob  Fry's  old  place,"  on  the  south  side  of  the

road  leading  from  the  "Two  Bridges"  to  Mill  Creek, 
near  the  former  residence  of  Jacob  Y.  Shantz. 
This  building,  containing  but  one  room,  was  erected 
for  a  private  house,  but  the  party  ordering  its 
erection  failed  to  make  his  appearance,  hence  it  was 
turned  into  a  school  house  and  utilized  as  such 
until  the  church  was  built  in  1813.  The  school  was 
first  opened  some  time  in  October,  1809,  by  Mr. 
John  Beatty,  a  native  of  Ireland,  who  came  to  the 
Eby  Settlement,  as  Berlin  was  then  called,  some 
time  during  the  summer  of  the  same  year.  After 
being  convinced  that  Mr.  Beatty  had  a  fair  English 
education,  the  following  parties,  viz.,  Benjamin  Eby, 
Joseph  Schneider,  George  Eby,  Samuel  Eby  ("In- 
dian Sam"),  Jacob  Erb  and  others,  engaged  him  as 
their  teacher  for  the  winter  months.  School  was 
generally  closed  the  week  before  Easter.  Among 
the  first  pupils  who  attended  this,  the  first  school 
opened  in  Ebytown,  we  find  David  Erb,  George 
Eby,  Catharine  E.  Schneider,  Jacob  E.  Schneider, 
Elizabeth  E.  Schneider,  Nancy  Eby,  John  Eby, 
Peter  Eby  and  others.  Mr.  Beatty  was  re-engaged 
as  their  teacher  in  the  fall  of  1810,  and  according  to 
the  statements  given  me  by  some  of  the  old  pupils, 
he  must  have  taught  there  three  or  four  years  in 
succession.  After  the  erection  of  the  Mennonite 
church  in  1813  the  school  was  moved  to  that  place, 
where  Bishop  Eby  taught  for  many  winters  in 
succession.  In  1833  it  was  thought  advisable  to 
erect  a  new  church,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  log 
church  was  too  small  to  accommodate  the  large 
congregations  that  assembled  here  to  worship.  In 
1834  the  large  church  still  standing  was  erected. 
(See  cut.)  This  church  is  still  known  as  Eby's 
Meeting  House,  or,  "  's  Eby's  Versammlungshaus." 
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After  the  decease  of  Bishop  Benjamin  Eby's  first 
wife  he  was  married  to  :Magdalena  Erb,  widow  of 
old  Abraham  Erb,  the  founder  of  Waterloo.  Bishop 
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Eby  died  June  28th,  1853.    To  him  and  his  first 
wife  was  born  a  family  of  eleven  children,  viz: 

2424  V  EBY,  ISAAC,  the  eldest  son  of  Benjamin  Eby, 
was  born  in  Berlin,  July  30th,  1808.     He  spent  his 
single  days  at  home  on  his  father's  farm.    On  Octo- 
ber 30th,  1831,  he  was  married  to  Veronica,  daughter 
of  John  and  Mary  (Shantz)  Shoemaker,  who  was 
born  February  2nd,  1815,  and  died  July  20th,  1894. 
In  November  of  the  same  year  of  their  marriage 
they  moved  on  their  farm,  situated  two  and  one- 
half  miles  east  of  Berlin,  being  the  north- west  part 
of  lot  No.  120,  German  Company's  Tract,  in  the 
township  and  county  of  Waterloo,  containing  by 
admeasurement  188  acres.     The  farm  was,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  acres  where  their  first  house  and 
log  stables  stood,  heavily  timbered  with  all  kinds  of 
hard  wood.     Wolves,  bears  and  deer  were  quite 
numerous  then,  and  the  howling  of  wolves  was 
their  evening  band.     Here  they  lived  for  nearly 
forty-three  years.     A  few  months  before  his  death 
he  disposed  of  his  farm  to  Mr.  Moses  Betzner.     Of 
the  numerous  assistants  they  had  on  their  farm 
George  Schmidt,  afterwards  a  minister  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  the  Mennonite  Church,  James  Potter,  now 
residing  in  Berlin,  Jacob  Becker,  Barbara  Rudy, 
now  Mrs.  Valentine  Knechtel  and  mother  of  Rev.

2427  VI  EBY,  ISAAC  S.,  was  born  October  31st,  1837. 
On  May  10th,  1859,  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth 
Stauffer.    He  is  a  farmer  and  at  present  resides  on 
a  farm  near  New  Hamburg,  Ontario.     They  have 
had  a  family  of  ten  children,  of  whom  three  are 
dead.

When  ailing 
he  moved  home  on  his  father's  place,  near  Berlin, 
where  he  died  May  17th,  1867.    He  was  married  to 
Frances  Myers,  March  18th,  1862.    She  died  Septem- 
ber 12th,  1869.   They  had  a  family  of  three  children, 
namely:    VII  Emma  Zalena  is  married  to  August 
Israel  and  had  a  family  of  one  child  which  died  in 
infancy.     They  own  and  occupy  a  farm  at  Stras- 
burg,  Ontario.

2434  VI  EBY,  LYDIA  ANN,  the   youngest   child   of 
Isaac  and  Veronica  Eby,  was  born  April  25th,  1856, 
and  died  November  llth,  1875.    She  was  unmarried. 

2435  V  EBY,  ELIAS,  the  second  son  of  Benjamin  Eby, 
was  born  February  22nd,  J810,  and  was  married  to 
Anna,  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Veronica  (Martin) 
Weber.    After  their  marriage  they  moved  on  the 
farm  now  owned  by  Simeon  Brubacher,  son  of  the 
late  Samuel  Brubacher.    From  there  they  moved  to 
Bridgeport,  Ontario,  where  he,  in  company  with 
Barnabas  Devitt,  carried  on  the  milling  and  mer- 
cantile business,  besides  running  a  large  farm.     He 
died  rather  suddenly,  June  2nd,  1878.    They  had  a 
family  of  ten  children,  viz:

2444  VI   EBY,  CHRISTIAN,    was   born    March    28th, 
1853,  and  died  May  16th,  1855. 

2445  VI  EBY,  MOSES,  was  born  November  20th,  1855, 
and  died  November  20th,  1855. 

2446  V  EBY,  SUSANNAH,  the  third  member  and  the 
eldest  daughter  of  the  family  of   Benjamin  Eby, 
was  born  February  8th,  1812,  and  died  September 
23rd,  1819. 

2447  V  EBY,  CATHARINE,  the  fourth  member  and 
the  second  daughter  of   the  family  of  Benjamin 
Eby,  was  born  July  25th,  1814.     She  was  married, 
February  3rd,  1833,  to  David,  son  of  Benjamin  and 
Veronica  (Martin)  Weber.     They  moved  on  their 
farm  now  forming  the  North  Ward  of  the  town  of 
Berlin.     Their  farm   buildings  were  situated  near 
where  the  Grand  Trunk  Railroad  station  is  now 
situated.    Some  time  before  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail- 
road   was   built   they   sold   their    farm    to   Rev. 
Abraham  Weber  and  moved  two  and  three-fourths 
miles  east  of  Berlin,  on  the  east  end  of  lot  No.  120, 
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where  they  resided  until  their  deaths.  She  died 
March  30th,  1867,  and  he  died  September  17th,  1877. 
To  them  were  born  eleven  children,  namely:  VI

(Erb)  Bomberger.  After  their  marriage  they  moved 
on  a  farm  three  miles  east  of  Berlin.  From  there 
they  moved  on  a  small  farm  two  and  one-half  miles 
north  of  Waterloo,  where  they  both  died.  She 
died  June  21st,  1861.  He  died  January  22nd,  1886. 
They  left  no  heirs. 

2449V  EBY,  BENJAMIN  E,  Hie  sixth  member  and 
third  son  of  the  family  of  Bishop  Benjamin  Eby, 
was  born  February  10th,  1818.  He  was  married  to 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Abraham  and  Mary  (Schnei- 
der) Cressman.  She  was  born  October  4th,  1818, 
and  died  February  23rd,  1889,  aged  70  years,  4 
months  and  19  days.  They  moved  on  a  farm  two 
and  one-half  miles  east  of  Berlin,  on  south-west  part 
of  lot  No.  120,  German  Company's  Tract,  where 
they  lived  for  many  years.  During  their  old  age 
they  lived  with  their  son-in-law,  John  Erb,  where 
they  died.  He  died  July  9th,  1872.  They  were 
blessed  with  a  family  of  five  children,  viz: 

2450  VI  EBY,  MARY,  the  first  member  of  the  family, 
was  born  June  17th,  1840,  and  is  married  to  John 
Erb.  They  reside  on  a  farm  two  miles  south  of 
Berlin,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Preston  Road.

He   com- 
menced farming  at  home  on  his  father's  farm,  but 
in  the  year  1870  he  moved  on  his  own  in  Mary- 
borough, Wellington  County,  Ontario,  where   he 
resided  for  a  number  of  years.    Since  entering  the 
ministry  of  the  Mennonite  Brethren  in  Christ  he 
has  disposed   of   his  farm,  and  at  present  he  is 
stationed  on  the  Stayner  field  of  labor  where  he  is 
doing  a  noble  work  for  our  Lord.    As  a  minister  he 
has  proved  successful  on  every  field  on  which  he 
has  been  stationed  by  the  conference.     Like  his 
cousin,  Bishop  Elias  Weber,  the  winter  months  only 
of  his  youthful  days  were  spent  at  school,  while 
during  the  summer  months  he    was   engaged  in 
tilling  the  soil,  hence  his  education  is  also  limited, 
yet  he  is  a  good  speaker  in  both  languages,  is  well 
read  in  Bible   literature,  and  is  filled  with  that 
Spirit  which  comes  from  on  high.

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Breslau,  Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  near  the  Cress- 
man  Meeting  House.  They  have  two  children, 
VII  Simon,  married  to  Sarah  Kraft  and  has 
a  family  of  two  children,  and  VII  Lovina,  un- 
married. 

2453  VI  EBY,  SARAH,  was  born  April  24th,  1847,  and 
was  married  to  David  S.  Moyer.    They  resided  on  a 
farm  near  Lebanon,  Maryborough  Township,  Well- 
ington County,  Ontario,  where  she  died  March  1st, 
1880.    They  had  a  family  of  seven  children,  of  whom 
three  died  before  their  mother:  VII  Lucinda  (dead), 
VII  Urias  (dead),  VII  Lizzie,  VII  Adaline  (dead), 
VII  Phoebe,  VII  Ida,  and  VII  Sarah. 

2454  VI  EBY,  SUSANNAH,  was  born  July  31st,  1849, 
and  died  March  2nd,  1852. 


2455  V  EBY,  HENRY,  the  fourth  son  of  Bishop  Benja- 
min Eby,  was  born  January  25th,  1820.  When  a 
young  man  he  received  a  fair  school  education.  He 
was  a  printer  by  trade  and  for  some  time  editor  and 
publisher  of  the  Deutscher  Canadier,  issued  weekly 
at  Berlin,  Ontario.  He  also  published  many  books 
and  all  kinds  of  English  and  German  literature. 
His  printing  office  and  residence  were  situated  on 
the  west  side  of  King  Street,  South  Ward,  Berlin, 
about  150  yards  from  the  Market  House.  The 
property  is  now  owned  by  Mr.  A.-S.  Hallman, 
grocer,  who  resides  in  it,  and  the  printing  office  has 
been  turned  into  a  dwelling  house  which  is  rented 
to  Mrs.  John  Stauffer.  Henry  Eby  was  married, 
August  22nd,  1843,  to  Elizabeth  Bowers  who  was 
born  November  12th,  1825.  Mr.  Eby  died  March 
llth,  1855,  leaving  three  daughters,  viz:

2458  VI  EBY,  ADELAIDE,  was  born  September  9th, 
1848,  and  died  May  1st,  1877.    She  was  married  to 
Daniel  E.  Bowman.     No  issue. 


2459  V  EBY,  REV.  CHRISTIAN,  the  fifth  son  and 
eighth  member  of  Bishop  Benjamin  Eby's  family^ 
was  born  June  19th,  1821.  He  was  received  as  a 
member  of  the  Mennonite  Church  while  yet  a 
young  man.  On  February  26th,  1854,  he  was 
ordained  as  a  minister  of  the  church.  The  congre- 
gation soon  found  him  to  be  a  man  of  more  than 
ordinary  talents.  Having  his  mind  well  stored  with 
biblical  and  other  knowledge,  besides  being  endued 
with  grace  and  unction  from  on  high,  he  was  fully 
qualified  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.  He  ranked 
with  the  best  ministers  of  the  church  in  his  day, 
and  was  by  all  considered  sound  in  the  doctrine  of 
their  famous  founder,  Simon  Menno.  He  did  not, 
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like  some,  try  to  build  the  house  of  God,  the  Lord's 
temple,  with  wood,  hay  and  stubble,  but  with  gold, 
silver  and  precious  stones.  His  sermons  were  gen- 
erally well  prepared  for  the  various  occasions,  full 
of  logic,  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  hearers  and 
attended  with  divine  influence  and  power,  hence 
deep  and  lasting  impressions  were  made  upon  his 
large  congregations.  The  writer  heard  him  preach 
telling  sermons  even  within  the  first  years  of  his 
ministry,  and  many  times  afterwards.  He  was  very 
punctual  in  attending  to  his  appointments  and 
faithful  in  visiting  the  poor  and  all  members  of  the 
church  placed  under  his  charge.  He  had  words  of 
cheer  and  comfort  for  all,  always  directing  them  to 
Him  who  died  for  all.  During  the  year  1857  it  was 
noticed  that  his  health  was  failing,  and,  to  the 
great  loss  of  the  church,  he,  on  November  5th,  1859, 
passed  out  of  this  vale  of  tears  to  mansions  above? 
where  all  is  peace  and  joy.  He  was  married  to 
Mary,  daughter  of  Abraham  and  Mary  (Schneider) 
Cressman.  She  was  born  December  17th,  1820,  and 
died  April  23rd,  1867.  They  resided  on  the  old 
homestead  of  his  father,  Bishop  Benjamin  Eby. 
They  had  two  children  who  lived  but  a  few  hours, 
viz:

9th,  1822.    Soon  after  their  marriage  they  moved  on 
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a  farm  two  and  one-half  miles  east  of  Berlin.  This 
farm  is  now  owned  by  Henry  Cressman.  Here  they 
resided  for  nearly  five  years,  when  they  moved  on 
another  farm  two  and  one-half  miles  north  of  the 
town  of  Waterloo  where  they  lived  for  about  five 
years,  then  they  sold  out  and  moved  to  the  village 
of  Bridgeport,  where  they  resided  until  his  death 
which  took  place  August  21st,  1885.  His  widow 
still  owns  and  occupies  the  old  homestead.  They 
had  a  family  of  eleven  children,  viz:

At  present  he  is  at  Shoal  Lake,  Manitoba.     He  is 
unmarried. 

2483  VI  EBY,  HENRY,  was  born  October  10th,  1859. 
After  he  was  J8  years  of  age  he  went  out  West  and 
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took  up  land  near  Shoal  Lake,  Manitoba,  where  he 
resided  for  a  few  years.  In  the  spring  of  1886  he 
took  sick,  when  he  came  east  as  far  as  Winnipeg,  to 
his  sister  Amelia,  where  he  died  July  26th,  1886-

2487  VI  EBY,  EMMA,  was  born  June  22nd,  1866.      She 
is  married  to   Albert   Ziegler,  a  painter.      They 
reside  in  Victoria,  Vancouver  Island,  B.  C. 

2488  VI  EBY,  ALBERT  E.,  was  born  June  llth,  1867. 
He  is  unmarried  and  is  a  button  turner  by  trade. 
At  present  he  is  engaged  in  Newark,  New  Jersey. 

2489  VI  EBY,  JACOB,  born  and  died  June  2nd,  1870. 

2490  VI  EBY,  JACOB  B.,  son  of  Jacob  B.  Eby's  second 
wife,  Elizabeth  Schill,  was  born  May  27th,  1879. 
He  resides   with    his   mother   in    Grand    Rapids, 
Michigan,  where  he  is  engaged  in  the  meat  business. 

2491  V  EBY,  PETER,  the  youngest  son  of  Bishop  Ben- 
jamin Eby,  was  born  on  the  old  homestead  in  the 
town    of    Berlin,    February   28th,    1828.      In   his 
younger  days  he  was  engaged  as  a  teacher  in  our 
public  schools.    He  afterwards  became  interested  in 
the  printing  business  and  was  for  a  number  of  years 
proprietor  and  publisher  of  the  Berlin  Telegraph 
and  Der  Deutsche  Canadier,  he  was  also  Crown 
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agent.  In  1856  he  moved  to  the  state  of  New  York, 
and  finally  located  in  Buffalo  where  he  carried  on 
the  printing  business  with  great  success  for  30 
years.  On  September  30th,  1847,  he  was  married  to 
Susan  Sparrow  who  was  born  April  28th,  1826,  and 
died  November  17th,  1888.  He  died  August  15th, 
1894.  To  them  was  born  a  family  of  three  children, 
viz:

On  September  6th,  1886, 
he  was  married   to   Julia    Clark   who   was   born 
August  21st,  1850.    They  have  no  family. 

2494  VI  EBY,  BENJAMIN   THEODORE,   the   third 
and  youngest  son  of  Peter  and  Susan  (Sparrow) 
Eby,  was  born  December  2nd,  1852,  and  died  July 
3rd,  1853. 

2495 IV  EBY,  ANNA,  the  fourth  daughter  and  the 
eighth  member  of   the  family   of   Christian   and 
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Catharine  (Bricker)  Eby,  was  born  September  9th, 
1777,  and  died  April  25th,  1829.  On  March  25th, 
1800,  she  was  married  to  Jacob  Wissler  who  was 
born  on  the  old  "Wissler  Homestead"  on  Middle 
Greek,  Clay  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. He  lived  and  died  on  the  old  homestead. 
In  his  old  age  he  built  a  one-story  brick  house  for 
himself  and  his  daughter,  Catharine.  This  build- 
ing adjoined  the  house-yard  of  the  old  homestead. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  lie  buried  at  the  Hammar 
Creek  Mennonite  Meeting  House,  nearly  two  miles 
west  of  their  home.  Jacob  Wissler  was  born  No- 
vember 12th,  1776,  and  died  April  27th,  1853.  They 
had  a  family  of  ten  children,  namely:  V  Andrew, 
V  Jacob,  V  Christian,  V  Magdalena,  V  Ezra,  V 
John,  V  Catharine,  V  Mary,  V  Levi,  and  V  Sem.* 
All  the  descendants  of  this  family  have  settled  in 
different  parts  of  the  United  States  with  the 
exception  of  Sem,  the  youngest,  who  settled  in 
Salem,  Ontario,  where  his  family  still  resides. 

2496  III  EBY,  JOHN   second   son   of    Christian   and 
Elizabeth  (Mayer)  Eby,  was  born  September  28th, 
1737.    In  1762  he  was  married  to  Rebecca  Hershey. 
They  resided  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania, 
near  Lititz,  where  he  died  in  1794.     To  them  were 
born   seven    children,    of   whom    four   settled    in 
Canada,  viz: 

2497  IV  EBY,  DANIEL,  was   born   in  January,  1773, 
and  in  1807  he,  in  company  with  others,  emigrated 
to  Canada  and  had  his  home  with  his  cousin,  Ben- 
jamin Eby.    In  1809  he  was  married  to  Catharine 
Brech  who  died  in  1815,  leaving  two  daughters, 

*  See  Sem  Wissler's  family. 
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namely:  V  Susannah  and  V  Rebecca  who  was  mar- 
ried to  Abraham  Rosenberger.  In  October,  1817, 
he  left  Canada  and  went  to  western  Pennsylvania 
where  he  formed  an  acquaintance  with  Delilah 
Moxley,  a  widow  residing  in  McClellandtown,  near 
Pittsburg,  to  whom  he  was  married  in  January, 

1818,  and  soon  thereafter  moved  to  what  is  now  the 
township  and  county  of  Waterloo,  Ontario.      They 
took  up  land  a  little  to  the  north  of  the  town  of 
Waterloo,    the    farm   being   now   known   as   the 
"Huber"  or  "Mrs.  Sittler  Farm."     Here  he  resided 
but  a  short  time,  and  then  went  back  to  Pennsyl- 
vania where  he  took  sick  and  died  November  28th, 
1820.    His  wife  remained  in  Canada,  and  died  June 
25th,  1842.     They  were  blessed  with  one  son,  viz: 

2498  V  EBY,  BENJAMIN  B.,  was  born  December  24th, 

1819,  and  was  married  to  Sarah  Smith  who  died  of 
small-pox,    January   2nd,    1847,    aged   18   years,  8 
months  and  14  days.    After  the  death  of  his  wife 
he  left  Berlin,  Ontario,  and    went   to    Stratford, 
Ontario,  thence  to  Hamilton,  Ontario.    From  Ham- 
ilton he  went  to  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  where, 
January  18th,  1848,  he  married  a  second  time.     His 
second  wife's  name  was  Susan  Watkins,  born  June 
29th,  1829,  in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  and  died 
March  7th,  1885.    They  had  a  family  of  eight  chil- 
dren, namely:  VI  Sarah    C.  (dead),  VI   Leander, 
(dead),  VI  Charles  H.  (dead)  VI  Annie  (dead),  VI 
Benjamin  F.  (dead),  VI  Alice  E.  (dead),  VI  Charles 
O.  (dead),  and  VI  Lee  Hampton  who  resides  in 
Wheeling.    All  the  named  children,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Sarah  Cordelia  who  was  born  in  Wheel- 
ing, West  Virginia,  were  born  in  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky.   Benjamin  Franklin  Eby,  the  third  son  of 
the  family,  was  married  to  Mary  Delia  Townsend, 
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and  at  his  death  left  a  family  of  three  children, 
namely:  VII  Daisy  Adams,  VII  Robert  Lee,  and 
VI  Irene. 

2499  IV  EBY,  JOSEPH,  the  second  son  of  John  Eby, 
was  born  December  13th,  1777,  and  came  to  Canada, 
from  Pennsylvania,  in  1818.    He  spent  most  of  his 
time  with  his  cousin,  Bishop  Benjamin  Eby,  and 
Christian  Burkholder  who  resided  one  mile  north 
of  the  town  of  Waterloo,  on  the  place1  now  known 
as  the  "Huether  Farm."    When  at  Christian  Burk- 
holder's  "Josey"  (or  "der  kla  Joe  Avy"  as  he  was 
called),  spent  his  leisure  time  in  making  shoes  for 
the   primitive    settlers.       The    shoes     were    made 
without  the   use  of   a  last,  and  when  done  had 
more  the  resemblance  of  a  leather  bag  than  of  a 
shoe.    He  used  no  pegs,  the  shoe  being  made  com. 
plete  by  sewing.     He  lived  a  very  conscientious  life, 
and  was  strongly  opposed  to  the  use  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors,  obscene   language,  card  playing  and 
all  kinds  of   gambling  so  common  in  those  days. 
He  was  never  married,  and  in  the  latter  years  of  his 
life  was  much  troubled  with  a  severe  cough.     He 
died  in  the  year  1855  at  the  residence  of  Lemuel 
Eby,  his  nephew,  in  Bridgeport,  Ontario. 

2500  IV  EBY,  REBECCA,  the  eldest  daughter  of  John 
Eby,  was  born  April  14th,  1781,  and  was  married  to 
Samuel  Bricker  who  was  born  July  25th,  1776,  and 
died  November  15th,  1868.   In  1802  they  moved  from 
Pennsylvania  to  near  Freeport,  Ontario,  Canada, 
where  they  settled  on  the  farm  now  in  possession  of 
Mr.  Souder.     Here  she  died  November  4th,  1861, 
leaving  a  family  of  eight  children.    See  Nos.  1323 
to  1347. 

2501 IV  EBY,  SAMUEL,  ("Saddler  Sam")  the  youngest 
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son  of  John  Eby,  was  born  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania,  June  27th,  1790.  He  was  one  of  the 
original  settlers  of  Waterloo  County,  Ontario, 
Canada.  In  the  year  1817  he,  with  other  relatives 
and  friends  from  his  native  state,  settled  in  Berlin, 
Ontario.  He  soon  afterwards  made  his  home  on  a 
farm  near  Preston,  Ontario,  where  he  remained 
until  1844,  when  he  returned  to  Berlin  and  worked 
at  his  trade  of  harness-making.  In  1850  he  moved 
to  Colborne,  Huron  County,  Ontario,  where  he 
occupied  a  farm  until  1856,  and  then  moved  to 
Conestogo,  Ontario,  where  his  wife  died  in  1862. 
By  this  time  he  was  getting  up  in  years,  and  soon 
after  went  to  live  with  his  eldest  son,  Jonas,  in 
Elora,  Ontario,  where  he  remained  until  1865,  then 
he  made  his  home  with  his  third  son,  John,  at 
Wyandot,  Ontario.  Here  he  remained  until  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  August  8th,  1878. 
He  attained  to  the  mature  age  of  88  years.  On 
July  27th,  1813,  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Brigel, 
in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  They  had  a 
family  of  eight  children,  viz: 

2502  V  EBY,  JONAS,  the  eldest  son  of  Samuel  Eby, 
was  born  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  Jan- 
uary 3rd,  1815.    In  October,  1838,  he  was  married  to 
Hannah  Fessant,  at  Guelph,  Ontario.     He  died  in 
Kingsville,  Ontario,  in  1887,  where  his  widow  and 
eldest  daughter  still  reside.      He  had  a  family  of 
seven  children,  viz: 

2503  VI  EBY,  JOHN  F.,  was  born  June  19th,  1839.     He 
was  married  to  Mary  Romaine,  at  Albany,  New 
York,  August  18th,  1864.    In  1867  they  moved  to 
Detroit,  Michigan,  where  they  still  live  with  their 
six  children.    Names  of  children:  VII  Emma,  born 
May  17th,  1865;  VII  Mabel,  born  December  19th, 
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1872;  VII  Eugenia,  born  March  2nd,  1876;  VII 
Romaine,  born  February  12th,  1880;  VII  Bessie  May, 
born  May  9th,  1882,  and  VII  Carl,  born  August  5th, 

1885. 

2504  VI  EBY,  WILLIAM,  was  born  July  23rd,  1842. 
He  was  married  to  Sarah  Stafford,  at  Elora,  Ontario, 
August  19th,  1864.    Their  home  is  now  in  Detroit, 
Michigan.    They  have  six  children,  namely:  VII 
William  Herbert,  born  in  1865;  VII  Francis  Burton, 
born  in  1869;  VII  Edwin  Fessant,  born  in  1872;  VII 
Brock  Carroll,  born  in  1874;  VII  Etta  May,  born  in 
1876;  and  VII  Charles  Stafford,  born  in  1883. 

2505  VI  EBY,  JAMES,  was  born  May  29th,  1844.      He 
.  was  married  to  Margaret  Snell,  at  Albany,  New 

York,  in  1867.  They  are  now  residing  on  their  farm 
near  Saskatoon,  North  West  Territory.  They  have 
four  children,  namely:  VII  James  M.,  born  in  1869; 
VII  William  S.,  VII  Eliza,  and  VII  Manley. 

2506  VI  EBY,  CHARLES  S.,  D.  D.,  was  born  November 
3rd,  1845.     He  was  married  to  Nellie  Keppel  in 
June,  1871.    They  have  five  children,  namely:  VII 
Nellie,  born  in  1876;  VII  Charles  Albert,  born  in 
1879;  VII  Mary,  born  in  1881;  VII  Winnie,  born  in 
1883;  and  VII  Harold,  born  in  1889. 

Following  is  a  biographical  sketch  of  Dr.  Eby  who  is  a 
missionary  of  the  Canada  Methodist  Church,  at  Tokio,  Japan: 

Charles  S.  Eby,  fourth  son  of  the  late  Jonas  Eby,  was  born 
at  Goderich,  Ontario,  November  3rd,  1845.  The  early  years  of 
his  boyhood  were  spent  in  Elora  where  his  parents  moved  before 
he  had  completed  his  second  year.  When  only  eleven  years  of 
age  he  was  converted  to  God  while  attending  a  camp  meeting  on 
the  old  Peel  circuit.  He  soon  after  joined  the  Wesleyan  Meth- 
odist Church,  and  has  always  remained  loyal  and  true  to  God  and 
the  church  of  his  choice.  When  about  fifteen  years  old  he  was 
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apprenticed  to  a  saddle  and  harness  maker  in  Guelph,  but  his 
heart  was  not  in  the  work;  he  took  more  interest  in  his  Latin 
grammar  which  he  kept  tacked  before  him  while  at  work  at 
the  bench.  He  remained  there  nearly  two  years;  then  thought 
there  was  no  use  spending  any  more  time  in  a  harness-maker's 
shop,  as  the  ambition  of  his  life  was  to  study  for  the  ministry,  to 
which  he  felt  called.  He  taught  school  for  some  time,  a  few 
miles  from  Guelph,  and  at  the  age  of  eighteen  began  to  preach. 
The  late  Rev.  Dr.  Carroll,  then  Chairman  of  the  Guelph  District, 
recommended  him  to  the  Conference,  and  he  spent  one  year  (the 
first  year  of  his  probation),  on  the  Peel  circuit.  In  the  fall  of 
1865  he  went  to  Victoria  University,  Cobourg,  with  the  deter- 
mination to  go  through  a  college  course,  and  to  work  his  own 
way  along.  Something  seemed  to  draw  him  to  the  German 
work,  and  when  he  had  been  two  years  at  Cobourg,  Providence 
opened  up  a  way  for  him  to  go  to  Germany  to  perfect  himself  in 
the  German  language.  He  attended  the  Theological  University 
at  Halle,  and  spent  two  years  and  a  half  there  and  in  other  parts 
of  Europe.  He  made  good  use  of  the  time  in  preparing  himself 
for  the  mission  work  that  lay  before  him.  Before  leaving  Europe 
he  preached  in  both  German  and  French.  In  the  latter  part  of 
1870  he  returned  to  Canada,  much  stronger  in  body  and  enjoying 
far  better  health  than  ever  before.  He  again  went  to  Cobourg 
to  continue  his  studies,  and  the  following  May  graduated  with 
honors,  and  received  the  degree  of  B.  A.  In  June  he  was 
ordained  and  received  into  full  connection  by  the  conference. 
The  same  month  he  was  married  to  Miss  Nellie  Keppel,  of 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  settled  down  at  Preston,  Ontario,  as 
superintendent  of  the  German  Mission  in  connection  with  the 
Methodist  Church.  He  spent  five  years  in  the  German  work, — 
three  in  Preston  and  two  in  Hamilton,  Ontario.  Then  came  a 
change.  God  had  other  work  for  him,  and  a  great  future  lay 
before  him  in  a  far  distant  land.  Just  at  this  time  (in  1876),  a 
call  came  for  two  more  men  for  the  foreign  mission — Japan. 
Consecrated,  whole-hearted  men  were  wanted.  Bro.  Eby  was 
one  of  the  men  the  conference  chose  for  that  important  work. 
Always  ready  to  obey  the  Saviour's  command,  and  willing  to  go 
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anywhere  for  Christ,  he  at  once  responded  to  the  call.  Prepara- 
tions for  the  journey  were  immediately  made,  and  in  August  of 
the  same  year  he  bade  a  long  good-bye  to  friends,  home  and 
native  land,  and  with  his  wife  and  two  little  children  sailed  for 
the  islands  of  Japan.  He  threw  his  whole  soul  into  his  new 
work.  It  was  not  easy  work.  The  Japanese  language  had  to  be 
learned,  and  many  other  difficulties  overcome.  His  powers  for 
learning  languages  are  wonderful,  and  it  was  not  long  before  he 
had  mastered  the  Japanese,  and  could  preach  in  that  language  as 
freely  as  in  English.  For  several  years  he  remained,  doing  a 
noble  work  for  God,  then  his  health  failed  and  he  was  obliged  to 
leave  for  a  time  and  return  to  Canada.  Early  in  the  spring  of 
1885  he  left  Japan  and  did  not  return  for  nearly  two  years.  He 
and  his  family  were  welcomed  by  their  many  friends  in  Canada 
and  the  United  States.  His  visit  and  the  change  were  of  great 
benefit  to  him  and,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  he  soon  regained 
his  health.  During  his  stay  here  the  degree  of  D.  D.  was 
bestowed  upon  him  by  the  Victoria  University,  Cobourg.  He 
lectured  and  gave  missionary  addresses  from  one  end  of  the 
Dominion  to  the  other,  and  in  some  places  in  the  United  States. 
He  was  ready  when  the  time  came  for  him  to  return  to  Japan, 
and  was  anxious  to  get  once  more  at  the  work  he  loved  so  well. 
Since  his  return  his  heart  has  been  more  than  ever  in  the  work. 
God  is  crowning  his  labors  with  success,  and  he  is  looking  for- 
ward to  a  long  term  of  usefulness  in  the  Empire  of  Japan.  He 
is  a  minister  of  superior  ability,  with  strong  mental  powers  and 
decided  convictions.  He  is  master  of  his  subject,  and  he  pours 
out  his  heart  with  fervent  eloquence,  holding  his  audience  with 
intense  and  absorbing  interest.  His  rhetorical  ability  and  literary 
skill  will  obtain  him  a  hearing  anywhere.  He  possesses  a  master 
mind,  and  his  hearers  feel  that  more  than  an  ordinary  man  is 
addressing  them.  He  has  chosen  a  field  where  his  superior 
powers  will  find  ample  scope  in  delivering  and  enforcing  that 
gospel  which  has  done  so  much  for  himself.

2775  I  *ERB,  NICHOLAUS,  the  first  known  ancestor  of 
this  name,  came  to  America  with  his  family  in  1722. 
He  was  a  Swiss  by  birth  and,  it  is  said,  his  father 
desired  him  to  become  a  Catholic  priest,  but 
he  joined  the  Menndnites  and  left  his  native 
country  on  account  of  religious  persecutions.  He 
resided  for  some  time  before  he  emigrated  to  this 
country  at  a  place  called  "Wester  Walter  Hoff." 
Where  this  place  of  temporary  residence  was 
located  is  not  known.  Probably  it  may  have  been 
a  farm  on  the  outposts  of  some  province  in  Ger- 
many that  had  dangerous  neighbors  and  the  times 
must  have  been  somewhat  turbulent  as  it  is  known 
that  he  lived  under  the  promised  protection  of  a 
lord  or  superior,  and  in  case  of  an  unexpected 
attack  it  had  been  agreed  that  he  should  give  notice 
by  firing  a  gun.  It  is  also  related  that,  either  to  try 
the  efficiency  of  the  signal  or  the  faithfulness  of  his 
landlord,  he  fired  the  gun  and  in  a  short  time  had 
the  satisfaction  of  seeing  his  protector  with  his 
retainers  coming  to  his  assistance  as  fast  as  horses 
could  bring  them.  He  settled  on  Hammar  Creek, 
Warwick  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, near  where  the  mill  lately  owned  by 
David  Erb,  now  stands.  He  was  a  farmer  by 
occupation.  His  family  consisted  of  five  children, 
four  sons  and  one  daughter.  Their  names  were 
II  John,  II  Nicholaus.  II  Christian,  II  Jacob,  and  II 
Magdalena.  I  Nicholaus  Erb,  the  old  progenitor  of

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the  race,  was  born  in  1679  and  died  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  the  year  1740,  aged  61 
years  and  a  few  months.  tOt*  the  sons  of  II  John 
and  II  Nicholans  no  information  has  been  received 
but,  no  doubt,  many  of  their  descendants  are  at 
present  scattered  over  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 
Of  the  third  son,  II  Christian,  we  have  but  little 
information.  He  was  born  in  Switzerland  in  1703, 
and  tradition  has  it  that  he  was  married  to  Maria 
Winger  in  1725,  She  came  to  this  country  with  her 
foster  parents  when  quite  young.  Her  parents  died 
in  Switzerland  when  she  was  only  a  few  months 
old.  Christian  and  Maria  Erb  resided  in  Warwick 
Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  near 
his  father's  homestead.  Their  family  consisted  of 
four  children,  namely:  III  John,  III  Christian,  III 
Peter,  and  III  Jacob. 

2776  III  ERB,  JOHN,  was  born  in  Warwick  Township, 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  May,  1729,  and 
was  married  to  J Anna  Erb.    They  have  had  a  family 
of  several  children,  one  of  whom,  named  IV  Mag- 
dalena  (Die  alt  Mollie),  was  married  to  Abraham 
Erb,  the  founder  of  the  town  of  Waterloo.     She 
was  born  March  3rd,  1780,  and  died  July  25th,  1858. 

2777  III  ERB,  CHRISTIAN,    was  born   in    Warwick 
Township,  in  October,  1734.      He  was  married,  in 
1756,  to  Maria  Scherch.     She  was  born  in  1737. 
They    resided   in    Warwich   Township,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania.      When  well  advanced  in 
years  they  came  to  Canada  and  made  their  home 
with    their    daughter,    Elizabeth    (Mrs.   Christian 
Schneider),  who  resided  at  Doon  where  they  both 
died.    He  died  July  7th,  1810,  and  she  died  August

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17th,  1814.  Both  lie  buried  in  the  Blair  cemetery. 
They  had  a  family  of  twelve  children,  namely:  IV

Abraham,  IV  Jacob,  IV  Benjamin,  IV  Elizabeth, 
IV  Magdalena,  IV  Anna,  IV  Mary,  and  IV  Chris- 
tian. Of  the  twelve  children  of  the  family,  seven, 
namely  Abraham,  Jacob,  John,  Magdalena,  Anna, 
Mary,  and  Elizabeth,  resided  in  Canada,  and  two 
of  the  children  of  Susannah,  Mary  and  John. 

2778 IV  ERB,  SUSANNAH,  daughter  of  Christian 
and  Maria  (Scherch)  Erb,  was  born  March  17th, 
1762,  and  died  January  22nd,  1844.  In  1781  she  was 
married  to  Jacob  Brubacher  who  was  born  June 
llth,  1758,  and  died  of  yellow  fever,  August  31st, 
1793.  After  their  marriage  they  moved  on  his  fath- 
er's homestead  in  Elizabeth  (part  of  Warwick)  Town- 
ship,  Lancaster  County,  where  they  had  seven 
children,  namely:  V  Jacob,  V  John,  V  Henry,  V 
Christian,  V  Mary,  V  Susan,  and  V  John.  She 
remained  a  widow  for  upwards  of  fifty  years  and 
raised  her  family  save  John,  the  second  of  the 
children,  who  died  of  small-pox  when  a  lad  of  nine 
years  of  age.  Two  of  her  children,  Mary  and  John, 
moved  to  Canada.  Mary  was  married  to  Bishop 
Benjamin  Eby  and  came  to  Canada  in  18074  John 
was  married  to  Catharine  Sherk  and  came  to 
Canada  in  1816.*  In  1809  the  mother  paid  a  visit  to 
her  daughter,  Mary,  and  her  brothers  and  sisters 
who  had  moved  here  a  few  years  previously,  besides 
her  parents  who  had  their  home  with  old  Christian 
Schneider.  Here  she  remained  until  September  of 
the  same  year  when  she  returned  to  her  family  in 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  In  the  year  1816

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she  paid  her  second  visit  to  this  part  of  the  country. 
This  time  her  youngest  son,  John,  accompanied  her. 
He  was  unmarried.  She  remained  here  two  years 
with  her  son  for  whom  she  kept  house  when  he 
commenced  on  his  farm  which  was  composed  of  lot 
No.  59,  German  Company's  Tract.  After  his  mar- 
riage she  returned  to  the  land  of  her  fathers  to 
spend  her  remaining  days  in  serving  her  Lord 
more  fully  so  that  when  the  death  summons  should 
call  her  away,  she  would  be  ready  to  meet  her  Lord 
in  peace.  It  is  related  that  on  her  last  journey 
across  the  Alleghany  Mountains  she  noticed  a  large 
rattle  snake  lying  in  the  middle  of  the  road.  She 
dismounted  her  pony  and  with  a  well  aimed  blow 
killed  the  dangerous  serpent,  thus  proving  herself 
to  be  a  woman  of  courage. 

2779  IV  ERB,  JOHN,  the  third  son  of  Christian  and 
Maria  (Scherch)  Erb,  was  born  December  8th,  1764, 
and  was  married  to  Magdalena  Schrantz  who  was 
born  in  June,  1770.  In  1805  he,  in  company  with 
his  wife  and  family,  William  Cornell,  Henry  Kraft 
and  family,  Peter  Hammacher  and  family,  Matthias 
Scheirich  and  family,  Abraham  Stauffer  and  family, 
and  other  families  moved  to  Canada  and  settled 
in  the  township  and  county  of  Waterloo.  John 
Erb  settled  on  the  Speed  River  about  200  rods  from 
where  now  Erb's  Mill,  of  Preston,  stands.  He 
proved  to  be  the  founder  of  Preston.  In  1806  Mr. 
Erb  erected  his  saw  mill.  Before  this  time  no  sawed 
lumber  could  be  obtained  nearer  than  Toronto  or 
Niagara.  A  year  thereafter  (1807)  he  erected  his 
grist  mill  which  were  rebuilt  by  their  son,  Joseph, 
in  1834.  In  a  very  short  time  Preston  proved  to  be 
quite  a  business  centre.  Here  he  died  September 
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2nd,  1832.    His  wife  died  June  2nd,  1826.    They  had 
a  family  of  nine  children,  viz:

On 
June  25th,  1816,  he  was  married  to  Mary  Lewis  who 
was  born  August  14th,  1795,  and  died  March  26th, 
1877.    They  resided  for  many  years  about  two  miles 
south-east  of  Berlin,  on  the  farm  lately  owned  by 
Israel  Snider,  where  their  family  was  born.     Later 
they  moved  to  Norwich,  Oxford  County,  Ontario, 
where  he  died  June  26th,  1878.     Their  family  con- 
sisted of  eleven  children,  viz:

In  1806  they,  in  company  with  Jacob  Schneider  and 
family,  Christian  Schneider  and  family,  Jacob  Erb  and  family, 
Simon  Cress  and  family,  Widow  Brech  and  family,  and  others, 
forty-eight  persons  in  all,  moved  to  Canada  and  arrived  in  safety 
at  Preston  where  John  Erb  had  settled  the  year  previously.  Old 
Abraham  Erb  pushed  his  way  northward  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Grand  River  to  where  now  the  beautiful  town  of  Waterloo  is 
situated.  His  first  clearing  was  a  little  to  the  south  where  now 
the  Union  Mills  are  situated.  -  He  soon  became  the  possessor  of 
900  acres  of  land  and  in  a  few  years  after  his  arrival  he  erected  a 
saw  mill,  as  his  brother  John  had  done  several  years  previously. 
In  1816  he  erected  a  grist  mill;  this  and  his  brother's  at  Preston 
proved  to  be  the  only  mills  in  the  to.vnship.  Abraham  Erb  had 
but  one  child,  a  son  named  V  Benjamin  who  was  born  January 
3rd,  1807,  and  died  in  Waterloo,  September  29th,  1814.  He 
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died  September  6th,  1830.  After  Mr.  Erb's  death,  his  widow 
was  married  to  Bishop  Benjamin  Eby.  Abraham  Erb  and 
wife  had  adopted  two  children  whom  they  raised;  one  was  the  late 
Barnabas  Devittf  of  Waterloo,  and  the  other  was  Rachel  Winson, 
born  May  23rd,  1827.  She  was  married  to  Jacob  Bomberger. 
They  resided  on  a  beautiful  farm  near  Strasburg,  Waterloo 
County,  Ontario,  but  not  living  happy  together,  they  separated,  he 
went  to  the  Middle  States  and  she  was  again  married  and  resided 
between  New  Hamburg  and  Shakespeare  where  she  raised  a 
numerous  family.

Of  the  many  young  men  who  were  ordained  unto  the  ministry  of 
the  Mennonite  Church  since  1870  none  have  surpassed  him  as 
an  orator.  As  a  preacher  he  is  highly  interesting  and  acceptable. 
His  sermons  are  always  distinguished  for  appropriate  and  well- 
digested  thought,  far  from  being  dry  and  merely  a  repetition  of 
meaningless  gestures  and  phrases,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  they 
are  well  seasoned  with  gospel  truth  accompanied  by  the  Holy 
Ghost.  He  has  done  much  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  church 
of  his  choice.  Parties  of  all  denominations  love  to  be  instructed 
spiritually  by  his  soul-cheering  sermons.  He  seems  to  be  a. 
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favorite,  not  only  among  his  own  members  but  also  of  those  of 
other  sects  and  nationalities.

in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.     He  was  born  near  the  city 

t  From  the  late  Jno.  Gingerich  near  Waterloo,  received  by  the  writer  in  1869. 
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of  Strassburg,  Alsace,  Germany,  about  the  year  1725.  He  was 
a  farmer.  His  family  consisted  of  several  children  but  the 
names  of  only  two  have  been  .received  while  the  names  of  the 
others  together  with  that  of  his  wife  have  not  been  obtained.  The 
two  whose  names  we  received  were  II  Abraham  and  II  Joseph. 

3087  II  GINGERICH,  ABRAHAM,  was  born  in  Lan- 

caster  County,  Pennsylvania,  about  the  year  1751.  He  was  mar- 
ried to  Barbara  Hunsicker  and  had  a  family  of  eleven  children, 
ten  of  whom  came  to  Canada.  The  father  not  being  able,  finan. 
cially  to  procure  a  home  for  each  of  his  sons  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  resolved  to  emigrate  to  some  country 
where  land  could  be  purchased  cheap,  consequently  his  son 
David  was  requested  to  go  on  a  journey  to  the  much-spoken-of 
Canada  and  make  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  nature  of  the 
soil,  timber,  water,  and  of  the  advisability  of  settling  there.  No 
sooner  had  his  son  arrived  in  this  part  of  the  country,  now 
Waterloo  County,  than  he  found  everything  far  beyond  his 
expectations  and  immediately  a  lot  on  which  he  intended  to  settle 
the  following  spring,  was  selected.  This  lot  was  west  of  Doon. 
Late  in  fall  he  returned  to  Pennsylvania  where  he  and  his  father 
made  ample  preparations  to  move  to  Canada  the  following  spring. 
In  April,  1801,  old  Abraham  Gingerich  with  his  wife  and  family 
of  ten  children,  of  whom  his  son  David  and  several  daughters 
were  married,  moved  to  Canada,  arriving  at  old  Joseph  Schoerg's* 
place,  opposite  Doon,  the  first  week  in  June.  To  their  great 
surprise  they  found  on  their  arrival  that  another  party  {  had  located 
on  the  lot  selected  by  young  David  the  fall  previously.  This 
caused  the  father  and  his  sons  to  make  another  selection  of  a  lot 
on  which  to  settle.  They  then  settled  a  little  east  of  Preston- 
Abraham,  the  father,  settled  on  the  farm  afterwards  purchased  by 
Isaac  Bergey,  where  he  died  about  the  year  1814,  while  his  son

GOOD. 

Formerly  spelled  "  Guth." 

The  ancestors  of  this  family  came  from  Switzerland  in  1737. 
Three  brothers  whose  names  were  Abraham,  Christian,  and  Peter 
left  their  native  home  (Switzerland)  and  came  to  Pennsylvania  in 
spring  of  1737.  After  spending  a  few  weeks  in  Philadelphia 
they  were  informed  that  many  of  their  co-religionists  have  formed 
settlements  in  Lancaster  County  and  were  all  doing  remarkably 
well.  They,  being  desirous  to  settle  among  their  own  country- 
men, moved  to  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  near  Muddy 
Creek.  Here  Abraham  died  in  1743,  leaving  no  heirs.  Christian 
was  married  to  Anna  Schmidt.  Peter  Good  moved  to  Virginia 
about  the  year  1759.  No  information  has  been  received  of  his 
descendants.  We  shall  follow  the  descendants  of  the  old  pro- 
genitor, Christian  Good,  who  was  born  in  Switzerland  about  the 
year  1690  and  settled  in  Lancaster  County  in  1737.  Their 
family  consisted  of  two  sons  and  three  daughters,  the  daughters' 
names  were  not  given  but  the  sons'  names  were  II  Peter  and  II 
John. 

3227  II  GOOD,  PETER,  was  born  in  Switzerland  in  1728 
and  had  a  family  of  seven  children,  the  names  of 
three  were  III  Benjamin,  III  Christian,  III  Abra- 
ham.

(Schowalter)  Good,  was  born  near  Muddy  Creek,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  June  3oth,  1798.  He  left  Pennsylvania 
in  1826  and  came  to  Canada,  arriving  in  Waterloo  in  May  of  the 
same  year.  He  was  a  cabinet  maker  by  trade  and  must  have  been 
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a  number  one  mechanic  as  all  his  works  are  executed  in  the  most 
skilful  manner.  At  his  arrival  here  he  made  his  home  with  old 
John  Lichty  who  then  resided  in  Waterloo,  later  on  he  had  his 
home  with  Jacob  S.  Shoemaker.

All  the  Goudies  of  this  county  are  descendants  of  Hugh  Goudie 
who  was  born  near  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  January  i2th,  1792.  He 
was  married  to  Jane  Ayer  about  the  year  1815.  On  May  28th, 
1816,  was  born  their  eldest  son,  II  David,  who  came  to  Canada 
with  his  parents  in  1828.  They  settled  where  now  is  situated 
the  city  of  Guelph.  Soon  after  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Goudie's  arrival  in 
Canada,  young  David  had  to  make  use  of  the  "axe"  and  "plow" 
instead  of  "books"  and  "slates"  as  boys  now-a-days  do.  He  was 
engaged  with  Jacob  Schneider  of  Bloomingdale  for  three  and  a  half 
years.

GROFF. 

(Formerly  spelled  Graff.) 

3335  I  *GrRAFF,  HANS  (John),  a  native  of  Switzerland, 

born  in  1661,  was  one  of  the  first  pioneers  of  Lancaster  County 
who  settled  in  it  as  early  as  the  year  1717  when  the  district  in 
which  he  chose  his  future  home  was  but  a  howling  wilderness 
inhabited  by  Indians.  He  belonged  to  the  pious  but  persecuted 
sect  of  religionists  in  Europe,  the  Mennonites,  against  whom  the 
sword  of  intolerance  was  unsheathed;  and  it  was  to  escape  the 
destruction  that  seemed  to  threaten  the  devoted  followers  of 
Simon  Menno,  that  the  subject  of  our  notice  was  induced,  to- 
gether with  his  co-religionists,  to  select  some  place  in  the  New 
World  as  a  place  of  refuge.  About  the  year  1695  Plans  Graff 
fled  from  his  native  home  in  Switzerland  and  went  to  Alsace,  now 
a  German  province,  where  he  remained  until  he  emigrated  to 
America  and  settled  at  Germantown,  Pennsylvania.  Here  he 
remained  but  a  short  time.  Induced  by  the  glowing  descriptions 
of  the  fertility  and  excellence  of  the  soil  of  the  Pequea  Valley, 
he  moved  thither  and  chose  it  as  his  abode,  unless  one  more 
adapted  to  his  taste  should  come  to  his  knowledge.  In  his  wan- 
derings through  the  new  territory  he  met  with  a  finely  timbered 
district  which  place  he  selected  as  his  final  abode  in  the  new 
country.  Returning  to  his  home  at  Pequea  he  disposed  of  his 
effects  and  immediately  took  up  his  journey  for  the  place  which 
he  had  chosen  as  his  new  home  and  abode.  Here  he  erected  a 
cabin  under  a  large  white  oak  tree,  in  which  he,  his  wife  and 
family  spent  the  first  winter.  In  the  following  spring  he 
took  out  a  warrant  for  a  large  tract  of  land  on  which  he  soon 
erected  a  more  commodious  dwelling  together  with  the  necessary 
outbuildings.  Fortune  favored  him,  and  it  was  not  long  till  his 
prosperity  was  noticed  by  others  of  his  countrymen  who  came 
and  settled  in  the  same  locality,  and  in  this  manner  the  begin-

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ning  of  a  flourishing  settlement  was  formed.  Old  Hans  Graff 
led  a  mercantile  life  for  many  years.  His  many  customers  were 
the  Indians,  to  whom  he  sold  milk,  vegetables,  blankets  and 
other  articles  of  merchandise  which  he  purchased  in  Philadelphia 
and  obtained  in  exchange  furs  and  other  objects  of  trade  for 
which  he  always  secured  a  ready  cash  sale.  In  this  way  Hans 
Graff  gained  a  considerable  fortune,  and  by  the  time  Lancaster 
County  was  organized  into  a  separate  county  he  was  already  the 
most  independent  and  influential  of  its  citizens.  The  township 
in  which  he  had  selected  his  abode  was  named  Earl  (Graff)  in 
honor  of  him,  as  one  of  its  most  respected  inhabitants.  Of  his 
numerous  family  only  six  sons  attained  the  age  of  manhood,  the 
rest  died  in  infancy.  The  names  of  those  six  were  II  Peter,  II 
David,  II  John,  II  Daniel,  II  Marcus,  and  II  Samuel. 

3336  II  GRAFF,  JOHN,  the  third  son  of  old  Hans,  was 
born  in  Switzerland  and  came  to  America  with  his 
parents  when  a  mere  lad.    No  records  obtained  of 
his  birth  or  death,  neither  to  whom  he  was  married. 
His  family  was  quite  numerous. 

3337  III  GRAFF,  JOHN,  one  of  the  youngest  children 
of  John  Graff,  was  born  in  Earl  Township  where 
he  was  married  to  Annie  Moyer  and  resided  in  the 
same  neighborhood  where  he  was  born.    Here  he 
was  engaged  in  farming.     His  family  consisted  of 
several  children,  all  of  whom  resided  in  Lancaster 
County  with  the  exception  of  three  viz: 

3338 IV  GROFF,  MARK,  was  married  to  Elizabeth 
Groff  and  resided  at  Paisley  Block,  Wellington 
County,  Ontario.  His  family  consisted  of  seven 
children,  namely:  V  Collin,  V  Mark,  V  Henry,  V 
Abraham,  V  Magdalena,  V  Fannie,  and  V  Susannah. 

3339 IV  GROFF,  ABRAHAM,  was  born  July  28th, 
1795,  and  died  December  13th,  1864.  He  was  never 
married  and  died  here  in  Canada. 
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3340 IV  GROFF,  ANDREW,  son  of  John  and  Anna 

(Moyer)  Graff,  was  horn  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania, 
April  1 8th,  1793.  His  boyhood  days  were  spent  in  acquiring  a 
business  education  which  proved  of  great  benefit  to  him  in  later 
years.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  made  choice  of  the  milling 
business  as  the  most  pleasing  to  his  taste.  His  first  years  of 
apprenticeship  were  served  in  Earl  Township  where  he  remained 
until  1822  when  he  was  induced  by  others  to  seek  his  fortune  either 
in  the  West  or  in  Canada.  Being  persuaded  by  one  Joseph  Mosser 
and  others  who  were  on  the  point  of  leaving  for  Canada,  to  join 
in  with  their  company,  he  came  to  Waterloo  in  the  fall  of  1822 
and  found  everything  most  satisfactory.  As  he  was  a  miller  by 
trade,  old  Abraham  Erb  wanted  him  to  take  charge  of  his  grist 
mills  which  he  intended  to  do  after  moving  to  Canada.  After 
being  here  a  short  time  and  making  arrangements  to  move  to 
Canada  he  started  again  for  Pennsylvania.  Arriving  at  home  in 
safety  and  spending  a  few  weeks  in  visiting  friends,  he  then  set 
out  for  his  new  home.  He  left  Pennsylvania  with  his  wife  and 
family  of  four  children  and  made  the  trip  to  Canada  in  seventeen 
days.  On  his  arrival  at  Waterloo  in  November,  1822,  he  was 
engaged  by  Abraham  Erb  to  work  on  the  saw  mill  where  he  re- 
mained three  weeks,  after  which  he  entered  the  employ  of  Mr. 
Shade  of  Gait  where  he  remained  for  nearly  two  years,  and 
acquired  a  considerable  amount  of  cash.  He  then  purchased 
200  acres  of  land  half  way  between  Preston  and  Gait  and  in  a 
few  years  he  was  the  proprietor  of  a  store,  tavern,  grist  mill,  saw 
mill,  and  distillery,  from  all  of  which  he  soon  realized  quite  a 
fortune,  becoming  one  of  the  wealthiest  men  in  the  county.  In 
1848  he  sold  this  property  and  purchased  the  farm  of  the  late 
David  Erb,  north  of  the  town  of  Waterloo,  now  in  possession  of 
his  son  Jacob.  During  the  close  of  his  life  he  lived  on  the  place 
now  possessed  by  Mr.  F.  Scheifle,  a  little  to  the  north  of  the 
town  of  Waterloo.  Here  he  died  May  nth,  1877.  He  was 
married  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1815,  to  Annie, 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  (Reist)  Huber.  She  was 
born  October  i5th,  1795,  and  died  in  Waterloo  County,  Ontario, 
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September  igth,  1865.  They  had  a  family  of  twelve  children. 
Their  names  are  as  follows:

3398  I  GROH,  HANNES,  a  native  of  Switzerland,  came 

to  America  at  a  very  early  date.  Tradition  has  it  that  he  be- 
longed to  the  company  of  emigrants  whom  the  captain  attempted 
to  starve  in  order  to  gain  possession  of  the  supposed  large  sum 
of  money  held  by  these  parties.  The  motive  that  impelled  old 
Hannes,  the  ancestor  of  the  Groh  family  of  this  county,  to 
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emigrate  to  Pennsylvania,  was  on  account  of  religious  persecu- 
tions which  raged  in  his  native  country  and  which  was  the  chief 
cause  of  the  emigration  of  so  many  of  the  noble-hearted  pioneers 
of  Pennsylvania  where  no  cruel  persecutions  were  waged  against 
these  devout  worshippers  of  the  almighty  God.  Old  Hannes 
Groh  was  born  about  the  year  1708  and,  if  traditional  report  be 
true,  came  to  America  in  1725.  He  was  married  to  Magdalena, 
only  daughter  of  old  I  Wendel  Baumann,  progenitor  of  the  now 
numerous  family  scattered  throughout  every  state  of  the  Union 
and  all  the  provinces  of  Canada.  All  efforts  made  to  ascertain 
the  names  of  their  children  together  with  their  descendants 
proved,  to  a  great  extent,  fruitless.  The  names  of  only  three 
children  have  been  received,  viz: 

3399  II  GROH,  JOHN,  was  born  in  1753  and  died  in 
Pennsylvania,  unmarried,  aged  about  30  years. 

3400  II  GROH,  HENRY,  was  born  in  1755.     He  was 
married  and  left  a  family  whose  descendants  are 
scattered  all  over  Lancaster,  Berks,  Montgomery, 
York,  and  other  counties  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in 
the  Western  States. 

3401 II  GROH,  MICHAEL,  the  third  son  of  old  Hannes 

and  Magdalena  (Baumann)  Groh,  was  born  in  1757.  In  1779 
he  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Witmer.  In  1804  he,  in  company 
with  others,  came  to  Canada  with  the  object  of  making  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  nature  of  the  country.  So  well  was 
Mr.  Groh  pleased  with  the  appearance  of  the  country  (then  all  in 
its  primeval  state)  that  he  took  up  a  claim  between  Preston  and 
Hespeler.  He  cleared  about  six  acres  and  made  it  ready  for  fall 
wheat.  On  this  clearing  he  erected  a  small  log  cabin  into  which 
he  purposed  moving  on  his  return,  with  family,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania. In  August  of  the  same  year  he  returned  to  his  parental 
home  in  Montgomery  County.  During  the  first  week  of  Septem- 
ber (1804)  he,  (bidding  adieu  to  his  parents,  brothers,  friends 
and  relatives,  and  not  thinking  of  this  being  their  last  time  of 
meeting  here  on  earth)  in  company  with  his  wife  and  "family,  set 
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out  on  the  journey  for  their  Canadian  home.  They  came  as  far 
as  Buffalo  where  they  crossed  the  Niagara  River  and  proceeded 
on  their  journey  to  Mr.  Boyer's  who  resided  near  the  river  on  the 
Canadian  side,  where  Mr.  Groh,  the  father  of  the  family,  took 
sick  and,  after  a  few  weeks  suffering,  died.  The  wife  and  two 
sons,  John  and  Jacob,  and  one  or  two  daughters,  proceeded  on 
their  journey  to  Waterloo  while  the  eldest  daughter,  Barbara, 
remained  with  her  father  to  nurse  him  during  his  illness,  and  after 
his  recovery  they  were  to  follow  the  family,  but  the  mother  and 
family  had  no  sooner  arrived  at  their  new  home  when  word  came 
that  the  father  was  dead.  He  died  about  September  2oth,  1804. 
Their  family  consisted  of  seven  children,  viz: 

3402  III  GROH,  ELIZABETH,  the  eldest  daughter  of 
Michael  and  Elizabeth  (Witmer)  Groh,  was  born  in 
1780.    She  was  married  to  David  Gingerich  in  1800 
and  came  to  Canada  in  J  801.    See  David  Gingerich's 
family. 

3403  III  GROH,  ANNA,  second  daughter  of  Michael 
and  Elizabeth  (Witmer)  Groh,  was  born  about  the 
year  1782.     She  was  married  to  John  Seechrist,  a 
farmer,  and  died   in   Pennsylvania   over   seventy 
years  ago,  leaving  one  child,  a  daughter  who  was 
married  to  Solomon  Kortz,  a  farmer,  and  resided  at 
Sharp's  Corner,  Michigan,  where  she  died. 

3404  III  GROH,  BARBARA,  the   third   daughter   of 
Michael  and  Elizabeth  (Witmer)   Groh,  was  born 
May  28th,  1784.    She  was  married  to  John  Scheirich 
who  came  to  Canada  in  1805.    They  resided  near 
Berlin,   on   the   farm   now   possessed   by   George 
Histand.     Their  family  consisted  of  several  chil- 
dren.    See  John  Scheirich's  family. 

3405  III  GROH,  PETER,  was  born  in  July,  1785.     He 
settled  near  Stevens  ville,  Well  and  County,  Ontario, 
where  he  had  a  family  of  several  children.     The 
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names  of  three  are  IV  Joseph,  IV  Solomon,  and  IV 
Abigail.  The  two  sons  reside  near  Elmer  P.  O., 
Sanalac  County,  Michigan. 

3406  III  GROH,  JOHN,    the   second    son   of   Michael 

Groh,  was  born  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  June  igth, 
1788,  and  came  to  Canada  in  1804.  He  and  his  brother,  Jacob, 
assisted  their  mother  in  clearing  up  their  new  home.  On  De- 
cember loth,  18 1 1,  he  was  married  to  Susannah,  daughter  of 
Henry  and  Anna  (Mosser)  Wanner.  She  was  born  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, November  29th,  1791,  and  came  to  Canada  with  her 
parents  in  1810.  Soon  after  their  marriage  they  moved  on  the 
farm  now  possessed  by  their  son,  Isaac.  Here  they  resided  until 
their  deaths.  His  death  took  place  January  i6th,  1871,  and  she 
died  March  3oth,  1888.  Their  family  consists  of  eleven  children, 
viz: 

3407 IV  GROH,  ELIZABETH,  was  born  September 
6th,  1812.  She  was  married  to  Daniel  Reichert  who 
resided  on  a  farm  situated  on  the  Huron  Road, 
Wilmot  Township.

3414  IV  GROH,  HENRY,   was  born  March  9th,   1825, 
and  died  March  9th,  1884.     He  was  unmarried  and 
had  his  home  with  his  brother,  Isaac,  where  he 
died. 

3415  IV  GROH,  JOHN  W.,  was  bom  November  24th, 
1826,  arid  died  December  3rd,  1841, 
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3416  IV  GROH,  ISAAC,  the  second  youngest  son  of 

John  and  Susannah  (Wanner)  Groh,  was  born  on  the  farm  on 
which  he  now  resides,  situated  a  little  more  than  a  mile  south- 
west of  Hespeler,  March  i4th,  1829.  He  is  the  possessor  of 
over  200  acres  of  land.  Upwards  of  nearly  half  a  century  Mr. 
Groh'sf  name  has  been  connected  with  those  whose  object  is  to 
elevate  and  advance  the  cause  of  their  fellow  citizens.  During 
the  years  1877—78  he  served  the  municipality  of  Waterloo 
Township  as  councillor.  In  1879  ne  was  ^rst  deputy  reeve,  and 
for  the  years  1880 — 83  he  was  reeve  for  the  township.  At  the 
close  of  the  year  1883  he,  not  wishing  to  be  re-elected,  retired 
from  taking  any  interest  in  municipal  matters.  By  the  request 
and  urging  of  his  numerous  friends,  he  again  allowed  himself  to 
be  elected  as  reeve  for  the  township  for  the  year  1889,  at  the 
close  of  which  he  again  retired.  He  is  still  quite  healthy  and  ac- 
tive, and  could,  if  required,  give  a  strong  helping  hand  in  managing 
municipal  matters  pertaining  to  the  township.  In  politics  he 
advocates  the  principles  of  the  Reform  party.

34441  HAAS,  JACOB,   of  Swiss  descent,  came  from 

Deep  Run,  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania.  He  arrived  in  Waterloo 
in  1827,  and  had  his  home  with  Christian  Shantz  where  he 
rented  a  shop  and  commenced  making  boots  and  shoes.  A  few 
years  later  he  formed  an  acquaintance  with  Nancy,  daughter  of 
John  and  Magdalena  (Shuh)  Keller,  to  whom  he  was  married. 
He  was  born  July  28th,  1802,  and  died  May  3ist,  1863.  Nancy 
Keller  (his  wife)  was  born  August  2nd,  1816,  and  died  December 
22nd,  1865.  After  their  marriage  they  moved  on  the  old  "Keller 
Farm"  now  in  possession  of  Cyrus  Cressman.  Here  they  resided 
until  Jabout  the  year  1848  when  they  moved  on  Daniel  Burk- 
holder's  place,  a  few  miles  north-east  of  Bloomingdale.

The  original  ancestor  of  this  popular  family  was  a  native  of 
southern  Switzerland.  Here,  upon  being  molested  too  much  by

Germany,  where  they  were  promised  protection  and  granted  the 
freedom  to  worship  God  according  t->  their  views  of  the  teaching 
of  the  Bible.  Here  the  old  ancestor,  I  Andrew  Hagey,  died 
with  the  blessed  hopes  of  going  to  the  heavenly  mansions  to 
rejoice  with  such  who  praise  the  Lamb  of  God.  His  family  con- 
sisted of  three  children,  namely:  II  Daniel,  II  Catharine,  and  II 
Jacob.  Of  Daniel  we  know  nothing  except  that  he  remained  in 
Saxony  where  he  died.  Catharine  was  married  to  a  Meier  and 
had  a  numerous  family.  Some  of  her  descendants  are  scattered 
through  the  Southern  and  Western  States.  Of  Jacob  we  have 
more  information.  He  was  born  in  or  near  Neustadt,  Saxony, 
Germany. 

3454 II  HAGEY,   JACOB,    youngest   son    of   Andrew 

Hagey, f  was  born  in  Saxony,  Germany,  in  1749.  In  1767, 
when  eighteen  years  of  age,  he  emigrated  to  America  and  settled 
in  Franconia  Township,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania. 
Here  he  was  married  to  Susannah  Schwartz  in  1772.  They  had 
a  family  of  five  children,  namely:  III  Abraham,  III  Daniel,  III 
Jacob,  III  Abraham,  and  III  Catharine.  The  first  Abraham 
died  aged  only  a  few  days.  Of  Jacob  we  have  some  information. 
He  was  a  clock-maker  like  his  father,  and  sold  his  farm  in  Mont- 
gomery (Lower  Salford)  County,  March  2ist,  1828.  He  had  a 
small  family,  the  descendants  of  which  are  still  in  Montgomery 
County.  Of  Abraham  nothing  is  known,  quite  likely  his  de- 
scendants are  yet  to  be  found  in  Montgomery  County.  Catharine 
was  married  to  one  named  Eli  Clemens.  She  never  came  to 
Canada. 

3455  III  HAGEY,  DANIEL,  the  second  son  of  Jacob 

t  Hagey  then  spelled  Hege. 
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and  Susannah  (Schwartz)  Hagey,  was  born  July  i2th,  1784,  and 
died  November  i4th,  1859.  He  was  married,  in  1806,  to  Eliza- 
beth Bergey*  who  was  born  February  26th,  1784.  They  resided 
in  Franconia  Township,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  until 
1822  when  they,  with  their  four  children,  moved  to  Canada. 
With  them  came  Henry  Clemmer,  father  to  John  Clemmer, 
Joseph  Bergey,  and  Abraham  Becker.  It  took  them  21  days  to 
make  the  journey,  arriving  at  Preston  about  the  2oth  of  October. 
They  settled  on  a  farm,  a  little  north  of  Preston,  where  they  both 
died.  She  died  September  i6th,  1854.  Their  family  consisted 
of  six  children,  viz: 

3456  IV  HAGEY,  JACOB,  the  eldest  son  of  Daniel  and 

Elizabeth  (Bergey)  Hagey,  was  born  in  Montgomery  County, 
Pennsylvania,  January  i3th,  1808.  In  1822,  he,  in  company 
with  his  parents  and  others^came  to  Canada  and  settled  at 
Preston,  Ontario.  He  was  married  to  Leah,  daughter  of  Christian 
and  Sophia  (Ruth)  Schwartz.  She  was  born  November  i5th, 
1811,  and  died  May  28th,  1882.  They  resided  at  Preston,  on 
the  farm  now  possessed  by  their  youngest  son,  Levi.  He  died 
April  Qth,  1893.  When  a  young  man  he  was  ordained  deacon  of 
the  Mennonite  Church  for  the  Hagey  field  of  labor.  He  was  a 
man  that  was  held  in  high  esteem  in  the  community  for  his  many 
excellent  social  and  religious  qualities.  It  is  very  doubtful 
whether  he  had  a  single  enemy.  His  family  consisted  of  eight 
children,  viz:

where  he  owns  a  beautiful  farm.  To  them  were 
born  four  children,  namely:  VI  Simon,  VI  Milo,  VI 
Lincoln,  and  VI  Mary  (dead). 

3460  V  HAGEY,  DAVID,  was  first  married  to  Hannah 
Connell  who  died  November  13th,   1874,  aged  32 
years,  1  month,  and  23  days,  and  after  her  decease 
to  Elizabeth  Schlichter.     They  reside  at  Preston. 
His  family  consists  of  three  children,^  namely:  VI 
Norman,  VI  Alsina,  and  VI  Eve  Angeline. 

3461  V  HAGEY,  REBECCA,  is  married  to  Moses  Kraft, 
a  farmer.     They  reside  nearly  two  miles  east  of 
Bridgeport  where  he  is  the  possessor  of  three  large 
farms.     To  them  were  born  ten  children,  namely:

Bernhardt.     They  reside  in  Preston  where  he  is 
engaged  in  the  woollen  mills.    Their  family  is  as 
follows,  namely:  VI  Albert  (dead),  VI  Edward,  VI 
Austin,  VI  Nelson,  VI  Ada  (dead),  VI  Arthur,  and 
VI  Angeline.

3465  IV  HAGEY,  BISHOP  JOSEPH,  the  second  son 

J  All  of  first  wife. 
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of  Daniel  and  Elizabeth  (Bergey)  Hagey,  was  born  in  Mont- 
gomery County,  Pennsylvania,  June  nth,  1810,  and  came  to 
Canada  with  his  parents  when  twelve  years  of  age.  Some  time 
during  the  summer  of  1832  he  was  married  to  Sophia,  daughter 
of  Samuel  and  Rebecca  (Eby)  Bricker.  She  was  born  Decem. 
her  2oth,  1812.  Soon  after  their  marriage  they  moved  on  the 
farm  now  possessed  by  their  son,  Joseph  B.,  where  they  resided 
until  his  death  which  took  place  December  3ist,  1876.  On  May 
3ist,  1851,  he  was  ordained  as  minister  of  the  Mennonite  body, 
and  on  October  nth,  1852,  he  was  ordained  bishop  which  posi- 
tion he  held  until  his  death.  He  was  well  received  by  both  his 
and  other  denominations.  His  fame  as  a  preacher  was  widely 
known  and  served  to  fill  the  houses  of  worship  to  their  utmost 
capacity  wherever  he  was  known  to  officiate.  His  sermons  were 
short  and  always  well  seasoned  with  a  grand  exhortation  to  be 
more  like  our  Lord  and  Master.  He  was  greatly  respected  by 
the  young  and  always  gladly  received  by  his  many  friends.  His 
last  days  on  earth  were  much  clouded  with  the  church  contro- 
versy which  was  carried  so  far  as  to  cause  a  division  among  the 
Mennonites.  Just  at  this  time  came  the  winged  arrow  of  death 
and  bore  the  soul  of  Bishop  Hagey  from  the  scenes  of  his  life's 
activity,  from  the  companionship  of  his  faithful  circle  of  followers, 
and  from  the  worrying  of  this  world,  to  the  regions  beyond  the 
skies  where  trials  and  temptations  are  no  more,  where  Christ 
reigns  supreme,  in  Heaven.  His -last  words  were,  "O  what  a 
good  and  merciful  Lord  we  have."  His  end  was  peace.  His 
widow  is  still  living  and  has  her  home  with  her  daughter,  Mary.

He 
has  been  a  member  of  the  township  council  for  some  time- 
"Young  Joseph"  (or  Der  jung  Josey  Hagey)  as  he  is  generally 
called,  is  married  to  Rebecca  Snyder.  They  have  a  family  of 
five  children,  namely:  VI  Irvine,  VI  Ethel  Eda,  VI  Walter 
(dead),  VI  Elsie  Edna,  and  VI  Laura  Iva. 

3474  V  HAGEY,  JACOB  B.,  was  born  January  25th, 

1851.  His  boyhood  days  were  spent  on  the  farm,  assisting  in 
doing  the  work  generally  allotted  to  the  juvenile  class.  When 
past  the  half  of  the  "teens"  he  commenced  to  attend  the  Free- 
port  Academy.  Soon  thereafter  he  passed  the  teachers'  examina- 
tion for  the  county  of  Waterloo.  When  eighteen  years  of  age  he 
commenced  life  as  a  public  school  teacher  and  has  followed  it  up 
to  the  present.

3500  I  HALLMAN,  ANTHONY,  ancestor  of  the  num- 
erous family  of  that  name  in  Pennsylvania  and  other  parts  of  the 
United  States,  and  Canada,  was  born  in  Switzerland  about  the 
year  1714.  He  came  to  Pennsylvania  at  a  very  early  date  and 
settled  among  his  co-religionists  (the  Mennonites)  in  Mont- 
gomery County,  Pennsylvania,  where  we  find  him,  in  1745, 
reckoned  as  one  of  the  well-to-do  farmers.  The  precise  date 
when  he  left  his  native  home  is  not  known;  it  may  have  been  as 
early  as  1724,  but  the  cause  that  impelled  this  old  ancestor  to 
emigrate  undoubtedly  was  on  account  of  religious  persecution 
which  raged  in  his  native  home  at  that  time.  All  efforts  made  to 
gain  information  in  regard  to  his  family  proved  almost  fruitless. 
We  know  that  his  wife's  given  name  was  Mary  but  of  her  maiden 
name  nothing  is  known.  Neither  do  we  know  the  number  of 
children  born  unto  him.  One  son  was  named  II  Benjamin. 

3501 II  HALLMAN,  BENJAMIN,  was  born  probably 
in  1752,  and  resided  in  Perkiomen  Township,  Mont- 
gomery County,  Pennsylvania,  near  where  he  was

born  and  raised.  He  was  married  to  Anna  Grott- 
waltz.  They  had  a  family  of  several  children,  all 
of  whom,  save  III  Benjamin,  remained  in  Mont- 
gomery County,  Pennsylvania,  where  most  of  their 
descendants  are  yet  to  be  found. 

3502  III  HALLMAN,  BENJAMIN,  was  born  September 

1 8th,  1783,  in  Perkiomen  Township,  Montgomery  County,  Penn- 
.  sylvania,  where  he  followed  fanning  as  his  calling.  During  the 
great  financial  depressions  from  1816  until  1827  many  of  that 
calling  in  Montgomery  and  other  counties  failed  financially,  and 
in  order  to  save  their  creditors  from  losing  any  money,  the  dis- 
tressed farmers  sold  their  farms  at  a  great  sacrifice  and  paid  their 
debts,  and  with  whatever  little  balance  left  they  wended  their  way 
to  Canada  where  land  could  be  h?d  cheap  and  thus  made 
another  attempt  to  gain  a  free  home.  And  as  a  rule  all  these 
parties  in  a  very  few  years  were  the  possessors  of  valuable  farms. 
Sufh  was  the  case  with  III  Benjamin  Hallman,  our  Canadian 
progenitor.  He  suffered  financially  during  the  great  crisis  as 
aforesaid,  and,  finding  things  to  his  advantage,  he  moved  to 
Canada  in  1825!  and  settled  in  Waterloo  County,  two  miles 
west  of  the  town  of  Waterloo.  Here  he  resided  until  spring 
(1826)  when  he  moved  to  North  Dumfries  Township,  about  one 
mile  east  of  Roseville,  where  he  had  purchased  a  most  beautiful 
farm,  then  nearly  all  forest.  This  farm  is  now  in  possession  of 
Menno  H.  Hallman.  Here  the  old  pregenitor  died  full  of  years, 
September  loth,  1869.  On  September  2nd,  1802,  he  was  mar- 
ried to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Margaret  (Harley) 
Detweiler.  She  was  born  August  8th,  1784,  and  died  August 
9th,  1856.  To  them  was  born  a  numerous  family,  all  of  which 
were  born  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  save  the  two 
youngest,  Hannah  and  Wendel,  who  were  born  in  Waterloo 
County,  Ontario.  Their  family  is  as  follows,  viz: 

3503 IV  HALLMAN,  REV.    JACOB,    the    eldest   in 

the  family,  was  born   November   i8th,  1803.       In   1822   he,  in

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company  with  Mr.  Lutz,  walked  to  Canada  and  made  Waterloo 
County,  Ontario,  his  home  for  about  two  years,  then  he  returned 
to  his  native  state  where  he  remained  until  the  following  spring 
when  he  and  his  father  and  family  moved  to  Canada.  Some 
time  after  his  arrival  he  was  married  to  Eva,  daughter  of  Chris- 
tian and  Polly  (Ruth)  Strome.l  She  was  born  September  Qth, 
1805,  and  died  July  nth,  1886.  Soon  after  their  marriage  they 
moved  on  their  farm  in  Wilmot  Township,  about  two  and  one-half 
miles  north  of  New  Dundee  where  they  resided  until  their  deaths. 
In  1837  he  was  called  to  the  ministry  of  t'.e  Mennonite  Church 
which  body  he  served  faithfully  for  over  forty  years.  His  ser- 
mons were  always  plain,  practical,  and  accompanied  with  a  strong 
appeal  to  the  younger  members  of  the  congregation  to  live  up  to 
the  teachings  of  the  Scriptures.  His  great  and  only  desire  was 
that  he  might  pass  the  rest  of  his  days  in  the  humble  yet  honor- 
able service  in  the  ministry  of  the  Lord,  to  which  he  was  so 
sincerely  attached.  He  died  March  23rd,  1878.  His  family 
consisted  of  six  children,  viz:

After  having  taken  18  barrels  on  his  small  boat  he  set  sail  for  the 
main  land.  Not  having  proceeded  far  on  his  return,  he  was  sud- 
denly overtaken  by  a  violent  storm,  tearing  away  his  masts  and 
sails  and  driving  him  northward  towards  the  upper  end  of  the 
peninsula.  To  keep  his  small  leaky  craft  afloat  he  was  obliged 
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to  toss  the  whole  of  his  cargo  overboard  and  work  his  way 
through  the  foaming  waves  the  best  he  could  with  two  small  oars. 
It  cost  him  all  his  time  to  guide  the  boat  with  one  hand  and  with 
a  small  tin  can  bail  out  the  water  with  the  other.  He  was  thus 
drifted  along  by  the  cold  and  severe  snow  storm  now  blowing  at 
a  terrific  rate.  When  darkness  set  in  he  was  passing  Cabot  Head 
and  rapidly  drifting  out  on  Lake  Huron  where  he  spent  the  whole 
night  and  the  greater  part  of  the  following  day,  working  at  his 
oars  and  bailing  out  the  water.  A  change  in  the  wind  at  six  in 
the  morning  caused  his  boat  to  return  towards  Bruce  Peninsula 
where  he  arrived  at  Stokes  Bay  late  in  the  afternoon.  His  lower 
limbs  were  so  badly  frozen  during  the  thirty  hours  he  experienced 
on  that  never-to-be-forgotten  trip  that  when  he  arrived  at  land  he 
was  not  able  to  walk  but  crawled  on  hand  and  foot  over  one-half 
mile  to  the  nearest  residence  which,  to  his  great  disappointment, 
he  found  vacated.  From  here  he  crawled  to  another  log  cabin 
about  forty  rods  distant  where  he  arrived  at  sunset.  The  inmates, 
who  were  kind  people,  did  all  in  their  power  to  alleviate  the  suf- 
ferings of  their  almost  dying  guest  who  was  a  perfect  stranger  to 
them.  After  partaking  of  some  food  he  fell  asleep  and  slept 
several  hours.  When  awakening  he  suffered  extreme  pain  in  his 
limbs  which  continued  for  several  days  when  he  gradually  com- 
menced to  recover.  It  caused  tears  of  joy  to  his  wife,  mother, 
brother,  and  relatives  when  the  news  came  that  the  "supposed 
lost  one"  was  saved. 

3556  VI  HALLMAN,  JACOB  S.,  was  born  March  12th, 
1862.  He  is  married  to  Leah  Baumann  (No.  122).

(Smith)  Hilborn,  was  born  at  Preston,  Ontario,  December  i4th, 
1833.  He  was  raised  on  the  farm.  On  January  3oth,  1855,  he 
was  married  to  Caroline,  eldest  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Susannah 
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(Groh)  Witmer.  She  was  born  April  i6th,  1837.  Soon  after 
their  marriage  they  moved  on  a  farm  at'Speedsville,  a  small 
village  near  Preston,  where  they  resided  until  March  i9th,  1872, 
when  they  moved  near  Conestogo,  on  the  farm  formerly  owned 
by  John  Groff.  After  disposing  of  this  farm  he  purchased  the 
Blair  Mills,  to  which  place  he  moved  in  October,  1884.  Here 
he  is  doing  a  good  business.

HISTAND. 

(Sometimes  spelled  Hiestand.) 

3739  I  HISTAND,  ABRAHAM,  a  native  of   Holland, 

was  born  about  the  year  1703.  It  cannot,  at  so  late  a  date,  be 
ascertained  of  what  nationality  he  was  as  all  documents  pertain, 
ing  to  his  ancestry  are  lost.  He  may  have  been  of  English 
descent  as  we  find  the  name  "H island"  to  be  quite  common  in 
the  northern  counties  of  England.  So  much  is  certain  that  his 
ancestors  were  not  Dutch.  History  informs  us  that  many  of  the 
Non-Conformists  left  England  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Mary, 
and  also  during  the  reigns  of  Charles  II  and  James  II.  Among 
these  parties  may  have  been  the  forefathers  of  Abraham  Histand. 
When  a  young  man  he,  in  company  with  others,  sailed  for 
America  and  settled  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania. 
While  in  his  new  home  he  formed  the  acquaintance  of  one 
named  Susannah  Collins  whom  he  afterwards  married.  They 
were  both  members  of  the  Evangelical  Reformed  Body  when 
they  came  to  Pennsylvania,  but  not  finding  any  of  their  faith  in 
the  newly  adopted  home,  they  joined  with  the  Mennonite  body, 
the  doctrines  of  which  were  almost  the  same  as  those  of  the 
Evangelical  Reformed  body.  There  is  no  record  of  the  date  of 
their  deaths,  nor  of  their  family.  We  know  that  they  resided  in 
Lower  Salford  Township,  Montgomery  County,  in  1726,  and 
that  they  had  one  son  named  II  Abrahamf  who  lived  at  the  same 
place  where  he  was  engaged  in  farming  for  some  time,  then  he 
moved  to  Chester  County  where  he  died  probably  when  a  young 
man  for  we  find  he  had  but  a  small  family.  Two  of  his  children 
were  III  Eliza  and  III  David. 

3740  III  HISTAND,  ELIZA,  was  born  May  9th,  1753, 
and  died  November  12th,  1756. 

3741  HI  HISTAND,   DAVID,    was   born   in    Chester 

t  His  family   may  have  consisted  of  four  children  but  no  one  could  give  any  positive 
information  in  regard  to  his  family.     His  wife's  name  has  not  been  given  to  the  writer. 
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County,  Pennsylvania,  August  2otb,  1755.  He  was  raised  on  the 
farm  and  followed  the  agricultural  life  all  his  days.  When  a  young 
man  he  used  to  go  to  Montgomery  County  to  attend  places  of 
worship*  and  visit  friends  and  relatives.  During  these  visits  he 
formed  an  acquaintance  with  Kli/abeth  BechtH  who  was  raised 
near  Fottstown,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  old  Martin  Bechtel.  To  her  he  was  married  in 
1783.  Soon  after  their  .marriage  they  took  possession  of  his 
father's  beautiful  (arm  located  in  the  north-eastern  part  of  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  not  far  from  the  Schuylkill  River.  Here 
they  raised  a  family  of  ten  children,  vi/.:

They   reside   on  a  farm   near 
Breslau,  Ontario.    To  them  were  born  six  children, 
namely:  VII  Abraham,  VII  Amsey,  VII  Leander, 
VII  Ervine,  VII  Lily  Ann,  and  VII  Clayton.      See 
Levi  C.  Snyder's  family. 

3745  V  HISTAND,  JOHN,  was  born  in  Chester  County,

3757  V  HISTAND,  ISAAC,  was  born   January   26th, 

1821.  He  resides  at  Greenlane,  Montgomery  County* 
Pennsylvania. 

3758  V  HISTAND,  DANIEL,  was  born  December  15th, 

1822,  and  died  December  1st,  1851.    He  was  married 
and  had  one  daughter. 

3759  IV  HISTAND,  ABRAHAM,  was  born  July  17th, 
1787,  and  resided  in  Northampton  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  died.     Not  informed  to  whom  he 
was  married. 

3760  IV  HISTAND,  DAVID,  the  third  son  of  David 

and  Elizabeth  (Bechtel)  Histand,  was  born  in  Upper  Providence, 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  November  5th,  1789.  In 
spring,  1816,  he  left  his  home  which  was  in  Chester  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  moved  to  Canada.  He  arrived  at  his  uncle 
George  BechtePs  place,  at  Blair,  Ontario,  where  he  soon  engaged 
himself  to  Jacob  Bechtel  in  whose  services  he  was  for  one  year. 
After  the  expiration  of  his  year  with  Mr.  Bechtel,  he  worked  for 
different  parties  until  spring,  1818.  On  March  loth,  1818,  he 
was  married  to  Elizabeth  Bechtel  who  was  born  August  8th, 
1792,  and  died  July  2ist,  1885.  Soon  after  their  marriage  they 
moved  on  the  farm  now  possessed  by  Isaac  M.  Shoemaker,  about 
two  miles  north  of  Preston.  Here  he  died  January  6th,  1833, 
leaving  a  widow  and  three  children.  The  widow  was  married 
again  to  old  George  Clemens. 

3761  V  HISTAND,  GEORGE,  the  eldest  in  the  family, 

was  born  November  ist,  1820,  and  was  raised  near  Preston.  On 
March  zoth,  1844,  he  was  married  to  Esther,  daughter  of  John 
and  Barbara  (Groh)  Scheirich.  She  was  born  May  i8th,  1825. 
After  their  marriage  they  moved  on  her  father's  place  two  miles 
south  of  Berlin  where  she  died  February  i8th,  1845.  After  his 
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first  wife's  decease  he  was  married  to  Veronica  Scheirich,  sister  to 
his  first  wife.  She  was  born  November  6th,  1827,  and  died 
November  loth,  1848.  After  the  decease  of  second  wife  he  was 
married  to  another  sister,  Elizabeth  Scheiiich,  widow  of  the  late 
Jacob  Bleam.  She  was  born  May  ist,  1816,  and  died  December 
ryth,  1890.  After  her  decease  he  was  married  to  Magdalena 
Biehn,  July  loth,  1892.  She  was  bom  August  i3th,  1841. 
They  reside  on  his  old  place  near  Berlin.  His  family  consisted 
of  four  children,  viz:

HOFFMAN. 


Nearly  all  the  Hoffmans  of  this  county  are  descend- 
ants of  old  II  George  whose  parents  were  natives  of 
Switzerland.  Old  II  George  resided  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  raised  a  family  of 
eight  children,  namely:  III  Christian,  III  Barbara, 
III  George,  III  John,  III  Peter,  III  Jacob,  III 
Henry,  and  III  Elizabeth.  Of  the  above  family 
some  of  the  descendants  of  George  and  Peter  settled 
in  Canada.  We  shall  first  give  the  descendants  of 
George,  then  of  Peter.

The  pioneer  settler  of  this  numerous  family  was  a  native  of 
Switzerland  from  which  place  he  emigrated  at  a  very  early  date. 
After  landing  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  he  wended  his  way 
to  Lancaster  County  where  he  found  many  or  his  countrymen  who 
had  settled  there  a  few  years  previously.  Mr.  Huber  finally  settled 
in  Warwick  Township,  same  county.  We  find  that  one  named 
John  Huber,  an  early  settler  of  the  same  county,  is  reputed  as  a 
son  of  the  old  pioneer.  This  John  Huber  was  a  prominent 
citizen  in  his  time  and  was  an  iron-master.  The  following  lines 
were  on  the  sign  in  front  of  his  furnace: 

"John  Huber,  der  erste  Deutsche  man 

Der  das  Eisenwerk  vollfiihren  kann." 

As  near  as  can  be  ascertained  the  pioneer,  Peter  Huber,  of  this 
country  was  a  grandson  of  John  Huber.  We  shall  now  follow 
our  Canadian  pioneer,  Peter  Huber.

(Now  spelled  "Johnson"  by  most  of  the  descendants.) 

8997  I  JANZEN,  ABRAHAM,  a  native  of  Montgomery 

County,  Pennsylvania,  to  which  place  his  ancestors  had  moved 
from  Holland  about  the  year  1726.  He  was  married  to  Nancy, 
daughter  of  II  Henry  and  Anna  (Honsberger)  Clemmer.  She 
was  a  sister  to  Henry  H.  Clemmer  who  resided  about  two  miles 
east  of  Berlin  where  he  died  April  3oth,  1851.  She  was  born 
about  the  year  1778.  Some  time  during  the  beginning  of  the 
present  century  they  with  their  family  of  small  children  moved, 
with  the  Schwartzes  and  others,  to  Canada  and  finally  settled  in 
Blenheim  Township,  Oxford  County,  where  he  died  of  cholera 
in  1834.

4009  I  JONES,  JOHN,  was  a  native  of  Chester  County, 

Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  born  December  2yth,  1794.  He  was 
of  English  parentage  and  his  forerathers  belonged  to  the  Society 
of  Friends.  When  a  young  man  Mr.  Jones  came  to  Canada  and 
settled  near 'Preston  where  he  was  soon  married  to  Martha, 
daughter  of  John  Philip  and  Veronica  (Gingerich)  Saltzberger. 
She  was  born  October  2oth,  1808,  and  died  in  Blenheim  Town- 
ship, Oxford  County,  February  i4th,  1885.  They  resided  in 
different  places  of  Waterloo  and  Oxford  Counties,  Ontario.

They  reside  in  Indiana,  U.  S.,  where  he  is  engaged 
in  farming. 

4015  II  JONES,  SUSANNAH,  was  married  to  Jeremiah 
Hembling.      They  resided  in  Michigan  where  he 
died.    See  Jeremiah  Hembling's  family. 

4016  II  JONES,  VERONICA,  died  in  infancy. 

4017 II  JONES,   ELIZABETH,   is   married   to   Noah 
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Haymaker.    They  reside  in  Michigan  where  he  is 
farming. 

4018  II  JONES,  JOHN,  is  married  to  Catharine  Sugars. 
They  reside  in  Pennsylvania  where  he  is  engaged  as 
a  wage-earner. 

4019  II  JONES,  HENRY,  died  young. 

4020  II  JONES,  LUCY,  died  young. 

4021 II  JONES,  HANNAH,  is  married  to  George  Wing, 
a  farmer.    They  reside  in  Michigan. 

4022  II  JONES,  BARBARA,  was  married  to  Christian 
Rosenberger,  a  farmer.     They  resided  in  Wilmot 
Township  where  she  died.     See  Christian  Rosen- 
berger's  family. 

4023  II  JONES,  CATHARINE,  is  married   to   David 
Bock,  a  retired  farmer.    They  reside  in  Berlin.    See 
No.  1137. 

4024  II  JONES,  NANCY,  is  married  to  Samuel  Rudy,  a 
teamster.      They  reside  in    Berlin.      See   Samuel 
Rudy's  family. 


KELLER. 


4025  II  KELLER,  CHRISTIAN,  was  born  in  Switzer- 
land but  must  have  been  quite  young  when  he  came 
to  America  with  his  parents.  We  have  no  record  to 
give  exact  date  of  their  emigration  to  this  country. 
So  much,  however,  is  known  that  he  came  between 
the  years  1763  and  1769.  They  first  settled  in  Lan- 
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caster  County,  but  later  moved  to  York  County 
where  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Nissley.  He 
died  in  1824,  aged  65  years  and  several  months,  and 
had  a  family  of  four  children,  viz: 

4026  III   KELLER,   JOHN,    the    eldest    in    Christian 
Keller's  family,  was  born  in   1783.     He  was  married  to  Magda- 
lena  Schuh  who  was  born  in  1782  and  died  on  February  2nd, 
1831.      She  was  a  daughter  of  John  Schuh   of  York  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  sister  to  Henry  Schuh,  minister  of  the  Menno- 
nite  body.     They  moved  to  Canada  in   1826  and  resided  with 
Benjamin  Eby,  Berlin,  during  the  summer  months,  then,  in  fall, 
moved  on  their  farm,  being  part  of  lot  No.  121,  German  Com- 
pany's Tract,  now   possessed   by  Cyrus  Cressman.      Here  they 
both  spent  their  remaining  days.     He  had  the  sad  misfortune  of 
being  deprived  of  his  eyesight  for  nineteen  years.     He  died  in 
April,  1838.     They  had  a  family  of  nine  children,  six  of  whom 
died  in  infancy.     The  remaining  three  were  married,  viz: 

4027  IV  fKELLER,  CHRISTIAN,  was  born  about  the 

year  1804.  He  was  married  to  Catharine  Miller.  He,  in  former 
years,  resided  on  the  large  farm  one  mile  north  of  Heidelberg  now 
possessed  by  Michael  Schweitzer.  Some  twenty  years  ago  he  sold 
out  and  moved  to  Kent  County,  Michigan,  where  he  died  in 
1887.  She  died  in  1892.  The  names  of  their  children  are  V 
John,  V  Abraham,  V  Noah,  V  Barbara,  V  Menno,  V  Benjamin, 
V  Aaron,  and  V  Magdalena.  They  are  all  residing  in  the  state 
of  Michigan. 

4028  IV  KELLER,  NANCY,  was  born  in  1817  and  died 

December  22nd,  1865.  She  was  married  to  Jacob  Haas  who  was 
born  July  28th,  1802,  and  died  May  3151,  1863.  They,  after  their 
marriage,  moved  on  her  father's  farm  where  he  followed  farming 
and  working  at  his  trade,  shoemaking.  They  had  a  family  of  eight 
children,  namely:  V  Magdalena,  married  to  John  Heppler,  V 
Lydia,  married  to  John  Ahruf,  V  Henry,  married  to  Miss  Derling, 
V  Isaac,  married  to  Fannie  Neuman,  V  Jacob,  V  Mary,  married 
to  John  Wiegand,  V  Nancy,  and  V  Moses,  married  to  Anna 
Schmidt.  See  Jacob  Haas'  family.

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4029  IV  KELLER,  MAGDALEN  A,  was  born  January 

29th,  1819,  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  came  to  Canada 
with  her  parents  in  May,  1826.  On  May  2nd,  1837,  she  was 
married  to  Dennis  Devitt  who  was  raised  by  old  David  Shantz 
who  lived  on  lot  No.  i,  German  Company's  Tract,  about  one 
mile  south-east  of  Berlin.  After  their  marriage  they  resided 
about  eighteen  months  with  old  David  Shantz,  then  they  moved 
on  their  farm  four  miles  west  of  Berlin,  on  the  Petersburg  Road, 
where  they  resided  36  years.  He  was  born  August  i8th,  i8i3> 
and  died  July  ist,  1880.  She  is  still  hale  and  hearty  and  resides 
in  Berlin  in  company  with  her  youngest  daughter  who  is  unmar- 
ried.

4030  III  KELLER,  CHRISTIAN,  was  married  to  Eliza- 
beth  Baehr  and  resided. in  York  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  his  descendants  are  still  to  be  found. 

4031  III  KELLER,  ANNA,  ;was  married  to  Abraham 
Huber.    They  moved  to  Rainham  Township,  Haldi- 
mand  County,  Ontario. 

4032  III  KELLER,  SUSANNAH,  was  married  to  John 
Good.    They  never  came  to  Canada.     Their  home 
was  near  York,  York  County,  Pennsylvania. 


KAUFFMAN. 


4033  I  KAUFFMAN,  MICHAEL  *  a  native  of  Green- 

stadt,  Hesse,  on  the  upper  Rhine,  emigrated  to  America  between 
the  years  1710  and  1719  and  settled  in  Lancaster  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, but  in  what  part  of  the  county  is  not  now  known.  He 
died  a  few  years  after  his  arrival,  leaving  a  widow  and  a  family  of 
two  children,  namely:  II  John  and  II  Elizabeth.  The  guardian 
of  these  children  bought  of  William  Penn's  commissioner  a  con- 
siderable tract  of  land  in  the  vicinity  now  known  as  Landisville, 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  II  John  Kauffman 
settled.  All  that  is  known  of  Elizabeth  is  that  she  was  married 
to  Christian  Stoneman  December  i2th,  1734.  The  said  II  John 
Kauffman  lived  near  Landisville,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania 
where  he  had  a  family  of  three  sons,  -namely:  III  Christian, 

III  Michael,  and  III  John. 

4034  III  KAUFFMAN,  JOHN,  died  March  24th,  1776, 

leaving  a  widow  who  died  December  22nd,  1806,  and  a  family  of 
eleven  children,  of  whom  the  nine  first  named  were  grown  and 
married  while  the  two  last  named  died  minors.  Their  names 
were  IV  Maria,  IV  Anna,  IV  Christian,  IV  Barbara,  IV  John, 

IV  Michael,  IV  Elizabeth,  IV  David,  IV  Isaac,  IV  Nancy,  and 
IV   Susannah.      None   of    the   descendants   of  these   came   to 
Canada  except  one  of  IV  John's  sons  named  V  Andrew. 

4035  V  KAUFFMAN,  ANDREW,  was  born  in  Lancas- 
ter County,  Pennsylvania,  February  ist,  1804.      When  a  young 
man  he  came  to  Canada  and  settled  in  Waterloo  County,  several 
miles  south-east  of  Berlin,  near  Centreville,  on   the  farm   now 
possessed  by  John  Erb,  from  here  they  moved  to  Preston  where 
he  died  December  7th,   1858.     He  was  married  to  Magdalena, 
daughter  of  John  and  Magdalena  (Schrantz)  Erb.     She  was  born 
at  Preston,  Ontario,  July  i8th,  1810,  and  died  near  Erbsville,  at

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the  home  of  her  daughter  Caroline  (Mrs.  Knarr),  February  2oth, 
1883.

December  21st,  1882.    She  died  in  Waterloo,  Sep- 
tember 24th,  1877.     See  Nos.  2474  to  2489. 

4039  VI  KAUFFMAN,  ALLEN,  a  cabinet  maker,  re- 
sides in    Brantford,  Ontario.      He   is   married  to 
Hannah  Ziegler  and  has  a  family  of  twelve  children. 

4040  VI  KAUFFMAN,  URIAS,  was    born    September 
20th,  1836,  and  died  March  9th,  1857. 

4041  VI  KAUFFMAN,  NANCY,  was  bora  in  1838.    On 
December  28th,  1858,  she  was  married  to  Isaac  E. 
Baumann.     She  had  one  daughter  who  died  April 
18th,  1859,  aged  8  months  and  4  days. 

VI  KAUFFMAN,  WILLIAM,  a  woollen  manufac- 
turer, resides  in  Massachusetts,  U.  S.  He  is  married 
but  has  no  family. 
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4043  VI  KAUFFMAN,  CHARLES,  a  woollen  manufac- 
turer, resides  in  Chicago,  Illinois.    He  is  married  to 
Anna  Nichol  and  has  a  family  of  nine  children. 

4044  VI  K^UFFMAN,  JOSEPH,  a  painter,  resided  in 
Plattsville,  Ontario,  where  he  died  about  ten  years 
ago,  leaving'a  wife  and  family  of  two  sons. 

4045  VI  KAUFFMAN,  MAGDALENA,  was  born  Feb- 
ruary 28th,  1846,  and  died  March  9th,  1849. 

4046  VI  KAUFFMAN,  MARGARET,  died  young. 

4047  VI  KAUFFMAN,  CAROLINE,  the  youngest  in 
family,  was  born  October  4th,  1850.     She  was  mar. 
ried  April  llth,  1871,  to  John    Knarr,  a  farmer. 
They  resided  two  miles  south  of  Heidelberg  where 
she  .died  June  1st,  1890,  leaving  a  family  of   six 
children,  namely:   VII  William,  VII  Emma,  VII 
Allen,  VII  John,  VII  Edwin,  and  VII  Herbert. 


KINZIE. 

(Kinzie  is  now  spelled  different  ways  by  different  branches  of  the  family,  viz:  "Kinzie, 
Kinzey,  Kinsey,  Kinsie,  and  Kinse.") 

The  founder  of  this  family  was  a  native  of  Switzer- 
land whom  religious  persecutions  first  drove  to  the 
Palatinate  and  afterwards  to  America.  He  arrived 
in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  as  early  as  1735  if 
not  before.  The  old  progenitor,  Abraham  Kinzie 
by  name,  resided  near  Quakertown,  Bucks  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  died,  leaving  a  family  of 
several  sons.  The  names  of  two  were  II  Dilman 
and  II  Abraham. 
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4048  II  KINZIE,  DILMAN,  was  born  in  Bucks  County, 
Pennsylvania,  December  30th,  1774.    He  was  mar. 
ried  to  Barbara  Bielin  who  was  born  June  28th, 
1772,  arid  died  December  22nd,  1854.     In  1800  they, 
with  others,  moved  to  Canada  and  settled  at  Doon, 
Ontario,  on  west  side  of  Grand  River  and  on  north- 
east part  of  "Biehn's  Tract"  where  he  died  July 
15th,  1806.    To  them  was  born  a  family  of  five  chil- 
dren, viz: 

4049  III  KINZIE,  SUSANNAH,  was  born  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, June  1st,  1798,  and  died  near  Strasburg,  Feb- 
ruary  12th,  1881.      She   was   married   to   Daniel 
Stauffer   who  was  born  February  20th,  1796,  and 
died  July  22nd,  1846.    To  them  was  born  the  follow- 
ing family,  namely:  IV  Elizabeth,  IV  Barbara,  IV 
Judith,  IV  Jacob  C.,  IV  Daniel,  IV  Susannah,  IV 
Menno,  and  IV  Noah.   See  Daniel  Stauffer's  family. 

4050  III  KINZIE,  JOHN,  was  born  April  1st,  1800.    He 
was  married  to  Elizabeth  Moxley.      They  resided 
on  his  father's  farm  where  he  died  June  7th,  1851. 
To  them  were  born  nine  children,  viz: 

4051 IV  KINZIE,  SAMUEL,  is  married  to  Nancy 
Betzner.  They  reside  about  one  mile  north  of  St. 
Jacobs  where  he  is  engaged  in  farming.  They  have 
no  family.  See  No.  953. 

4052  IV  KINZIE,  VERONICA,  was  born  April   10th, 
1825,  and  died  June  26th,  1857.     She  was  married  to 
Nelson  Newcomb  who  was  born  June  7th,  1811, 
and  died  September  10th,  1857.     They  resided  in 
Listowel,  Ontario.    They  had  one  child. 

4053  IV  KINZIE,  BARBARA,  was  married  to  Benjamin 
Burkholder,  a  teacher.     They  resided  near  Doon 
where  she  died  many  years  ago.     See  Nos,  1531  to

On  March 
lyth,  1842,  he  left  London  and  set  sail  for  America  and  landed 
at  New  York  May  2nd.  In  August  of  the  same  year  he  came  to 
Canada  and  settled  at  Hawksville,  Ontario,  where  he  soon  opened 
a  shop  to  continue  his  trade  which  he  had  learned  in  London, 
England,  namely  that  of  shoemaking.  Here  he  very  soon 
established  a  well-paying  business  in  the  making  and  repairing  of 
footwear.  On  August  i5th,  1849,  ne  was  married  to  Janet 
Edrnison,  a  native  of  Kelso,  Scotland.  She  died  in  Woolwich 
Township,  October  i9th,  1860,  aged  39  years.  On  February 
iyth,  1862,  he  was  married  again  to  Susannah  Brand,  widow  of 
the  late  John  Wideman.  She  was  born  in  Berlin,  Ontario,  March 
ist,  1825.  After  his  second  marriage  he  resided  in  St.  Jacobs 
where  he  was  working  at  his  trade  until  the  death  summons 
called  him  away,  October  i9th,  1889.  The  entire  time  afforded 
to  him  to  acquire  learning  in  school  was  all  embraced  in  the  short 
period  from  his  eighth  to  his  eleventh  year,  when  he  attended  the 
London  Parochial  Schools.  At  the  age  when  our  boys  are 
attending  the  high  schools  of  the  country  he  was  serving  his  five 
years  apprenticeship  at  shoemaking  in  a  dreary,  lonely  shop 
lighted  up  with  gas  light.  After  having  served  his  apprenticeship 
he  engaged  himself  for  6l/2  d.  per  day,  thinking  he  was  getting 
good  wages.  He  was  a  man  that  by  his  careful  living  had 
acquired  an  enviable  reputation  amongst  his  neighbors  for  good 
practical  common  sense  and  fearless  candor  in  expressing  his 
convictions.  These  traits,  united  with  a  cheerful  disposition  and 
genial  social  qualities,  caused  him  to  be  held  in  high  esteem  by 
all  his  neighbors.  With  him  has  gone  another  of  the  noble 
citizens  of  St.  Jacobs  and  he  is  no  longer  seen  amid  his  familiar 
surroundings.  His  last  days  as  well  as  his  last  moments  on  earth 
were  calm  and  peaceful  for  his  well-grounded  faith  in  the  blessed 
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Redeemer  did  not  forsake  him.  Shortly  before  his  death  he  was 
praising  the  Lord  and  earnestly  beseeching  those  who  stood 
around  the  death-bed  to  make  sure  their  calling.  His  remains 
rest  in  the  St.  Jacobs  cemetery  with  the  dust  of  those  gone  before.

KOCH. 


4106  I  KOCH,  REV.  LUDWIG,  was  born  in  Weinsberg, 

kingdom  of  Wurtenberg,  Germany,  July  igth,  1801.  In  1819 
he  emigrated  to  America  and  in  July  of  the  same  year  he  came 
to  Chambersburg,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  Here  he 
was  engaged  in  farming  for  three  years,  but  not  finding  every- 
thing to  his  satisfaction  he,  in  company  with  others,  moved  to 
Canada  in  spring  of  1823.  After  being  here  for  some  time  he 
formed  an  acquaintance  with  Barbara  Reist  to  whom  he  was 
married  in  October,  1824.  Shortly  after  their  marriage  they 
settled  on  lot  No.  34,  German  Company's  Tract,  Woolwich 
Township,  where  they  commenced  in  the  bush.  In  a  few  years 
they  had  cleared  a  large  part  of  their  extensive  forest  farm  and 
had  erected  thereon  such  buildings  as  were  common  in  those 
days.  Here  they  resided  over  sixty-five  years.  The  farm  is  now 
owned  by  their  son  David.  In  July,  1845,  Mr.  Ludwig  Koch 
was  ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the  Mennonite  denomination. 
His  field  of  labor  was  Martins,  Conestogo,  and  Elmira.  He  was 
sincere  in  his  calling,  and  always  directed  the  sinner  to  the  cross 
where  Christ  suffered  for  him;  and  for  the  children  of  God  he 
had  words  of  consolation  by  reminding  them  of  the  Lord's 
words,  "I  am  with  you  alway,"  and  "whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in 
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my  name  that  will  I  do."  His  kindness  of  heart  and  simplicity 
of  manners  endeared  him  to  all  classes  who  were  acquainted  with 
him.  He  died  in  September,  1889,  and  his  wife  who  was 
born  November  i5th,  1801,  died  August  iQth,  1890.  To  them 
was  born  a  family  of%  eight  children,  viz:

KOLB. 

This  family  is  an  old  and  numerous  one;  its  members  are  far  and 
widely  scattered  over  all  the  states  of  the  Union  and  Canada. 
A  perfect  list  of  the  various  families  cannot  be  given  at  so  late  a 
date,  neither  is  it  possible  that  the  present  existing  branches  of 
this  numerous  family  can  be  traced  to  their  parent  stem.  The 
ancestors,  namely  I  Martin,  I  John,  I  Jacob,  I  Henry,  and  1 
Dillman,  who  first  came  to  America,  were  sons  of  Dillman  Kolbf 

t  One  wishing  to  have  a  full  history  of  the  Kolb  family  will  do  well  in  procuring  a  copy 
of  the  "History  of  the  Mennonites"  by  Daniel  K.  Cassel,  No.  4333  Germantown  Avenue,

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who  was  born  in  Switzerland  in  1648  and  died  in  Manheim, 
Germany,  in  1712.  The  first  four  named  sons  emigrated  to 
America  in  1707,  and  Dillman,  the  last  named,  came  several 
years  later.  For  some  time  after  their  arrival  in  America  they 
resided  in  Germantown  but  finally  they  all  settled  in  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania,  near  Skippack. 

4115  I  KOLB,  JACOB,  the  third  named  son  of  Dillman 

Kolb,  was  born  in  Switzerland,  May  2ist,  1685.  On  May  2nd, 
1710,  he  was  married  to  Sarah  Van  Sintern  at  Germantownj 
Pennsylvania.  To  them  was  born  a  large  family,  three  sons  and 
six  daughters.  One  of  these  sons,  named  II  Henry  Kolb,  was 
married,  May  loth,  1744,  to  Elizabeth  Cassel.  To  them  was 
born  quite  a  family  but  names  of  all  the  children  could  not  be 
given.  We  know  the  names  of  several,  namely:  III  Jacob,  III 
Henry,  III  Yelles,  III  Martin,  III  Isaac,  and  III  Peter.  Of  the 
named  sons,  Martin*  was  married  to  a  Miss  Schwartz  and  resided 
some  twenty  miles  north  of  Skippack,  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
died  a  young  man,  leaving  a  wife  and  family  of  three  children^ 
namely:  IV  Jacob  and  two  sisters  who  were  married  and  remained 
in  Pennsylvania  where  their  descendants  are  still  to  be  found. 

4116 IV  KOLB,  JACOB,  was   born    April    17th,  1781. 

When  he  was  a  young  boy  his  father  died  and  then  he  was 
adopted  by  his  uncle,  Henry  Kolb,  who  raised  him,  and  after 
leaving  school  he  served  his  apprenticeship  as  a  gunsmith,  which 
trade  he  followed  even  to  the  last  years  of  his  life.!  In  1803  he 
was  married  to  Catharine,  daughter  of  Abraham  and  Mary 
(Steiner)  Clemens.  She  was  born  May  2ist,  1782,  and  died  Jan- 
uary 25th,  1869.  After  their  marriage  they  resided  in  Hilltown, 
Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  for  quite  a  number  of  years  where 
he  carried  on  a  well-paying  business  at  his  trade.  In  1819  or  may. 
be  a  year  or  so  later,  they  moved  to  Canada  and  settled  in 
Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  about  a  mile  below  Preston,  towards 
Gait.  Here  they  resided  until  1826  when  they  settled  on  the 
west  bank  of  the  Grand  River,  opposite  Breslau,  on  the  farm  now

LATSCHAW. 


We  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  true  ancestry  of  this 
family.  Some  maintain  that  the  old  pioneer  settler  was  a  native 
of  France  and  was  a  descendant  of  some  Hugenot  family,  while 
others  think  he  was  a  native  of  Holland.  We  shall  begin  this 
family  with  I  Isaac  Latscrjaw  who  was  born  January  gth,  1774, 
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in  Co!ebrook,  Dale  Township,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania.  His 
boyhood  days  were  quietly  spent  on  the  farm  of  his  father.  After 
arriving  at  maturity  he  was  married  to  Susannah  Kindig  who  was 
born  July  igth,  1782.  During  the  early  part  of  the  present 
century  (1822)  they  moved  to  Canada  and  settled  in  Waterloo 
County  where  they  resided  at  different  places.  They  owned  a 
beautiful  farm  at  Manheim,  Ontario,  where  they  resided  many 
years.  The  evening  of  their  life  was  spent  with  their  son-in-law, 
Mr.  Hostetler,  where  they  died.  His  death  took  place  February 
1 4th,  1857,  and  she  died  September  i7th,  1859.  To  them  were 
born  ten  children,  viz:

4218  I  *LEVAN,  DANIEL  K.,  progenitor  of  the  Levans 

of  this  county,  was  a  native  of  Montgomery  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  was  bom  in  May,  1800.  When  pretty  well 
advanced  in  his  "teens"  he  commenced  the  life  of  a  copper-smith, 
and  after  having  served  his  apprenticeship  of  three  years  he  was 
engaged  in  Skippack,  Pottstown,  and  other  places  in  Montgomery 
County  until  1825  when  he,  in  company  with  others,  namely 
John  Hoffman,  Michael  Eby,  Samuel  Horst,  Mrs.  Winger  and 
family,  all  from  Lancaster  County,  moved  to  Canada  and  settled 
in  Waterloo  County,  Ontario.  Mr.  Levan  located  on  a  tract  of 
land  (now  part  of  Berlin)  situated  opposite  the  Berlin  High 
School,  where  he  had  a  shop  erected  and  commenced  working  at 
his  trade. f  He  was  united  in  marriage  with  Julia  Sauers  and  after 
leaving  Berlin  they  resided  in  different  parts  of  the  county  where 
he  worked  at  his  trade  until  he  was  an  old  man.  He  died  in 
Plattsville,  Ontario,  in  November,  1877,  and  she  died  in  Preston 
in  1885,  aged  81  years.  To  them  was  born  a  large  family,  viz: 

4219  II  LEVAN,  JACOB  S,  the  eldest  in  family,  was 
born  December  31st,  1830.

A  few  of  the  males 
fled  to  Holland  and  Switzerland  for  safety. 

^  In  going  through  the  county  one  meets  with  a  number  of  old  copper  kettles  (in  pos- 
session of  the  children  of  our  pioneer  settlers)  made  by  Mr.  Levan.  Besides  being  a  copper- 
smith, Mr.  Levan  also  manufactured  a  number  of  door  locks  and  latches  which  are  still  in 
use  in  our  old  houses  and  are  yet  almost  as  good  as  new. 

t  Do  you  remember  when  all  but  two  of  the  pupils  had  to.  remain  in  after  hours  for  not 
making  over  50%  on  their  history  papers?  Who  was  he  that  caused  the  pupils  to  laugh? 
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in  his  "teens"  he  entered  the  Toronto  University  and  after  gradu- 
ating and  receiving  the  degree  of  B.  A.  he  was  engaged  in  the  St. 
Marys  High  School  where  he  taught  with  great  success.  From 
St.  Marys,  Ontario,  he  went  to  Owen  Sound,  Ontario,  where  he 
was  principal  of  the  High  School  until  September,  1893,  when  he 
received  the  appointment  as  vice-principal  of  the  school  of 
Pedagogy  of  the  Toronto  University  which  honorable  position  he 
still  holds.  It  is  yet  too  soon  to  write  a  biography  that  will  do  jus- 
tice to  Mr.  Levan  for  he  is  yet  a  young  man  and  has  not  reached 
the  meridian  of  his  powers.  Though  he  has  already  achieved  much 
— more  than  enough  to  satisfy  the  ambition  of  most  scholars  and 
thinkers — what  he  has  done  must  he  accepted,  not  as  the  measure 
of  his  usefulness,  but  merely  as  a  promise  of  what  he  is  yet  to  do. 
As  an  instructor  he  is  unsurpassed,  never  failing  to  interest  the 
students  with  practical  and  valuable  ideas.  His  lectures  which 
are  always  so  abundant  in  valuable  information,  are  partly  the 
fruit  of  his  own  fertile  and  original  mind  and  partly  the  result  of 
patient  and  extensive  research.  He  always  has  something  new 
and  striking  to  say  on  every  subject  upon  which  he  lectures.  On 
July  2oth,  1887,  he  was  united  in  matrimony  with  Emma  San- 
derson. They  reside  in  Toronto,  No.  66  Yorkville  Ave.

LICHTY. 


The  Lichtys  are  natives  of  Switzerland  from  which  place  they 
emigrated  to  America  and  settled  in  Penn  Township,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  as  early  as  1760  if  not  earlier.  The  name 
of  the  old  pioneer  settlerf  of  this  family  was  not  received.  Of 
his  family  we  have  the  name  of  one  son,  named  David  who  was 
born  probably  as  early  as  1763.  He  was  married  to  Magdalena, 
daughter  of  Hans  Weber  whose  father,  George  Weber,  came  from 

t  Tradition  has  it  that  his  name  was  "Hans," 
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Switzerland  in  1723  or  24.  She  was  born  August  3oth,  1763. 
They  were  married  in  1790  and  had  a  family  of  three  children 
when  he  died  in  1796.  Their  family  was  as  follows,  namely: 
III  Elizabeth,  born  November  2nd,  1791,  III  John,  born  July

24th,  1834,  and  died  November  23rd,  1836. 

4251 IV  LICHTY,  JOHN,  was  born  October  19th,  1836. 
On  October  5th,  1858,  he  was  married  to  Leah  Mar- 
tin who  was  born  October  31st,  1838,  and  died  Feb- 
ruary 5th,  1891.  They  resided  on  the  old  "Lichty 
Farm"  about  a  mile  or  so  north-west  of  Waterloo. 
To  them  were  born  three  children,  viz:

She  is  married  to  Tilman  M.  Horst,  a  farmer.   They 
reside  on  the  old  "Dettweiler  Farm"  about   two 
miles  west  of  St.  Jacobs.

His  family 
consists  of   five    children,  namely:    VI  Noah,  VI

4254  V  LICHTY,  LEVI,  was  bom  January  23rd,  1863. 
He  is  married  to  Catharine  Good  and  resides  on  his 
father's  old  homestead,  near  Waterloo,  where  he  is 
engaged  in  farming.     To  them  were  born  three 
children,  namely:  VI  Menno  (dead),  VI  Lydia  Ann, 
and  VI  Leah. 

4255  IV  LICHTY,  ESTHER,  was  born  May  29th,  1839. 
On  January  20th,  1863,  she  was  married  to  Aaron 
Ziegler  who  was  born  December  16th,  1829.     They 
resided  on  a  farm  about  two  miles  south-west  of 
Elmira  where  he  died  January  13th,  1885.    After 
his  decease  the  widow  disposed  of  the  farm  and 
moved  to  Elmira  where   she   now  resides.      Her 
family  consisted  of  nine  children,  namely:  V  John, 
V  Aaron  (dead),  V  Moses,  V  Benjamin  (dead),  V 
Menno,  V  Ezra,  V  Lydia  Ann  (dead),  V  Henry,  and 
V  George  L.    See  Aaron  Ziegler's  family. 


LIVERGOOD. 


42561  LIVERGOOD,  JOHN,  was  a  native  of  North 

Carolina  where  he  was  born  probably  as  early  as  1754.  His 
ancestors  belonged  to  the  Moravians,  a  religious  body  that  settled 
in  Carolina  at  a  very  early  date.  In  1800  he,  together  with  his 
wife  and  family  of  six  children,  left  their  native  state  and  travelled 
north  to  Virginia  where  they  met  with  the  "Fordney  Family"  who 
were  making  preparations  for  moving  to  Lancaster  County,  Penn- 
sylvania. Joining  themselves  with  this  company  Mr.  Livergood 
and  family  continued  their  journey  to  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  they  found  one  of  the  most  beautiful  counties  ever 
presented  to  their  view  and  in  which  they  greatly  desired  to 
settle  but  they,  as  many  others,  found  that  they  had  not  the 
required  capital  to  procure  one  of  those  beautiful  Lancastrian 
homes,  hence  the  desire  to  push  onward  their  journey  to  some 
place  where  homes  could  be  procured  for  a  less  sum  of  money. 
So  in  spring  of  1802  a  company  left  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  meeting  others  from  Cumberland  County  of  the  same 
state,  moved  to  Canada.  Among  this  company  were  the  Liver- 
goods,  Sararas,  Shupes,  Fordneys  and  other  families.  After 
their!  arrival  in  this  country  they  all  settled  in  Waterloo  County, 
along  the  banks  of  the  Grand  Riverf  in  the  vicinity  of  Freeport- 
Mr.  Livergood  settled  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Grand  River, 
north  of  the  "Toll  Bridge."  Here  he  resided  with  his  family 
until  his  death  which  took  place  about  the  year  1819.  His  family 
consisted  of  six  children,  viz: 

4-J57  II  LIVERGOOD,  ELIZABETH,  the  eldest  in  the 
family,  was  bom  January  23rd,  1781.  She  was  mar- 
ried to  Andrew  Sararas  who  was  born  December

Sararas.  She  died  of  paralysis  on  the  road  near 
the  "Toll  Bridge,"  December  28th,  1865.  Their 
family  consisted  of  ten  children,  namely:  III  John, 
III  Mary,  III  Jacob,  III  Andrew,  III  Nicolaus,  III 
Elizabeth,  III  Samuel,  III  Daniel,  III  Catharine, 
and  III  David.  See  Andrew  Sararas'  family. 

4258  II  LIVERGOOD,  JACOB,  the  eldest  son  in  the 
family,  was  born  in  1787.    He  was  married  to  Sarah 
Goodley.      They   resided  in  Dumfries  Township, 
Waterloo    County,    Ontario,    where    he    followed 
farming.     No  information  received  pertaining  to 
the  family  at  time  of  going  to  press. 

4259  II  LIVERGOOD,  PETER,  was  born  in  1790.    He 
was  married  to  Elizabeth  Unger  who  was  born  in 
June,  1796,  and  died  August  1st,  1845.    They  resided 
in    Waterloo   Township,   on  part  of   lot  No.  118, 
German  Company's  Tract.    This  farm  he  sold  some 
time  between  1854  and  1860,  and  moved  to  Hay 
Township,  Huron  County,  Ontario,  where  he  died  a 
few  years  ago.     His  family  consisted  of  eight  chil- 
dren, namely:   III  John,  III  George,  III  Peter,  III 
Samuel,  III  Nicolaus,  III  Daniel,  III  Susannah,  and 
III  Christina. 

4260  II  LIVERGOOD,  CATHARINE,  was  bom  May 
14th,  1793.      She  was  married  to  Jonas  Wildfong 
who  was  born  October  20th,  1790,  and  died  Novem. 
ber  20th,  1860.    They  resided  on  the  old  "Wildfong 
Farm"  now  in  possession  of  Ferdinand  Miller.    Mrs. 
Wildfong  died  February  9th,  1874.      Their  family 
consisted  of  nine  children,  namely:  III  George,  III 
John,  III  Eli,  III  Susannah,  III  Polly,  III  Mary,  III 
David,  III  Isaac,  and  III  Michael. 

4261 II  LIVERGOOD,  HENRY,  was  married  to  Anna 
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Schaefer.  They  resided  in  Waterloo  County,  where 
he  was  engaged  in  farming.  No  information  re- 
ceived pertaining  to  his  family. 

4262  II  LIVERGOOD,  MAGDALENA,  was  married  to 
a  Mr.  Silverthorn.  They  resided  at  Dundas,  Ontario. 

4263  I  LIVERGOOD,  MARY,   sister  to  I  John   Liver- 
good,  was  born  in  North  Carolina,  May  8th,  1752. 
She  was  married  to  Nicolaus  Sararas  who  was  born 
in  May,  1751,  and  died  June  10th,  1836.    She  died 
March  24th,  1836.    To  them  were  born  several  chil- 
dren, namely:  II  Andrew  and  II  Nicolaus. 


LUTZ. 


Several  parties  by  the  name  of  Lutz  came  from 
Pennsylvania  and  settled  in  Waterloo  County, 
Ontario,  where  they  resided  until  their  deaths.  We 
shall  give  the  names  of  two,  viz: 

4264  I  LUTZ,  JACOB,  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Penn- 
sylvania, at  the  beginning  of  the  present  century. 
In  1826  he,  in  company  with  others,  came  to  Canada 
and  settled  in  Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  near 
Preston,  where  he  worked  at  his  trade,  carpentering 
and  cabinet  making,  with  old  Henry  Brower.  Later 
on  he  built  the  Centreville  Hotel  where  he  resided 
for  some  years,  working  at  his  trade.  He  was  mar- 
ried to  Mary  Moyer  who  was  born  August  31st, 
1800,  and  died  at  Freeport,  October  7th,  18S8.  He 
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died  August  15th,  1865.    To  them  were  born  three 
children,  viz: 

4265  II  LUTZ,  MARY,  was  bora    August   27th,  1825. 
She  is  married  to  Samuel  Martin  and  resides  in 
Preston,  Ontario.    See  Samuel  W.  Martin's  family. 

4266  II  LUTZ,  HENRY,  was  born  May  12th,  1828.     He 
is  married  to  Louisa  (limble.    They  reside  at  Free- 
port,  Ontario,  where  he  follows  his  trade,  namely 
carpentering  and  cabinet  making.      To  them  are 
born  three  children,  viz: 

4267  III  LUTZ,   GABRIELLE,  the  eldest,  resides   in 
Waterloo  where  she  is  engaged  in  dressmaking.

4269  III  LUTZ,  NELSON,  is  home   and   attends   the 
public  school. 

4270  II  LUTZ,  CHA.RLES,  was  born  in  1837.     He  fol- 
lowed clerking  for  many  years  while  in  this  county 
and  some  years  ago  he  moved  to  Chicago,  Illinois, 
where  he  is  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business. 
He  is  united  in  marriage  with  Sarah  Roat  and  has 
a  family  but  names  of  children  were  not  received. 


4271 1  LUTZ,  DANIEL,  a  brother  to  I  Jacob,  was  born 
in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  In  1820  he  came  to 
Canada  and  settled  a  little  below  Strasburg,  On- 
tario, where  he  was  engaged  in  weaving.  Shortly 
before  he  left  his  native  home  he  was  married  to 
Deborah  Bolton.  After  moving  away  from  Stras- 
burg, they  went  to  Flamboro  where  they  kept  hotel. 
When  advanced  in  age  they  returned  to  Strasburg 
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where  they  died.    To  them  were  born  the  following 
children,  viz: 

4272  II  LUTZ,  KEBECCA  *  was  married  to  John  Wild- 
fong.      They  resided  in  Michigan  where  he  was 
engaged  in  farming. 

4273  II  LUTZ,  JACOB,  a  farmer,  resides  at  Ridgetown, 
Both  well  County,  Ontario.

They  resided  in  Michigan  where  she  died  some 
years  ago. 

4277  II  LUTZ,  DANIEL,  was  born  in  Waterloo  County, 
Ontario,  April  9th,  1838.     On  April  9th,  1856,  he  was 
married  to  Leah,  daughter  of   David   and   Leah 
(Bowman)   Snyder.      She  was   born    at  Freeport, 
Ontario,  December  8th,  1833.    Shortly  after  their 
marriage  they  moved  to  Blenheim  Township,  On- 
tario, where  he  was  engaged  in  farming  until  1876 
when  he  sold  out  and  moved  near  Caledonia,  Kent 
County,  Michigan,  where  they   now    reside.      To 
them  was  born  a  large  family,  viz:

4290  III  LUTZ,  LLOYD,  bom  March  12th,  1884. 

4291  III  LUTZ,  ELIZABETH,  is  married  to  Mr.  How- 
lett,  a   farmer.      They   reside   near   Washington, 
Ontario.
